The  setting  of  plaster-of-Paris  is  a  problem  which  many 
eminent  chemists  have  attacked,  yet  Mr.  W.  A.  Davis  is  able 
to  throw  new  light  on  it.    His  paper  is  reported  on  p.  863. 

"Dr.  Bayer,"  the  foreigner  who  has  been  giving  trouble 
to  provincial  chemists  and  doctors,  is  in  Liverpool  prison 
on  a  charge  of  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences  (p.  853). 

Worthless  disinfectants  are  one  result  of  the  Privy 
Council's  manner  of  scheduling  carbolic  acid.  Mr.  Rees  put 
a  question  on  the  subject  to  Mr.  John  Burns  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Tuesday  (p.  875). 

In  view  of  "the  fact  that  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act  comes  into  force  in  a  few  weeks,  the  exhaustive  analysis 
of  it  contributed  by  Mr.  Marshall  Freeman  to  this  issue 
should  be  read  by  all  to  whom  it  applies  (p.  870). 

Mr.  R.  F.  Reynolds,  of  Leeds,  whose  cartoons  and  sketches 
in  the  C.  <£■  D.  have  made  the  name  of  Fred  Reynolds  familiar 
throughout  the  drug-trade  of  the  British  Empire,  died  sud- 
denly from  heart-failure  on  June  1  (Supp.,  p.  860;  and  p.  866). 

The  Bile  Bean  Manufacturing  Co.  have  abandoned  their 
House  of  Lords  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  Court  of 
Session,  that  Mr.  G.  G.  Davidson  was  within  his  rights  in 
putting  up  and  selling  pills  as  "Davidson's  Bile  Beans" 
(p.  858). 

The  officers  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  were  re-elected 
on  Wednesday.  The  principal  business  at  the  meeting  waB 
proposed  alterations  in  the  by-laws,  chiefly  in  regard  to  the 
Preliminary  and  Major  examinations,  giving  the  Council 
power  to  make  regulations  (p.  873). 

Price-fluctuations  in  drugs  and  chemicals  include  an  ad- 
vance in  opium  on  renewed  American  buying  in  Smyrna. 
Calabar  beans,  cocoa-butter,  linseed  oil,  and  Cape  aloes  are 
dearer.  Cream  of  tartar,  turmeric,  Japan  wax,  Ceylon  coco- 
nut oil,  oil  of  amber,  platinum  salts,  benzols,  petroleum,  and 
turpentine  have  all  more  or  less  declined.  Caffeine  is  very 
firm  and  may  advance.  An  auction  of  first  and  second  hand 
drugs  is  fully  reported  on  p.  879. 
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Local  Newspapers  containing-  marked  items  of  news  interesting-  to 
the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

At  Boston  County  Court  on  May  28,  Mr.  A.  Shepperson, 
chemist,  Kirton,  was  sued  by  Richard  Handson  for  14s. 
damages  for  wrong  fid  dismissal,  but  plaintiff  did  not  appear 
and  the  case  was  struck  out. 

A  contribution  of  100/.  to  the  Accrington  Victoria  Hospital 
Fund  has  been  made  by  Miss  Maria  Mercer,  of  Accrington, 
daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Mercer,  chemist,  and  inventor 
of  the  "mercerising  process." 

Mr.  Harry  Hay,  a  technical  chemist,  of  Dewsbury,  has, 
according  to  newspaper  paragraphs,  discovered  a  method  of 
destroying  anthrax-germs  by  soaking  woollen  or  other  goods 
in  an  electrolytic  solution. 

On  May  28  the  employes  of  Messrs.  T.  Howard  Lloyd  & 
Co.  presented  Mr.  0.  T.  Elliott,  who  has  for  thirteen  and 
a  half  years  been  chemist  to  the  firm,  and  is  now  leaving, 
with  a  silver  card-tray,  suitably  inscribed. 

Albert  Wortley  (52)  has  been  committed  for  trial  at  the 
Central  Criminal  Court  on  a  charge  of  stealing  platinum  to 
the  value  of  306/.,  the  property  of  Messrs.  Baird  &  Tatlock, 
scientific-instrument  makers,  Hatton  Garden. 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London  have  decided  to 
•confer  the  freedom  of  the  City  upon  Lord  Lister.  The  last 
.member  of  the  medical  profession  to  receive  the  freedom  was 
Dr.  Edward  Jenner,  the  vaccinationist,  in  1803. 

The  Hertfordshire  County  Council  have  issued  a  circular 
giving  notice  of  their  intention  to  institute  proceedings  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  against  any  person  selling 
or  offering  for  sale  milk  to  which  preservatives  have  been 
added. 

As  the  result  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.  Rayner,  chemist,  the 
Uxbridge  Joint  Hospital  Board  have  instructed  the  Clerk  to 
send  notices  to  local  chemists  asking  them  to  tender  for 
disinfecting-materials,  which  are  at  present  obtained  from 
a  London  firm. 

The  Australian  Commonwealth  Government  has  decided 
to  supply,  on  and  after  July  1,  at  the  offices,  72  Victoria 
Street,  London,  S.W.,  halfpenny,  penny,  and  threepenny 
■  duty-paid  adhesive  stamps,  to  place  on  dutiable  advertising- 
matter  sent  to  Australia. 

In  the  course  of  evidence  given  at  the  Church  (Black- 
•burn)  Police  Court  last  week,  in  which  a  girl  named  Wright 
was  charged  with  attempting  to  commit  suicide,  it  was 
alleged  that  she  purchased  oxalic  acid  from  a  local  chemist, 
and  that  she  was  served  by  a  boy. 

An  extension  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Baths,  at  Droitwich, 
was  formally  opened  by  the  Earl  of  Coventry  on  June  1. 
The  Droitwich  Brine  Wells  date  back  to  a.d.  816,  and  they 
are  coming  more  and  more  into  vogue  as  a  cure  for  gout, 
rheumatism,  and  nervous  ailments. 

"  The  War  with  Cancer  "  is  the  title  of  a  series  of  articles 
by  a  well-informed  writer,  at  present  appearing  in  the 
London  "Daily  Mail."  The  writer  is  particularly  strong 
on  the  point  that  no  cure  of  the  disease  has  been  recorded 
from  the  use  of  either  trypsin  or  amylopsin  by  itself.  The 
twin  ferments  must  be  used  in  alternation. 

Harold  Whittaker  (20),  chemist's  assistant,  again  appeared 
at  Stratford  Police  Court  on  June  1,  charged  with  obtaining 
chloroform  from  various  doctors  in  the  Leyton  district 
(O.  &  D.,  June  1,  p.  821).  The  father  consented  to  his  son 
being  sent  to  a  nursing-home,  and  on  that  understanding 
Whittaker  was  bound  over  under  the  First  Offenders  Act. 

The  Examining  Board  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Accrington 
Education  Authority  to  certain  requirements  which  must 
be  complied  with  before  sanction  can  be  given  to  the 
Accrington  Secondary  School  being  regarded  as  a  centre  at 
which  certificates  for  physics  and  chemistry  can  be  obtained 
which  will  be  recognised  by  the  Board.  The  Authority 
are  to  furnish  the  Board  with  all  the  necessary  details  and 
to  pay  the  preliminary  fee  of  5/.  5s. 


The  General  Board  of  Opticians. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Opticians,  held  on 
June  4,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Board  be  dissolved  and  steps 
taken  to  wind  up  its  affairs.  This  was  necessitated  by  the 
im2)asse  which  the  Board  had  reached  on  the  question  of 
optical  legislation.  The  motions  upon  which  the  Board  acted 
stood  in  the  names  of  Mr.  A.  Upson  and  Mr.  G.  Bennett

Metropolitan  Drugs. 

Two  samples  of  citric  acid  and  one  of  ammoniated  tinc- 
ture of  quinine  have  been  analysed  in  Bermondsey,  and  have 
been  certified  to  be  genuine. 

In  Wandsworth  during  the  last  four  weeks  five  samples 
of  tartaric  acid,  four  of  cream  of  tartar,  and  one  of  citric 
acid  have  been  analysed.    All  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

According  to  the  annua!  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Borough  of  Hampstead,  four  samples  of 
camphorated  oil,  three  of  cream  of  tartar,  one  of  "  For- 
malin," one  of  glycerin,  two  of  iodide  of  potassium,  one  of 
iodine  liquid  (fort.),  one  of  tincture  of  iodine,  one  of  lime- 
juice  cordial,  one  of  milk  of  sulphur,  and  three  of  tartaric 
acid  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  all  were  found  to  be 
genuine. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  medical  officer  of  health 
for  the  City  of  London  issued  on  June  3,  during  the  five 
weeks  the  following  samples  were  taken  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  :  Three  prescrip- 
tions, five  of  light  magnesia,  three  of  iron  pills.  Certificates 
of  sophistication  were  received  as  follows  :  (1)  Prescription, 
40  per  cent,  deficient  in  tincture  of  cinchona;  (2)  prescrip- 
tion, 32  per  cent,  deficient  in  tincture  of  cinchona ;  (3)  light 
magnesia,  20.9  per  cent,  carbonic  acid  and  water;  (4)  light 
magnesia,  19.2  per  cent,  carbonic  acid  and  water.  Proceed- 
ings are  to  be  taken  as  regards  all  the  adulterated  samples, 
with  the  exception  of  the  first  of  light  magnesia,  which  was 
taken  informally.

The  New  Forest  Board  of  Guardians  have  accepted  the 
tender  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Martin,  38  Bernard  Street,  Southamp- 
ton, for  the  supply  of  water-beds.

Poor-law  Notes. 

The  Halifax  Guardians  are  considering  the  question  of 
reorganising  the  medical  staff  of  the  Union  Hospital.  Local 
chemists  should  note  that  they  propose  to  pay  the  new 
medical  officer  a  salary,  including  20?.  additional  "  for  dis- 
pensing medicines." 

The  Dispensary  Committee  of  the  Derby  Union  have  re- 
ceived a  report  from  the  dispenser,  Mr.  Shadford,  of  the 
work  of  his  department  for  the  year  1906-7.  This  shows 
that  52,584  prescriptions  have  been  made  up  during  the  year, 
at  a  cost  of  193?.  16s.  Id.,  and  that  drugs,  etc.,  to  the  value 
of  108?.  8s.  Id.  have  been  supplied  to  the  Workhouse 
Infirmary. 

Midland  Notes. 
For  smart  journalism,  it  is  agreed  in  Birmingham  (writes 
a  local  chemist)  that  your  account  of  the  tram  charging  a 
chemist's  shop  in  Bromsgrove  Street  takes  and  deserves 
the  cake. 

A  freehold  property  owned  by  the  late  Mr.  Flewitt, 
chemist,  92  High  Street,  Tlirniirigham,  was  offered  for  sale 
at  public  auction  last  week,  and  realised  3,050?.  The  annual 
rental  is  225?. 

Four  Oaks,  about  eight  miles  from  Birmingham,  is  an 
improving  little  place,  where  many  of  the  city  merchants 
reside.  A  row  of  very  fine  shops  is  now  in  course  of  con- 
struction. The  centre  one  will  be  opened  by  Mr.  W.  Bodley, 
chemist  and  druggist  (late  with  Mr.  Elliot,  of  Walsall),  as 
a  high-class  chemist's  shop.  Mr.  Bodley  is  at  present  in 
temporary  premises  near. 

In  response  to  the  toast  of  his  health  at  a  Volunteers' 
banquet  in  Birmingham  last  Saturday,  Colonel  W.  F. 
Wyley  said  that  this  year  will  probably  be  his  last  in  the 
Service,  for,  after  thirty-five  years'  soldiering,  during  ten 
of  which  he  had  had  command,  he  thought  it  time  to  give 
way  to  more  energetic  men.  ("No,  no!"  was  what  his 
comrades  said  when  they  heard  this.) 

During  the  past  few  weeks  there  have  appeared  in  the 
local  Press  many  paragraphs  advertising  for  apprentices 
on  the  more  popular  modern  lines  "  live  out,  no  premium, 
and  pocket-money  granted  " ;  while  numerous  inquiries  are 
being  made  for  reliable  pharmaceutical  trainers  to  assist 
them  in  negotiating  the  second-class  College  of  Preceptors' 
examination  or  some  simple  equivalent  for  the  purposes  of 
the  First  examination. 

"Dr.  Bayer." 

In  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  April  27  (p.  607), 
mention  was  made  of  an  enterprising  young  man  who  was 
fluttering  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  dovecotes  of 
Liverpool  under  the  name  of  Dr.  Bayer.  The  "doctor" 
said  he  was  a  relative  of  the  head  of  Bayer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the 
well-known  Elberfeld  firm  of  chemical-manufacturers.  Some 
weeks  ago  he  left  Liverpool  rather  suddenly,  and  he  was 
next  heard  of  in  Aberdeen  as  Leonard  de  Bayer.  He 
attended  some  of  the  lectures  at  Marischal  College,  and 
after  one  lecture  he  was  invited  by  one  of  the  professors  to 
his  house.  Some  loose  talk  made  the  canny  Aberdeen  pro- 
fessor a  trifle  suspicious,  and  a  police  description  of 
"  Leonard  de  Bayer,"  late  of  Liverpool,  which  the  professor 
read  in  the  "  Lancet,"  confirmed  his  suspicion.  The  police 
were  communicated  with,  De  Bayer  was  arrested,  and  con- 
veyed to  Liverpool,  where  on  May  30  he  was  charged  before 
the  Stipendiary  with  having  obtained  21?.  by  false  pre- 
tences from  Donald  Archer  Nightingale,  with  intent  to 
defraud.  After  hearing  evidence  of  arrest  the  Magistrate 
remanded  him  for  eight  days. 

Notts  Notes. 

A  large  number  of  poisoning-cases  have  been  occupying 
the  time  of  the  Coroner  here. 

The  old-established  chemist's  business  carried  on  by  the 
late  Mr.  Bailey  at  Alfred  Street  Central  has  been  pur- 
chased by  Mr.  C.  J.  Wathes. 

The  Notts  Pharmaceutical  Association  have  decided  to 
have  an  outing  to  Southwell  on  July  4.  The  Athletic  Club 
play  the  Southwell  Grammar  School  at  cricket  on  that  day, 
so  they  will  both  combine,  and  it  should  prove  an  enjoyable 
outing. 


Elliman's  Embrocation  not  a  Poison. 
At  Marylebone  Police  Court  on  June  3,  Mr.  C.  F.  Gill, 
K.C.,  called  the  attention  of  Mr.  Paul  Taylor  (the  Magis- 
trate) to  the  case  of  a  servant-girl,  Ellen  Bishop,  who  was 
charged  on  June  1  with  attempting  to  commit  suicide  by 
taking  Elliman's  embrocation.  During  the  hearing  of  the 
case,  counsel  said,  the  statement  was  made,  and  afterwards 
adopted  by  the  Magistrate,  that  the  girl  had  taken  "  poison." 
There  was,  however,  no  foundation  whatever  for  the  sug- 
gestion that  Elliman's  embrocation  was  a  poison.  In  point 
of  fact,  it  contained  no  poison,  it  was  not  labelled  poison, 
nor  scheduled  as  such,  and  no  one  taking  it  would  suffer  from 
the  effects  of  poison.  Great  publicity  had  been  given  to  the 
case  in  the  Press,  and  Messrs.  Elliman  had  become  alarmedl 
lest  the  idea  should  get  abroad  that  their  embrocation  was 
dangerous,  and  needed  to  be  guarded  against  as  a  poison. 
The  greatest  care,  added  counsel,  was  taken  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  see  that  no  poisons  were  sold  by  un- 
qualified persons.  Mr.  Paul  Taylor  said  he  was  sure  the 
impression  given  thalTETiiman's  embrocation  was  a  poison 
was  a  wrong  one,  and,  having  regard  to  the  importance  of 
the  matter  to  Messrs.  Elliman,  he  hoped  the  same  publicity 
would  be  given  to  Mr.  Gill's  explanation  as  to  the  original 
statement. 

Cricket. 

The  Notts  Chemists'  Athletic  Club  played  their  second^ 
match  of  the  season  on  May  30  against  Southwell  Town, 
winning  by  four  wickets. 

Davy  Hill  C.C.,  playing  at  Crofton  Park,  on  June  1, 
against  the  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis  team,  scored  107  for 
four,  and  then  captured  three  of  their  opponents  wickets 
for  17,  when  rain  caused  play  to  be  abandoned.

Personal. 

Mr.  D.  R.  Jones,  a  well-known  and  popular  Swansea 
dentist,  died  very  suddenly  on  June  1  from  heart-failure.

Miss  Maud  Jones,  a  teacher  at  the  Acrefair  School,  near 
Ruabon,  is  slowly  recovering  from  a  nasty  accident  which 
befell  her  while  pursuing  her  studies  in  chemistry  at  Llan- 
gollen Intermediate  Schools.  A  beaker  containing  quick- 
lime with  which  she  was  experimenting  exploded  with 
great  force  in  her  face,  and  she  was  so  badly  burnt  that 
for  five  days  she  was  quite  blind. 

The  Living-in  System. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  Shop  Assistants' 
Union  was  held  on  June  4,  at  which  the  decision  of  the 
annual  conference  at  Leeds  that  all  members  should  refuse 
to  work  after  hours  unless  paid  overtime  was  heartily  en- 
dorsed. A  resolution  was  also  passed  in  favour  of  the 
abolition  of  the  living-in  system,  which  was  declared  to  be 
bad  for  both  health  and  morals,  and  the  Executive  were 
asked  to  open  negotiations  with  the  employers  for  the 
purpose  of  trying  to  secure  its  abolition.  In  the  drug- 
trade  in  Wales  there  are  but  few  assistants  living  in,  and  it 
is  doubtful  whether  they  will  join  hands  with  those  en- 
gaged in  the  drapery  and  grocery  trades  on  this  question. 
Veterinary  Medicines. 

The  Bath  and  West  and  Southern  Counties  Agricultural 
Show  opened  at  Newport  (Mon.)  on  Wednesday.  A  sec- 
tion is,  as  usual,  set  apart  for  veterinary  medicines,  and  a 
large  number  of  well-known  firms  are  represented. 
McDougall  Bros,  exhibit  sheep-dips,  fly  oils  and  powders, 
and  Jeyes  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.  have  a  large  and  at- 
tractive stand  at  the  other  end  of  the  avenue  devoted  to 
disinfectants  and  dips.  Day,  Son  &  Hewitt  make  a  special 
feature  of  their  Ovidyne,  an  anthelmintic  and  lamb  tonic, 
in  addition  to  a  display  of  their  other  medicines  for  horses, 
cattle,  and  sheep.  The  "Magic"  horse-powder  is  the 
special  line  of  the  Imperial  Veterinary  Medicine  Co., 
Bristol,  but  they  have  an  otherwise  well-stocked  stand  ; 
while  Mr.  Roger  Errington,  Sunderland,  gives  prominence 
to  his  cod-liver  oil  thriving-mixture  for  horses,  and  cattle- 
spice  for  milk  and  fat  stock.  Spratt's  Patent.  Ltd.,  are 
well  to  the  fore  with  a  fully  equipped  stand  of  dog- 
cakes  and  medicines.  Osmond  &  Son,  Spalding,  show, 
among  other  things,  their  "Champion"  horse-powders, 
cattle  oils,  and  medicine-chests,  and  Markham  &  Co., 
DerDy,  have  a  big  collection  of  their  remedies — vitalizer, 
powders,  balls,  etc.

Diagnosis  of  Tuberculosis. — At  the  weekly  meeting  of 
the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences,  held  last  Monday,  Dr. 
Roux  referred  to  a  new  and  improved  process  which  it  is 
thought  will  greatly  facilitate  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  first  stages  of  the  malady.  The  process  consists  in 
-rubbing  tuberculin  into  scarifications  on  the  flank  of  the 
■animal  and  looking  for  a  zone  of  inflammation,  which 
appears  if  the  animal  is  at  all  tuberculous. 

Sunday-closing  Agreements. — The  pharmacists  at 
Auch,  a  little  southern  "country  town,"  all  agreed  to 
shut  on  Sundays  at  noon  (one  pharmacy  to  remain  open  in 
turn).  A  few  days  afterwards,  however,  one  pharmacist 
informed  his  colleagues  that  he  had  changed  his  mind  on 
the  subject.  An  action  was  brought  against  him  by  his 
colleagues  for  not  fulfilling  an  agreement  duly  entered  into. 
His  defence  was  that  no  time-limit  was  fixed,  and  that  the 
agreement  was  illegal,  as  contrary  to  the  free  exercise  of 
trade.  The  Court  declined  to  admit  this  latter  hypothesis, 
but  agreed  that,  as  the  contract  specified  no  date,  it  could 
cease  at  any  moment.  The  refractory  pharmacist  was 
sentenced  to  pay  150f .  damages  for  the  half-day  he  remained 
■open,  as  well  as  all  costs,  but  declared  free  in  future  to  open 
-on  Sunday  afternoons.  That  he  acknowledged  the  contract 
existed  at  the  time  he  first  opened  was,  the  Court  held, 
proved  by  the  fact  that  he  formally  advised  his  colleagues 
•of  his  intention  to  reopen. 

Commemorative  Medal. — The  accompanying  illustration 
shows  the  medal  struck  to  commemorate  the  jubilee  of  the 
French  Chemical  Society,  the  celebrations  in  connection  with 
which  were  reported  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  May  25,  p.  792.  The 
medal,  in  oxidised  silver,  is  about  2\  in.  in  diameter,  and 


bears  on  the  face  of  it  a  beautifully  modelled  head  of 
Lavoisier.  On  the  reverse  of  the  medal,  surmounted  by  a 
laurel-wreath,  are  the  words  "  Cinquantenaire  de  la  Societe 
Chimique  de  France,  1857-1907."  It  is  a  charmingly  pro- 
duced specimen  of  the  numismatist's  art. 

Food  and  Drugs  Inspection  Budget. — The  transfer  of 
the  inspection  of  pharmacies  to  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  the  steps  the  latter  is  likely  to  take  to  carry  out 
this  important  service,  have  been  commented  on  in  most 
French  pharmaceutical  journals.  A  general  hope  is  ex- 
pressed that  the  inspection  of  alimentary  substances  will  be 
carried  out  more  rigorously  than  at  present ;  but  this  cam- 
paign against  adulteration,  like  many  other  well-meant 
French  parliamentary  measures,  may  possibly  lose  much  of 
its  value  through  the  lack  of  the  "  sinews  of  war,"  as  the 
increased  cost  of  efficient  inspection  is  not  sufficiently  pro- 
vided for,  though  up  to  the  present  there  has  been  a  sub- 
stantial surplus.  From  the  last  Budget  it  would  appear 
that  the  annual  expenses  of  inspection  amount  to  260,000f., 
while  the  receipts  are  370,000f .  Of  the  last  figure,  30,000f. 
is  for  mineral-water  works  and  stores,  leaving  340,000f. 
for  pharmacists  and  druggists.  The  tax  due  by  pharma- 
cists being  6f.,  it  may  be  supposed  that  the  total  receipts 
from  their  officines,  from  doctors'  stores,  and  from  various 
manufactories  are  100,0001,  leaving  240,000f.,  furnished 
by  (say)  60,000  grocers  and  other  members  of  alimentary 
trades,  at  4f.  per  head. 


Rabbit-oil. — "Commercial  Intelligence"  reports  that  the 
■extraction  of  oil  from  rabbit-skins  is  a  new  industry  in  Aus- 
tralia. Nearly  half  a  gallon  of  oil  possessing  valuable  lubri- 
cating qualities  can  be  extracted  from  73  lb.  of  rabbit-skins 
without  decreasing  their  commercial  value.

Cape  Colony. 

Fraud  by  Post. — A  half-caste  was  sentenced  to  one  year's 
imprisonment  with  hard  labour  at  Durban  last  month  for 
stealing  a  quantity  of  chemists'  goods  belonging  to  Lennon, 
Ltd.  Accused  had  written  to  several  firms  under  various 
aliases,  but  had  failed  to  pay  for  any  of  the  goods  received. 

The  Late  Mr.  Mills,  M.L.A. — An  interesting  biography 
of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  William  Mills  (particulars  of 
whose  death  were  given  in  last  week's  issue,  p.  829)  appeared 
in  the  "Cape  Daily  Telegraph"  of  April  30.  Mr.  Mills 
had  a  varied  career.  After  serving  his  apprenticeship  in 
Birmingham,  he  was  an  assistant  to  chemists  in  King's 
Lynn,  Manchester,  and  Liverpool.  In  1872  he  started  in 
business  on  his  own  account  at  Dartford,  Kent,  and  a  few 
years  later  he  acquired  a  business  in  the  West-end  of 
London,  but  the  latter  he  disposed  of  after  a  year,  the  life 
being  too  humdrum  for  his  temperament.  His  friend  Mr. 
G.  J.  Proctor  and  he  arranged  to  go  to  South  Africa  to 
start  a  business  as  wholesale  chemists.  Mr.  Mills  landed 
at  Port  Elizabeth  in  1878,  the  arrangement  being  that 
Proctor  was  to  follow.  Proctor's  wife's  health  broke  down, 
and  he  had  to  relinquish  the  enterprise,  so  Mr.  Mills 
eventually  started  as  a  chemist  in  Uitenhage.  He  was  a 
success  almost  from  the  first,  but  he  was  a  confirmed  specu- 
lator, and  it  is  said  that  he  was  financially,  although  not 
legally,  insolvent  no  fewer  than  five  times  between  1878 
and  1898.  However,  he  always  recovered  his  position,  and 
his  popularity  was  great.  Besides  being  Mayor  of  Uitenhage 
for  two  years,  he  was  engaged  in  other  public  affairs,  partict 
larly  those  dealing  with  education.  In  1904  he  was  elected 
as  a  Progressive  to  the  Cape  Legislature,  and  he  was  a 
member  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  had  the  interests  of 
the  craft  always  at  heart,  and  it  was  he  who  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  House  of  Assembly  the  hardship  to  chemists 
in  having  to  pay  two  annual  licences — a  chemist's  licence  of 
5?.  and  a  general  dealer's  licence  of  51.  as  well.  The 
Government  as  a  consequence  have  promised  to  introduce 
this  Session  an  "Act  for  the  Revision  of  Licences."  Mr. 
Mills  died  on  April  29  from  heart-failure,  leaving  a  widow, 
four  sons,  and  one  daughter. 

Natal. 

The  Fine  Residence  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Brereton,  chemist, 
Durban,  comes  under  the  hammer  next  week,  wrote  a 
Durban  correspondent  on  May  11.  It  is  considered  one  of 
the  finest  houses  in  Durban,  and  has  a  magnificent  view  of 
the  town,  bay,  bluff,  and  outer  anchorage.  The  house  and 
land  will  be  sold  without  reserve,  and  should  cause  a  good 
deal  of  spirited  bidding. 

Uncertainty. — There  seems  to  be  a  feeling  of  uncer- 
tainty in  business  circles,  writes  another  Durban  corre- 
spondent. One  man  goes  under  and  another  steps  into  his 
place.  The  latest  firm  to  sink  in  the  whirlpool  of  indebted- 
ness is  "The  Indian  Dispensary,"  which  has  been  carried 
on  for  a  few  years  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Cowborn,  in  partnership 
with  an  "arab,"  or  British-Indian  subject.  Mr.  Fleming 
Johnston,  w;ho  is  already  the  proprietor  of  four  businesses, 
has  purchased  the  stock,  and  has  installed  Mr.  A.  H.  Todd, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  as  manager.  The  business  caters 
purely  for  the  Indian  population. 

Drug-samples. — The  Durban  Corporation  officials  are 
again  busy  taking  samples  for  analysis  from  various  drug- 
firms  in  town.  This  time  tinct.  iodi  has  been  the  special 
feature.  One  old-established  firm  (Messrs.  Stranack  & 
Williams)  have  been  caught  "napping,"  the  tincture  con- 
taining only  1.50  per  cent,  of  iodine  instead  of  the  B.P. 
strength  of  2.50.  The  explanation  by  the  defendant  firm- 
that  the  deficiency  was  an  accidental  one,  probably  due  to 
the  tincture  being  sold  before  all  the  iodine  had  dissolved — 
was  accepted  by  the  Magistrate,  who  found  the  defendants 
guilty  of  a  technical  offence,  and  cautioned  and  discharged 
them. 

Transvaal. 

The  Ancient  Game  of  Bowls  is  becoming  popular  as  a 
pastime  on  the  Rand,  and  the  first  championship  in  the 
Johannesburg  Bowling  Club  Tournament  has  been  won  by 
Mr.  Robert  Neilson,  chemist  and  druggist.  Mr.  Xeilson  was 
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for  ten  years  with  Messrs.  Rankin  &  Borland,  of  Kilmar- 
nock, before  going  out  to  South  Africa. 

Another  New  Pharmacy. — At  present  things  are  pretty 
quiet  here,  writes  a  Johannesburg  correspondent,  but,  that 
notwithstanding,  we.are  promised  stillanother  newpharmacy. 
Mr.  John  Christie,  for  two  and  a  half  years  with  Lennon, 
Ltd.,  in  their  Fordsburg  branch  and  latterly  manager  for 
Messrs.  Smith,  Rive  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  their  Rockey  Street 
branch,  is  opening  in  business  on  his  own  account  on  June  1. 
The  new  premises  are  in  the  midst  of  a  good  business  locality, 
being  situated  at  the  Fordsburg  tram  terminus,  and  with  his 
previous  Fordsburg  connection  Mr.  Christie  is  likely  to 
do  well.  He  is  a  native  of  Paisley,  Scotland,  and 
went  to  South  Africa  as  a  dispenser  in  the  R.A.M.C.  during 
the  Boer  War.

The  President  congratulated  Mr.  Keir 
on  his  election,  and,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  extended  a  cordial 
welcome  to  him,  and  Mr.  Keir  expressed  his  thanks.  The 
examinership  in  chemistry  for  the  qualifying  examination  was 
subsequently  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Keir. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Chamber  of  Mines  with 
reference  to  the  administration  of  the  Opium-trade  Regula- 
tion Ordinance  of  1906,  to  which  it  might  be  necessary  to  make 
certain  amendments,  suggesting  that  a  joint  meeting  of  re- 
presentatives of  the  Medical  Council,  the  Pharmacy  Board, 
and  the  Chamber  of  Mines  be  held  to  discuss  this  matter.  It 
was  decided  that  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Mr.  Butters,  should  meet  the  representatives  of  the  other 
bodies  referred  to  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

A  list  of  permits  to  import  opium  recommended  during  the 
preceding  month  was  confirmed. 

The.  applications  of  John  Christie,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Transvaal,  and  W.  B  P.  Thorn,  chemist  and  druggist,  Great 
Britain,  for  registration  in  the  Transvaal  were  approved. 

The  remainder  of  the  business  was  considered  in  committee.

Rhubarb  grows  on  the  Karen  hills  in  the  Toungoo  district 
of  India,  says  a  correspondent  of  the  "Indian  Agricul- 
turist," and  if  properly  cultivated  it  might  thrive  in  the 
plains,  when  there  would  be  a  demand  for  large  quantities. 

Persian  Opium.— The  "Pioneer"  of  Allahabad  states 
that  advices  from  the  Persian  Gulf  show  that  merchants  are 
interestedly  watching  the  negotiations  regarding  the  restric- 
tion of  the  importation  of  Indian  opium  into  China. 
Persians  are  prepared  to  supply  Persian  opium  if  China  does 
not  prohibit  all  foreign-grown  opium. 

Medicated  Wines  in  Singapore. — At  Singapore  on 
May  9,  Mr.  James  McKenzie,  manager  of  the  Singapore 
Dispensary,  was  charged  with  keeping  dutiable  liquors 
and  selling  alcohol  without  a  licence.  The  prosecution  was 
instituted  by  the  liquor-farmers  in  order  to  test  the  legality 
of  the  sale  of  medicated  wines  by  chemists.  Evidence  was 
called  by  the  prosecution  to  prove  the  purchase  of  Hall's 
coca  wine,  Vin  Mariani,  and  Vin  Desiles  from  Mr. 
McKenzie;  and  Dr.  John  Brooke,  assistant  Government 
analyst,  said  he  found  Hall's  wine  contained  15  per  cent, 
of  alcohol,  Vin  Mariani  16.09  per  cent.,  and  Vin  Desiles 
14.8  per  cent.  The  wines  contained  quinine,  caffeine, 
cinchonine,  and  cocaine  in  varying  quantities.  In  Hall's 
wine  and  Vin  Mariani  ports  were  the  basis,  and  in 
Vin  Desiles  sherry.  The  cross-examination  of  this  wit- 
ness was  a  rather  amusing  performance,  as  he  insisted 
on  giving  his  evidence  in  scientific-lecture  style,  and  counsel 
"sat  down  till  he  had  finished."  A  Chinaman  deposed  to 
drinking  Hall's  wine  in  his  club  as  an  alcoholic  liquor. 
For  the  defence  Mr.  James  McKenzie,  Dr.  Galloway,  Mr. 
Richard  Christopher,  manager  of  Maynard  &  Co.'s  dis- 
pensary, and  Mr.  Robert  Lemaitre,  manager  of  Sadone  & 
Co.,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  medicinal  virtues  of  the  wines. 
Mr.  Michell,  the  magistrate,  reserved  his  decision.  I 


Hmedcan  IRotes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Dr.  Frank  L.  James,  for  many  years  pharmaceutical 
editor  of  the  "  National  Druggist,"  published  in  St.  Louis, 
has  died  from  chronic  erysipelas.  Dr.  James  had  a  long 
and  interesting  career.  During  the  Civil  War  he  was  a 
student  of  chemistry  in  the  "University  of  Alabama,  and 
he  invented  and  planted  submarine  mines  in  Mobile  Bay 
to  blow  up  the  Federal  gunboats.  He  was  captured,  tried 
by  a  military  Court,  and  condemned  to  be  hanged.  Aided 
by  friends,  he  escaped  from  the  New  Orleans  gaol  and  fled 
to  Japan.    Since  1877  he  had  lived  in  St.  Louis. 

The  Druggists  of  Minnesota  are  up  in  arms  over  a  Bill 
that  was  mysteriously  passed  by  the  State  Legislature 
during  the  closing  hours  of  the  Session.  It  permits 
druggists  to  become  licensed  as  registered  pharmacists 
without  examination,  provided  they  have  fifteen  years'  ex- 
perience in  a  drug-store,  have  lived  for  one  year  in  the  State, 
and  applied  for  registration  within  ten  days  after  the 
passage  of  the  law.  Over  500  druggists  took  advantage  of 
the  Act,  but  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  squeezed  the  number 
down  to  200  by  a  rather  rigid  interpretation  of  the  meaning 
of  the  word  "experience." 

Pure  Food. — President  Roosevelt  has  caused  a  "Board 
of  Food  and  Drug  Inspection  "  to  be  created  for  the  purpose 
of  interpreting  and  enforcing  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs 
Act.  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  who  is  chief  chemist  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  and  who  has  practically  had  sole 
charge  until  recently  of  the  interpretation  of  the  law,  is 
made  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  the  two  other  members 
are  Frederick  L.  Dunlap,  associate  chemist,  and  George  R. 
McCabe,  solicitor  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Dr. 
Dunlap,  up  to  the  time  of  his  appointment  on  this  Board, 
was  a  prominent  member  of  the  scientific  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Michigan. 

The  Travelling  Quack. — One  of  the  thorns  in  the  flesh 
of  the  American  druggist  is,  as  has  been  stated  before,  the 
patent-medicine  waggon  that  travels  from  town  to  town, 
from  which  are  sold  supplies  of  medicines  to  people  at  their 
own  doors.  In  several  States  during  last  winter  an  effort 
was  made  on  behalf  of  the  druggists  to  secure  the  enact- 
ment of  laws  taxing  these  itinerant  vendors  of  medicine. 
California  passed  a  law  providing  for  a  taxation  of  $100 
annually.  Iowa  did  likewise,  while  several  other  Bills  are 
still  pending.  Another  evil  that  is  being  legislated  against, 
with  considerable  vigour  is  the  distribution  of  samples  of 
patent  medicines  on  private  porches  and  in  dooryards. 
Children  often  pick  up  these  samples,  eat  them  innocently, 
and  suffer  more  or  less  harm. 

The  U.S. P. — Over  50,000  copies  of  the  eighth  revision  of 
the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  published  a  year  and  a 
half  ago,  have  now  been  sold  to  the  pharmacists  and 
physicians  of  the  country.  This  far  exceeds  any  previous 
sale  of  the  book,  but  is,  perhaps,  to  be  explained  by  the  fact 
that  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act  has  made  the  U.S. P. 
a  legal  standard  with  which  everybody  must  comply  in 
detail.  The  trustees  of  the  U.S. P.  recently  held  a  meeting 
in  St.  Louis  and  elected  the  following  officers  :  Chairman, 
Charles  E.  Dohine,  of  Baltimore;  Vice-Chairman,  J.  I±. 
Beal,  of  Scio,  Ohio;  Secretary,  Dr.  M.  G.  Motter,  of 
Washington.  A  committee,  composed  of  S.  A.  D.  Siiep- 
pard,  H.  M.  Whelpley,  and  J.  H.  Beal,  was  appointed  to 
frame  recommendations  for  changes  in  the  next  edition,  to 
be  presented  to  the  National  Convention  of  1910,  which  will 
probably  be  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  A  considerable 
number  of  changes  have  recently  been  made  in  the  text  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia.  These  were  necessitated  by  the  fact 
that  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act  made  the  U.S. P.  a 
legal  standard.  Some  of  the  requirements  for  chemicals 
and  pharmaceuticals  were  thought  to  be  too  rigid,  and  the 
Revision  Committee  has  accordingly  modified  them  in  a 
number  of  instances.  The  list  of  "Additions  and 
Changes  "  covers  a  four-page  circular,  which  can  be  got  by 
applying  to  the  publishers,  P.  Blakiston's  Son  &  Co.,  1,012 
Walnut"Street,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  U.S.A.  The  Govern- 
ment authorities  have  agreed  to  accept  all  such  corrections 
of  the  U.S. P.  text,  and  arranged  that  the  latest  form  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  will  be  the  recognised  standard.

German  Dividends. — The  gross  receipts  of  Gehe  &  Co. 
for  last  year  were  1,137,021m.,  and  after  all  deductions 
made  for  working-expenses,  amortisation,  etc.,  there  is  a 
net  profit  of  513,098m.,  against  451,246m.  for  1905.  The 
dividend  declared  is  13  per  cent.,  against  12  per  cent,  for 
1905. 

A  Pharmaceutical  Noble. — Baron  Dr.  Kaska,  the  owner 
of  one  of  the  largest  pharmacies  in  Mexico,  died  recently, 
leaving  a  considerable  fortune  derived  from  his  business. 
He  was  by  birth  an  Austrian,  and  accompanied  the  ill-fated 
Emperor  Maximilian  to  Mexico.  During  the  war  he  was  in 
charge  of  the  field  pharmacy,  and  then  of  the  Court  Phar- 
macy. After  the  Emperor's  execution  he  elected  to  remain 
in  Mexico,  where  he  purchased  a  pharmacy. 

Russian  Chemicals. — A  company  for  the  production  of 
pharmaceutical  and  chemical  products  has  been  formed  in 
Russia  under  the  title  "  Aktiengesellschaf  t  Pharmakon," 
which  proposes  to  establish  manufactories  for  the  produc- 
tion of  chemicals  and  pharmaceutical  preparations  in  St. 
Petersburg  and  other  parts  of  Russia.  The  founders  are 
the  firms  Stoll  &  Schmiedt,  of  St.  Petersburg,  E.  P.  Grube, 
and  P.  Riedel,  and  the  capital  amounts  to  300,000r. 

Allcock's  Porous  Plaster  has,  according  to  the 
"  Nachrichtenblatt  fur  die  Zollstellen "  (Customs  news- 
paper), been  classified  by  the  Imperial  Health  Office  as  a 
secret  remedy,  and  as  such  will  be  taxed  according  to  the 
new  Customs  regulations.  The  formula  for  the  plaster  is 
given  as  :  Red  pepper,  1  per  cent.  ;  white  pitch,  22  per  cent.  ; 
olibanum,  22  per  cent.  ;  camphor,  1  per  cent.  ;  wax,  3  per 
■cent.  ;  Columbia  gum,  5  per  cent.  ;  gum  eiemi,  6  per  cent.  ; 
Para  caoutchouc,  40  per  cent. 

An  Alcohol-exhibition. — The  Verbandstag  (Union  Day) 
of  the  German  Spirit  and  Alcohol  Promoters  has  just  been 
celebrated  in  Breslau.  The  directors  of  the  Union  arranged 
a  technical  exhibition,  which  was  divided  into  sections  com- 
prising machines  and  apparatus  for  the  production  of 
alcohol,  chemical-manufactures,  cellarage-utensils,  pre- 
pared spirituous  liquors,  wines,  fruit-juices,  vinegar,  etc., 
and  perfumes  and  cosmetics  containing  spirit.  Househi  Id 
articles  and  apparatus  for  the  use  of  spirit  in  heating,  cock- 
ing, and  lighting  were  ako  :hown. 

The  Jamaica  Disaster. — The  attempt  of  several  of  the 
insurance  companies  to  fight  the  claims  of  some  of  those 
business-houses  in  Kingston  that  were  overwhelmed  in  the 
fire  caused  by  the  recent  earthquake  has  resulted  in  con- 
siderable excitement.  The  "  Jamaica  Gleaner  "  during  the 
past  month  has  been  filled  with  correspondence,  reports 
of  meetings,  comments,  etc.,  on  this  (literally)  "  burning  " 
■question.  Arbitration  is  proceeding  in  many  cases,  and 
<  \s  paragraph  stales  that  a  settlement  is  likely  to  be  effected 
in  regard  to  the  claim  of  Messrs.  J.  M.  Crosswell  &  Co. 
(the  destruction  of  whose  drug-store  nearly  caused  inter- 
national complications)  against  the  Lancashire  Insurance 
Co. 

Pharmacy  in  Switzerland. — In  1906  there  were  557 
pharmacies  in  Switzerland,  employing  869  assistants,  of 
whom  thirty-one  were  ladies,  so  that  on  an  average  there 
are  three  assistants  to  two  pharmacies.  Only  thirty-six 
apprentices  were  counted,  and  as  these  represent  two  annual 
classes  it  means  that  only  eighteen  persons  enter  the  pro- 
fession yearly.  These  figures  fully  justify  the  lament  of 
Swiss  pharmacists  about  the  want  of  assistants,  which  has 
become  much  more  marked  since  the  introduction  of  the  new 
German  examination-regulations,  as  the  large  number  of 
German  assistants  who  used  to  spend  a  year  or  so  in  a  Swiss 
apotheke  are  now  unable  to  do  so  without  forfeiting  that 
time  before  entering  the  University. 

The  German  Pharmacy  Bill. — Interest  in  the  Bill  con- 
tinues, the  Berlin-Brandenburg  Pharmacy  Chamber  being 
the  latest  opponent  to  the  principle  of  personal  concessions. 
The  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  Darmstadt,  of  Wiesbaden, 
and  of  Hanau  have  decided  in  favour  of  the  non-trans- 
ference of  concession  and  for  the  Bill,  provided  compensa- 
tion be  granted  to  holders  of  existing  "real,"'  or  trans- 
ferable, concessions.  At  a  meeting  of  assistants  employed  in 
Berlin  and  Potsdam  pharmacies  the  Bill  was  approved,  and 


a  resolution  passed  thanking  the  Government  and  suggest- 
ing that  existing  pharmaceutical  interests  should  not  be 
allowed  to  persuade  the  Government  from  the  principle  they 
have  laid  down.  Pharmacy-owners  are  unanimous  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  personal  concession,  and  the  Hesse  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  has  declared  that  the  system  of  com- 
munal or  municipal  pharmacies  which  exists  in  Hesse  is 
preferable  to  the  Prussian  suggestions.

THE  Spectacle-makers'  Company  have  kept  the  optical 
world  busy  this  week.  When  we  went  to  press  last 
week  the  Diploma  examinations  were  in  progress  at  the 
Finsbury  Town  Hall,  some  seventy  candidates  being 
examined.  A  good  proportion  of  the  candidates  were 
chemist-opuicians.  On  June  4  special  arrangements  were 
made  at  the  Guildhall  by  which  members  of  the  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  could  take  up  the  freedom  of  the  City 
of  London.  Forty-six  persons  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity. 

The  scene  changed  in  the  evening  to  the  Finsbury  Town 
Hall,  where  a  conversazione  of  the  members  was  held.  The 
company  was  received  by  the  Mayor  of  Finsbury,  sup- 
ported by  the  Master  and  Wardens.  This  was  also  the 
occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  fourth  Optical  Trades  Ex- 
hibition, which  remains  open  till  Friday  evening.  The 
exhibits  are  prettily  arranged,  the  walls  being  brightened 
by  flags.  Many  firms  familiar  to  chemists  are  showing, 
such  as  Reynolds  &  Branson,  Ltd.,  Leeds;  Raphael, 
Wheway  &  Redfern,  Ltd.,  Clerkenwell,  E.C.  ;  Botwright 
&  Grey,  Clerkenwell ;  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Aldergsate 
Street,  E.C.  ;  F.  Darton  &  Co.  ;  the  Anglo-American  Optical 
Co.  ;  Laurance  &  Laurance  ;  and  C.  P.  Goerz.  Messrs. 
Reynolds  &  Branson  occupied  a  place  on  the  stage,  and 
made  a  speciality  of  Rystos  lanterns.  During  the  evening 
demonstrations  of  the  powers  of  the  lanterns  were  made, 
and  much  appreciated.  The  most  noticeable  features  at 
Raphael's  exhibit  were  the  Ettles-Curties'  ophthalmo- 
meters and  the  Raphael-Giroux  ophthalmometer,  which, 
were  being  explained  throughout  the  evening.  Messrs. 
Botwright  &  Grey  had  a  splendid  show  of  spectacle  and 
eye-glass  frames  of  their  own  manufacture.  Mr.  Darton 
had  a  good  exhibit  of  barometers,  as  well  as  ophthalmo- 
logical  instruments.  Messrs.  Maw's  goods  were  shown  in 
a  glass  case,  and  were  representative  of  the  goods  sold  in 
their  oculist's  department.  The  noticeable  things  in  the 
exhibition  as  showing  the  trend  or  fashion  of  modern  optics 
was  the  number  of  toric  lenses  and  patterns  -  of  rimless 
eye-glasses.  Messrs.  Culver,  Ltd.,  are  turning  out  increas- 
ing quantities  of  toric  lenses  at  their  Pentonville  factory. 
The  advantage  of  the  lenses  is  that,  following  more  closely 
the  formation  of  the  eye,  the  wearer  obtains  a  wider  range 
of  vision.  The  patterns  of  fittings  for  rimless  eye-glasses 
are  evolving  in  the  direction  of  invisibility,  the  bow-springs 
are  becoming  smaller  or  being  replaced  by  horizontal 
bridges,  some  of  them  merely  a  thin  piece  of  gold  wire.  Two 
firms  are  exhibiting  the  new  bifocal  lenses  in  which  the 
second  curve  is  ground  on  the  top  of  the  first  lens,  thus 
doing  away  with  cementing  and  unsightly  grooves.  There 
is  also,  a.- spectacle-making  competition  for  10  guineas  in 
prizes  given  by.  Mr.  A.  E.  Grey  (Botwright  &  Grey).  The 
specimens  sent  in  are  very  instructive  to  those  who  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  points  of  a  well-made  pair  of  spectacles. 
We  have  not  attempted  to  describe  the  exhibits  seriatim, 
but  remind  London  chemist-opticians  who  have  not  yet  been 
to  the  exhibition  that  it  remains  open  till  10  p.m.  on  Friday 
night  (June  7).  Quite  a  number  of  chemist-opticians  were 
present  on  Tuesday  night ;  among  them  we  noticed  Mr. 
J.  C.  Kidd  (Manchester),  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff  (New  Southgate), 
Mr.  L.  Bayley  (Upper  Holloway),  Mr.  Geo.  Bennett 
(Stockport),  Mr.  J.  R.  Cornish'  (Tottenham),  Mr.  W. 
Maskew  (Clacton),  Mr.  D.  Innes  (Staly bridge),  Mr.  Julius 
Caesar  (Notting  Hill,  W.),  Mr.  P.  J.  Fielding  (Cork),  and 
Mr.  H.  Kemp  (Manchester).  Many  well-known  people  in 
the  optical  world  were  also  en  evidence,  such  as  Mr. 
W.  H.  E.  Thornthwaite,  Col.  T.  Davies  Sewell,  Mr.  Lionel 
Laurance,  Mr.  Joseph  Raphael,  Mr.  A.  E.  Grey,  Mr.  G. 
Culver,  Mr.  W.  Salt,  Mr.  F.  Darton,  and  Mr.  Taylor 
(Birmingham).

House  of  Lords. 

The  Bile  Beans  Case. 
In  the  House  of  Lords  on  Tuesday,  June  4,  the  appeal  of  Bile 
Bean  Manufacturing  Co.  and  others  against  the  decision  of 
the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  in  their  action  against  Mr. 
Graham  Davidson,  chemist,  Edinburgh,  was  again  men- 
tioned, on  a  petition  by  the  appellants  asking  that  the 
appeal  might  be  withdrawn  on  payment  by  them  of  the 
taxed  costs  of  the  respondent,  Mr.  Davidson,  whose  agents 
consented  thereto.  The  petition  having  been  read,  the 
House  ordered  its  withdrawal. 

rWe  may  recall  that  this  action  was  commenced  in  the  Court 
of  Session,  Edinburgh,  by  the  Bile  Bean  Manufacturing  Co. 
and  Messrs.  C.  E.  Fulford  and  E.  A  Gilbert  (both  of  whom 
have  since  died)  against  Mr.  Davidson  to  prohibit  him  by 
interdict  from  supplying  to  the  public  pills  under  the  name 
of  bile  beans,  and  they  claimed  the  exclusive  right  to  the  name 
"Bile  Beans."  Defender  had  sold  his  pills  as  Davidson  s 
Bile  Beans."  Lord  Ardwall,  in  September  1905  (6.  &  LK, 
September  9,  1905,  p.  434), .  refused  the  interdict,  giving  the 
defender  costs.  The  pursuers  appealed  to  the  Judges  of  the 
Second  Division  of  the  Court  of  Session,  and  they  (the  Lord 
Justice  Clerk  and  Lords  Kyllachy,  Stormonth-Darhng,  and 
Low)  on  July  20,  1906  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  28,  1906,  p.  115) 
unanimously  upheld  the  decision.  On  that  occasion  Messrs. 
Farr  &  Lomas- Walker,  solicitors  to  the  Bile  Bean  Manufactur- 
ing Co.,  wrote  to  us  saying  :  "  This  decision  m  no  way  affects 
our  clients'  rights  in  England.  They  propose  taking  the 
matter  to  the  House  of  Lords  with  the  utmost  despatches  they 
are  advised  that  such  an  appeal  will  be  successful.  The 
appeal  was  lodged  in  the  House  of  Lords  last  November. 
Mr.  Davidson  was  required  to  submit  a  printed  reply,  which 
was  done.  On  March  18  the  appellants  obtained  an  extension 
of  time  (to  April  19)  to  lodge  their  printed  cases;  on  April  22 
this  was  further  extended  to  May  18,  and  on  resuming  after 
the  Whitsun  holidays  the  case  was  set  down  for  hearing.  Before 
it  has  been  reached  the  appellants  have  decided  not  to  proceed 
further  with  the  case.] 

Hig-h  Court  Cases. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  Again. 
Mr.  Justice  Parker,  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  Mon- 
day, June  3,  had  in  his  list  the  action  of  Pomeroy  v.  Girling 
and  others.  Mr.  Buckmaster,  K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  the  matter  had  been  arranged  and  terms 
had  been  agreed.  The  action  was  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendant  from  announcing  or  intimating  to 
the  public  by  advertisement,  circular,  or  pamphlet,  or 
otherwise  that  she  was  associated  or  connected  with 
their  business  of  hygienic-complexion  specialists  or  with 
their  sale  of  medicines,  toilet-preparations,  or  other  articles 
used  in  electrolysis  or  other  processes,  or  from  representing 
that  the  plaintiffs  might  be  seen  and  consulted  at  any 
premises  of  the  defendant.  Counsel  added  that  all  other 
litigation  had  been  finally  settled,  the  real  difficulty  having 
been  about  a  trade-mark. 

The  Soap  Combine. 
Lords  Justices  Moulton  and  Buckley,  sitting  in  the  Court 
of  Appeal  on  June  1,  heard  counsel  for  defendants  in  the 
action  of  Lever  Bros,  against  the  Associated  Newspapers, 
Ltd.,  and  the  Pictorial  Newspaper  Co.,  Ltd.,  proprietors 
of  the  "Daily  Mail,"  "Evening  News,"  and  "Daily 
Mirror,"  whom  the  plaintiffs  are  suing  for  damages  for 
libel  alleged  to  have  been  committed  in  the  "  Daily  Mail  " 
and  "Evening  News"  when  the  plaintiff  company  were 
endeavouring  to  bring  about  an  amalgmation  of  the  prin- 
cipal soap-manufacturers  in  this  country.  Mr.  Rufus 
Isaacs,  K.C.,  in  the  course  of  his  speech  to  the  Bench, 
stated  that,  besides  general  damages,  the  plaintiffs  are 
claiming  about  39,000?.  as  special  damages  for  loss  of  profits 
between  October  1  and  December  31,  1906.  The  Master 
and  Judge  at  Chambers  ordered  the  action  to  be  tried  at 
Liverpool.  The  defendants  appealed  against  Mr.  Justice 
Sutton's  order  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  a  great  incon- 
venience to  have  the  case  tried  in  Liverpool,  as  at  least  fifty 
or  sixty  witnesses  would  have  to  be  called  from  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  London.  On  hearing  counsel,  and  without 
calling  upon  Sir  Edward  Carson,  K.C.,  and  others  for  the 
plaintiffs,  the  Court  dismissed  the  appeal. 


Merchandise-marks  Act. 

Soda-crystals. 
At  the  Oldham  Borough  Court  on  June  3,  Messrs.  Brunnerr 
Mond,  &  Co.,  Northwich,  summoned  Mr.  Thomas- 
Greenall,  an  Oldham  grocer,  for  applying  a  false  trade- 
description  to  a  mixture  of  Glauber  salt  and  soda-crystals.. 
It  was  sold  as  "soda,"  and  was  found  to  contain  over 
80  per  cent,  of  Glauber  salt.  The  defendant  said  the- 
article  was  invoiced  to  him  as  soda-compound,  and  that  his- 
assistant  was  in  error  in  selling  it  merely  as  "soda."  A 
fine  of  5/.,  and  51.  costs,  was  imposed,  or  in  default  two-, 
months'  imprisonment. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Powdered  Gentian. 
Me.  H.  P.  Lovatt,  chemist  and  druggist,  Water  Street,., 
Todmorden,  was  summoned  on  May  30  for  selling  adul- 
terated gentian,  the  sample  containing  crushed  almond- 
shells.  Defendant  said  he  was  not  aware  of  the  adulteration, _ 
and  the  Bench  dismissed  the  case  on  payment  of  the  costs. 

Paregoric. 

At  Withernsea  Police  Court  on  June  1,  William  White  was- 
charged  with  selling  paregoric  not  of  the  nature  and  sub- 
stance demanded.  P.C.  Bell  said  he  bought  a  shillings- 
worth  of  "paregoric"  from  the  defendant's  wife,  and  on 
analysis  this  was  found  to  be  devoid  of  opium.  The  de- 
fendant said  it  was  sold  as  a  substitute  for  paregoric,  at' 
id.  per  oz.   A  fine  of  Is.,  and  4s.  6d.  costs,  was  inflicted. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

At  Shipston-on-Stour,  on  June  1,  Coleman  &  Co.,  grocers,. 
Banbury,  were  fined  5s.  and  costs  for  selling  camphorated- 
oil  which  the  analyst  certified  to  contain  only  18.8  per  cent., 
of  camphor.  The  oil  was  purchased  by  the  inspector  in  nine- 
penny  bottles.  Mr.  T.  Coleman,  for  the  defendants,  stated^ 
that  they  had  previously  discontinued  selling  camphorated- 
oil,  but  on  Messrs.  Tidman  &  Co.,  Bushell  Street,  London,, 
guaranteeing  their  oil  up  to  strength,  the  defendants'  repre- 
sentative purchased  a  quantity  of  the  article.  Mr.  Coleman, 
pointed  out  that  the  words  "  guaranteed  full  strength  "  were 
printed  on  the  labels  of  the  bottles.  He  (Mr.  Coleman) 
wrote  to  Messrs.  Tidman  on  the  matter,  and  they  replied: 
that  they  could  not  guarantee  the  oil  for  an  indefinite^ 
period,  as  it  was  liable  to  evaporation. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Not  Responsible. 
Mr.  Registrar  Withers  adjudicated  at  the  Blackburn. 
County  Court  on  June  3,  in  an  action  brought  by  Messrs- 
Mather  &  Co.,  wholesale  chemists,  etc.,  Manchester,  against 
Mr.  Leigh,  botanist  and  druggist,  of  King  Street,  Black- 
burn. Plaintiffs  claimed  21.  6s.  5d.  for  druggists'  sundries- 
supplied,  and  Mr.  Jos.  Chatwood,  Messrs.  Mather's  repre- 
sentative, said  he  had  always  recognised  Mr.  Leigh  as- 
proprietor,  although  a  Mr.  Ainsworth,  who,  he  thought^ 
managed  the  shop,  gave  him  the  orders  for  the  goods.  Mr. 
Ainsworth,  who  is  now  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  R.  Lord- 
Gifford,  said  he  took  over  the  shop  from  Mr.  Leigh,  to- 
whom  he  paid  12s.  per  week  rent,  the  stock  being  valued  at 
44L  16s.  3d.  He  found  himself  in  difficulties,  and  he  there- 
fore gave  up  the  business.  This  practically  substantiated? 
the  defendant's  contention  that  he  was  not  the  responsible- 
occupier  of  the  shop,  and  the  action  failed. 

The  Assignment  of  Debts. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on  June  4,  Judge  Lumley 
Smith,  K.C.,  decided  an  interesting  point  in  a  case  wherein 
the  Orient  Co.,  Ltd.,  34  St.  Mary-at-Hill,  E.C.,  sued  Mr. 
Anselmo  Guiliani,  489  New  Cross  Road,  for  71.  12s.  6c?.  for 
the  price  of  desiccated  oils,  etc.,  supplied  to  one  D.  V. 
Benoit.  Mr.  George  Vandamm,  plaintiffs'  solicitor,  said 
that  on  January  3i,  1906,  the  plaintiffs  sold  desiccated  oils, 
etc.,  to  Benoit,  then  in  business  at  New  Cross  Road,  and  on 
March  22,  1906,  the  defendant  purchased  the  business- 
Defendant  covenanted  with  Benoit,  as  part  of  the  purchase- 
money,  to  pay  off  Benoit's  trade-liabilities.  Among  them- 
were  the  plaintiffs'  debt,  which  the  defendant  had  failed  to- 
pay.    Mr.  Doughty,  counsel  for  the  defendant,  took  the- 
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point  that  there  was  no  privity  of  contract  between  the 
plaintiff  and  the  defendant,  therefore  no  claim  could  be 
brought  or  entertained ;  and  after  some  argument,  Judge 
Lumley  Smith  said  that  if  the  plaintiffs  could  show  that 
rthey  had  let  off  Benoit  it  might  help  them,  but  he  gave 
judgment  for  the  defendant,  with  ordinary  costs.

Re  Francis  Ernest  Barnes,  merchant,  14  Mincing  Lane, 
1E.C. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  (whose  affairs 
were  the  subject  of  a  report  in  the  C.  &  D.,  May  11,  p.  702) 
took  place  before  Mr.  Registrar  Giffard  in  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Gourt  on  June  5,  and  was  concluded,  no  fresh  facts 
being  elicited.

teak  forests  at  Pegu.  Other  similar  charges  were  added, 
and  in  1862  he  became  the  first  Inspector-General  of  Forests 
to  the  Government  of  India.  He  did  much  else  in  this, 
department  of  work  which  has  contributed  to  the  conserva 
tion  of  Indian  forests  and  in  the  development  of  these 
natural  resources,  especially  in  establishing  a  staff  of  trained 
men  for  the  Conservancy.  His  work  was  recognised  in 
1887,  when  he  was  created  a  K.C.I.E.  He  was  of  consider- 
able assistance  in  the  elucidation  of  problems  connected 
with  Indian  materia  medica,  and  assisted  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Museums  in  that  respect. 

Clemishaw. — At  Bispham,  Blackpool,  on  May  24,  Mr. 
Joseph  Henry  Clemishaw,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  sixty- 
two.  Mr.  Clemishaw  was  formerly  in  business  in  Water 
Street,  Bury  (Lanes),  where  his  brother  and  he  succeeded 
to  the  business  of  their  father,  the  late  Mr.  Joseph  Clemi- 
shaw. Mr.  J.  H.  Clemishaw  was  a  member  of  Bury  Town 
Council  for  many  years,  he  acted  as  overseer  for  twelve 
years,  and  he  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Volunteer 
movement. 

Morrow. — At  27  Darley  Street,  Farnworth,  Bolton,  on 
June  1,  Mr.  Timothy  Morrow,  for  many  years  in  business 
at  Farnworth  as  a  manufacturing  chemist,  aged  seventy- 
eight. 

Reynolds. — At  Hill  Carr,  Ilkley,  Yorkshire,  on  June  1, 
suddenly,  from  heart^failure,  Mr.  Richard  Freshfield  (Fred) 
Reynolds,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged  forty-six.  It  is 
only  a  fortnight  since  we  mentioned  [G.  <&  D.,  May  25, 
p.  797)  that  Mr.  Reynolds  had  had  an  accident  which 
resulted  in  Pott's  fracture  of  the  right  leg,  and,  although 
he  was  then  still  prostrate,  he  wrote  to  us  on  Whit-Monday 
that  that  was  the  eleventh  day  he  had  been  confined  to  bed, 
and  he  expected  another  week  to  elapse  before  the  surgeons 
put  a  plaster-of-Paris  splint  on  his  leg.  He  received  the 
fracture  in  the  simplest  way  by  slipping  off  the  causeway 
near  home.  On  May  25  he  again  wrote  to  us  saying  that 
the  doctor  had  just  reported  that  the  leg  was  going  on  well, 
but  he  added,  "  I  suppose  it  is,  but  I  am  in  great  pain."  It 
was  consistent  with  the  bright  side  of  his  nature  that  with 
a  sketch  of  a  few  lines  he  indicated  how  he  felt.  No  serious 
result  was  anticipated  up  to  Saturday  morning,  but  the 
agony  he  suffered  then  began  to  sap  his  heart's  strength. 
He  had  a  fainting  feeling,  from  which  he  recovered  some- 
what, but  it  recurred,  and  the  end  came  suddenly  and 
unexpectedly  in  the  afternoon.  His  sudden  death  has 
shocked  all  Mr.  Reynolds's  friends  in  Leeds,  as^  it  will 
thousands  of  chemists  throughout  the  British  Empire,  who 
during  the  past  twenty  years  have  become  familiar  with 
his  name  and  peculiar  gifts  through  the  cartoons  which  have 
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been  published  in  this  journal.  Mr.  Reynolds  was  the  only 
son  of  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Reynolds,  of  Leeds,  and,  after 
a  sound  education  at  one  of  the  public  schools  and  at  York- 
shire College,  he  was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  G.  Spratt  Taylor, 
of  London.  Thereafter  he  entered  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
at  Bloomsbury  Square,  and  passed  the  Minor  examination 
on  July  12,  1883,  and  the  Major  examination  on  July  15, 
1884.  Besides  his  apprenticeship  in  pharmacy  he  also 
served  an  apprenticeship  with  Messrs.  Down  Bros.,  surgi- 
cal-instrument manufacturers,  London,  so  as  to  equip  him- 
self for  that  side  of  his  father's  business.  In  1890  he  became 
partner  in  his  father's  firm,  Mr.  Frederick  Woodward 
Branson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  having  also  been  a 
partner  since  1883.  The  business  was  converted  into  a 
private  limited  company,  under  the  title  Reynolds  &  Bran- 
son, Ltd.,  a  few  years  after  Mr.  Fred  Reynolds  became  a 
partner,  and  when  his  father  died  in  1900  Mr.  Branson  and 
he  assumed  sole  control  of  it  as  managing  directors,  the 
former  supervising  the  manufacturing  and  scientific  de- 
partments of  the  business.    Mr.  Reynolds  devoted  himself 


especially  to  the  medical  side,  which  was  controlled  from 
13  Briggate,  the  older  of  the  firm's  establishments ;  he 
thus  became  widely  known  to  the  medical  profession  in 
Yorkshire,  and  his  office  in  Briggate  might  appropriately 
be  called  the  centre  of  the  business  interests  of  Yorkshire 
medical  men,  many  of  whom  knew  him  intimately  and 
regarded  him  as  a  friend.   A  man  of  charming  personality, 
gifted  in  regard  to  mastery  of  business  details,  he  had  the 
happy  knack  of  making  his  clients  feel  that  his  special  care 
was  to  look  after  the  work  which  they  had  submitted  to 
him.    This  was  no  mere  surface  impression,  for  his  system 
of  records  kept  Mr.  Reynolds  closely  in  touch  with  the 
interests  and  requirements  of  his  firm's  customers.  He 
was  no  mean  pharmacist  either,  and,  although  he  was 
chiefly  known  to  his  confreres  in  pharmacy  by  his  ex- 
ceptional artistic  gift,  he  took  the  keenest  interest  in  phar- 
maceutical progress.    In  conversation  and  correspondence 
one  always  had  evidence  of  this  fact.    For  example,  in 
one  of  the  last  letters  we  received  from  him,  writing  about 
his  experience  under  the  anaesthetic,  he  said  : 
/-n£™ioUS  tmnS-  but  1  had  lately  been  experimenting  with 
< c  t  re     >     HC1'  by  that  metnod  of  two  Frenchmen, 
see     Lancet  '  a  few  weeks  ago.    Place  piece  of  elder  pith 
in  sat.  sol.  Congo  red,  dry,  and  place  in  bottle  of  CHC13; 
if  you  notice  the  pith  turns  blue  showing  free  HC1.    I  had 
found  it  a  most  delicate  test,  but  only  got  it  by  artificial 
means— i.e.,  adding  vapour  of  HC1  to  neck  of  bottle. 
Such  indications  of  his  trend  of  thought  one  could  not  help 
noticing.    Mr.  Reynolds's  gifts  as  an  artist  were  early  ex- 
hibited, and  long  before  his  apprenticeship  to  pharmacy  it 
was  his  earnest  desire  to  become  a  painter,  but  his  father 
was  the  third  Richard  Reynolds  to  be  connected  with  either 
pharmacy  or  medicine,  and  in  filial  obedience  to  his  wish 
Fred  gave  up  his  longings  for  art  as  a  career,  and  prepared 
to  follow  his  father's  profession.    But  the  artistic  spirit  in 
him  could  not  be  curbed,  and  while  he  was  a  student  at 
Bloomsbury  Square  he  kept  both  professors  and  students 
constantly  amused  by  his  caricatures.    The  first  of  his 
published  sketches  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 


of  December  15,  1883.  It  was  headed  "  Pharmaceutical 
Sketches. — I.,  Production  of  Opium."  It  was  a  fanciful, 
quaintly  humorous  sketch,  which  gave  indication  of  the 
remarkable  development  that  Mr.  Reynolds  exhibited 
about  ten  years  later,  when  he  began,  with  little  inter- 
mission, to  hit  off  passing  trade  events  and  the  pharmaceu- 
tical men  of  the  day.  He  had  personal  knowledge  of  the 
leaders  in  pharmacy,  and  thus  was  able  to  catch  and  carica- 
ture the  characteristics  of  those  whom  he  sketched.  He 
was  never  more  apt  than  in  his  pictures  of  Mr.  Michael 
Carteighe,  but  it  ought  to  be  said,  as  an  indication  of  Mr. 
Reynolds's  ability,  that  most  of  the  individuals  whom  he 
portrayed  were  quite  unknown  to  him,  and  he  had  to  rely 
entirely  upon  their  photographs  or  published  portraits. 
Among  the  hundreds  of  cartoons  from  his  pencil  that  we 
have  published  the  most  celebrated  series  was  undoubtedly 
the  "  Pharmaceutical  Aviary,"  in  which  leading  lights  in  the 
trade  were  figured  as  birds,  with  appropriate  ornithological 
notes.  This  series  was  followed  by  "  Pharmaceutical 
Fauna"  of  similar  nature,  then  came  a  series  of  modern 
illustrations  to  nursery  rhymes.  He  was  particularly  happy 
with  his  large  cartoons  of  Pharmaceutical  Council-elections 
and  other  important  events.  Mr.  Reynolds  married 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  Sydney  Percy,  a  Leeds  artist.  Her 
work  as  a  novelist  is  familiar  to  our  readers.  They  had 
two  sons  and  a  daughter.  The  elder  son,  Mr.  Richard 
Fred  Reynolds,  has  just  commenced  a  pupilage  with  Mr. 
Stanhope  Forbes,  R.A.,  and  the  younger  son  is  still  at 
Clifton  College.  The  "Yorkshire  Post,"  in  referring  to 
Mr.  Reynolds's  death,  says  : 

Mr.  Reynolds  was  a  great  lover  of  the  picturesque  moor- 
land near  which  he  had  made  his  home  for  the  past  fifteen 
years.  Three  years  ago  he  led  the  crusade  against  the  action 
of  the  Ilkley  authorities  in  seeking  to  improve  nature  by 
planting  a  large  number  of  trees  in  different  parts  of  the 
moor,  and  by  many  of  the  townsfolk  his  action  was  cordially 
approved.  Possessing  a  kindly  heart,  he  was  warmly  in- 
terested in  the  Leeds  Children's  Summer  Holiday  Fund, 
which  has  benefited  both  by  his  purse  and  his  pen. 
A  correspondent  in  Leeds  also  writes  : 

Mr.  Reynolds's  connection  with  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation had  for  many  years  been  most  intimate,  and  it  is  a 
remarkable  fact,  in  view  of  what  has  now  happened,  that 
early  this  year  a  selection  of  his  cartoons,  representing  a 
progressive  development  of  these  over  a  period  of  about  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  was  made  by  the  Editor  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  for  the  purposes  of  a  lecture  at  Leeds 
which  was  the  occasion  of  a  great  gathering  both  of  pharma- 
cists from  all  parts  of  the  West  Riding  and  numerous 
members  of  the  medical  faculty,  to  whom  Mr.  Reynolds 
was  very  well  known.    This  was  the  first  time  such  a  sys- 
tematic representation  of  Mr.  Reynolds's  art  in  its  relation 
to  pharmacy  had  been  attempted,  and  it  is  singular  that  it 
should  have  happened  so  short  a  time  before  his  lamented 
death.    Less  than  a  month  ago,  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association,  Mr.  Reynolds  was  elected 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Association. 
In  connection  with  the  last  statement,  we  may  say  that 
Messrs.  W.  D.  Pollitt,  J.  H.  Beecroft,  and  J.  R.  Bentlev 
had  waited  upon  Mr.  Reynolds,  asking  him  to  accept  the 
presidency,  and  he  compromised  by  permitting  his  nomina- 
tion as  Vice-President.    A  day  or  two  after  this  interview 
the  members  of  the  deputation  received  a  series  of  droll 
cartoons  depicting  their  respective  attitudes  and  eccen- 
tricities. 

The  funeral  took  place  on  Wednesday  afternoon  in  the 
Friends'  Burial-ground,  Adel.  At  the  grave  Mr.  William 
Harvey  read  the  familiar  passage  from  St.  Paul.  Then  the 
hymn  "Peace,  perfect  peace"  was  sung,  after  which  there 
was  a  short  service  in  the  meeting-house  within  the  grounds. 
Among  the  old  colleagues  of  Mr.  Reynolds  there  were 
present  Mr.  F.  W.  Branson,  his  co-director,  Mr.  J.  N. 
Greenhalgh  (Secretary),  and  the  following  heads  of  depart- 
ments :— Messrs.  H.  W.  Bowell,  J.  Birks,  H.  L.  Dykes, 
J.  H.  Gough,  E.  B.  Harrison,  F.  Islip,  H.  P.  James,  A.' 
Lawton,  H.  G.  Middleton,  J.  W.  Price,  N.  Paton,  F.  J. 
Read,  J.  W.  Sanderson,  and  F.  Savage,  as  well  as' Nurse 
Bogle.  The  Leeds  Chemists'  Association  was  represented 
by  Messrs.  Bentley,  Long,  Jackson,  Pollitt,  Beacock, 
Yewdall,  Johnson,  Crawford,  Gee,  Fletcher,  Kirk,  Horner, 
Calverley,  Furness,  and  Ellis.  There  were  also  present 
many  medical  men  and  Messrs.  F.  Ransom  (Hitchin),  A.  G. 
Perkin  (Lincoln),  N.  H.  Martin  (Newcastle),  and  G.  Bridge 
(Bournemouth), 
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personalities.

Mr.  Harrison  invites  correspondence  with  any  who  desire 
to  have  fuller  information  on  this  subject,  and  he  will  send  a 
copy  of  the  brochure  to  any  manufacturer  or  wholesaler 
who  writes  to  him  for  it. 

— The  skin-cream,  toilet- 
powder,  and  soap  manufactured  by  Mons.  J.  Simon,  of 
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Paris  and  Lyons,  scarcely  require  an  introduction  to  British 
chemists,  for  they  have  had  a  regular  sale  for  nearly  fifty 
years,  and  during  the  past  twenty  years  particularly  the 
sales  have  gone  up  enormously.  The  manufacturer  has 
recently  produced  a  striking  diagram  showing  this.  The 
sales  in  1883  are  represented  by  a  line  1  inch  long,  while  the 
sales  in  1903  give  a  line  8f  inches  long.  The  increase  is  due 
to  the  merits  of  the  preparations.  Creme  Simon  is  probably 
the  best-known  of  the  three  articles.  As  an  application  to 
the  skin  it  removes  slight  imperfections  or  blemishes  and 
does  not  merely  cover  them ;  it  preserves  the  freshness  and 
softness  of  the  skin  and  prevents  chaps  and  sunburn.  Poudre 
Simon  is  an  elegrant  face-powder,  free  from  injurious  matter, 
indeed,  it  is  a  pure  rice-powder  of  impalpable  fineness  and 
subtle  fragrance.  In  Savon  a  la  Creme  Simon  we  have  a 
combination  of  the  intrinsic  properties  of  the  cream  with 
soap.  Mr.  F.  H.  Mertens,  54  Holborn  Viaduct,  London, 
E.C.,  has  for  over  thirteen  years  been  the  sole  wholesale 
British  representative  for  these  preparations,  and  he  has 
brought  to  our  notice  the  fact  that  on  the  Continent  there 
are  quite  a  number  of  imitations  of  them  so  closely  similar  in 
external  appearance  as  to  deceive  the  unwary,  and  he  would 
be  pleased  to  furnish  any  chemist  with  a  copy  of  a  three- 
colour  print  of  facsimiles  of  the  packages.  Mr.  Mertens  has 
also  issued  a  remarkably  effective  and  small  showcard  for  the 
English  market.  This  is  one  of  the  nicest  examples  of 
Parisian  printing  which  has  come  to  our  notice.  We  also 
observe  that  the  Simon  specialties  have  now  fixed  minimum 
prices,  which  yield  a  fair  profit  to  the  retailer. 


Society  of  Cbemical  Snoustrp. 

LONDON  SECTION. 

A MEETING  of  this  Section  was  held  on  June  3  at 
Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  W.  Mr.  R.  J.  Friswell 
was  in  the  chair,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  read 
the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting.  He  then  called  on  Mr. 
W.  A.  Davis  to  read  a  paper  on 

The  Setting  op  Plaster  of  Paris. 
The  first  part  of  the  paper  outlined  the  scientific  work 
that  had  been  done  by  previous  workers  on  the  nature  of 
the  changes  involved  in  the  setting  of  plaster  of  Paris. 
Lavoisier's  first  published  scientific  papers  dealt  with  this 
subject,  that  chemist  concluding  that  the  setting  was  due 
to  crystallisation  phenomena.      Le  Chatelier  many  years 
afterwards    explained    that   the    half-hydrate  condition 
(CaS044H20)   is  formed  on  adding  water;  this  half- 
hydrate  passes  into  solution,  and  water  is  absorbed  to  form 
another  hydrate  (CaS04.2H20).     Van't  Hoff  of  recent 
years  has  worked  at  the  problem  mainly  from  the  physical 
point  of  view,  deducing  from  the  solubility  factors  and 
transformation  temperatures  that  gypsum  forms  a  non- 
setting  anhydrous  calcium  sulphate  and  a  soluble  anhy- 
drite as  well  as  a  half-hydrate.    Mr.  Davis  detected  several 
flaws  in  Van't  Hoff's  work  which  led  him  to  study  the  sub- 
ject afresh.    The  main  result  of  Mr.  Davis's  work  is  to 
establish  that  the  first  change  in  dehydrating  gypsum  is  the 
transformation  of  monosymmetric  dehydrate  gypsum  into  an 
ortho-rhomBic    dehydrate — a    new    salt    not  previously 
observed     Mr.  Davis  then  at  considerable  length  discussed 
the  evidence — chiefly  optical — upon  which  he  relied,  and 
added  that  the  problem  is  even  more  complicated  than 
Van't  Hoff  imagined.    The  research  has  brought  out  the 
curious  fact  that  calcium  sulphate  is  dimorphous  through- 
out— that  is  to  say,  two  forms  exist  of  natural  gypsum  and 
of  each  of  the  two  hydrates. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Dr.  E.  F.  Armstrong, 
who  had  worked  at  the  subject  in  Van't  Hoff's  laboratory^ 
said  he  was  practically  in  accord  with  Mr.  Davis's  conclu- 
sions. Dr.  H.  E.  Armstrong  said  the  investigation  showed 
the  amount  of  knowledge  that  is  required  to  conduct  an 
investigation  at  the  present  day.  Mr.  A.  C.  Chapman  in- 
quired as  to  the  temperature  at  which  calcium  sulphate 
passes  into  the  anhydrite,  the  matter  being  of  interest  to 
water-analysts,  who  dry  residues  at  between  130°  and  140°  C. 
Dr  E.  Divers  rather  ingenuously  asked  what  causes  plaster 
*  u"lt0  S6t'  Mr'  Davis>  in  ™ply,  said  the  temperature 
at  which  the  dehydration  commences  in  a  stream  of  air  is 


70°C,  in  an  open  crucible  between  98°  and  108°  C.  The 
setting  of  plaster  of  Paris  takes  place  in  two  stages  :  when 
the  half-hydrate  forms  there  is  a  contraction,  but  when 
the  ortho-rhombic  hydrate  stage  is  reached  expansion  takes 
place.  The  last  remark  led  the  Chairman  to  tell  a  grue- 
some tale  of  the  execution  in  Persia  by  means  of  plaster  of 
Paris.  The  unfortunate  victims  were  placed  in  hollowed- 
out  stones,  and  then  liquid  plaster  was  poured  in.  The 
prisoners  were  for  a  time  quite  comfortable  and  chatted 
with  their  friends,  until  suddenly  they  became  paralysed 
and  died.  The  Chairman  added  that  no  doubt  the  ortho- 
rhombic  stage  being  reached  accounted  for  the  sudden 
change  in  the  demeanour  of  the  prisoners. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Davis,  who  then  read 
a  paper,  by  himself  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Klein,  on 

The  Analysis  of  White-lead. 
At  present  there  is  no  standard  method  accepted  by 
the  trade  of  analysing  white-lead.  Disputes  frequently 
occur,  and  are  only  settled  with  difficulty.  It  often  happens 
that  the  analysts  of  the  two  parties  differ,  and  that  the 
analysis  of  a  third  analyst  differs  widely  from  the  other 
two.  This  is  due  to  the  different  analytical  methods  in 
use.  The  authors  have  made  a  study  of  the  various  pro- 
cesses and  the  changes  that  occur  in  white-lead  from  con- 
tact with  the  oil  or  substances  added  to  the  oil.  In  regard 
to  the  determination  of  carbon  dioxide  the  authors  find  the 
gravimetric  method,  although  slow,  the  best,  and  recom- 
mend it  as  the  standard  process.  The  combustion  method, 
which  is  much  used,  is  subject  to  a  great  amount  of  error, 
the  chief  error  being  caused  from  the  impossibility  of 
entirely  extracting  the  oil  of  ground  white-lead  by  sol- 
vents. Whatever  solvent  is  used  a  small  residue  of  organic 
matter  always  remains.  This  residue  is  probably  a  lead 
salt  of  an  organic  acid.  The  volumetric  method  is  quicker 
for  works  use,  and  the  authors  have  achieved  a  great  degree- 
of  accuracy  by  introducing  a  correction  for  the  carbon- 
dioxide  held  back  by  the  acid  used  to  decompose  the  white- 
lead.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  changes  take  place  with 
age  when  white-lead  is  ground  in  oil.  The  carbon  dioxide 
increases  and  the  lead  oxide  decreases.  On  this  account 
inaccuracies  are  apt  to  arise  from  analysts  working  on 
samples  at  different  times.  The  same  difficulty  does  not 
occur  with  powdered  white-lead.  The  authors  recommend 
that  a  wider  margin  should  be  allowed  for  in  specifications 
issued  to  manufacturers  of  white-lead  paints. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed,  Mr.  Grant  Hooper,  while 
agreeing  that  oil  is  retained  by  the  white-lead,  said  the 
amount  varies,  due  to  the  oxidation  of  the  oil.  He  asked 
how  much  carbon  dioxide  should  be  permitted  in  a  white- 
lead  which  would  still  be  recognised  as  a  thoroughly  good 
one  in  practice.  He  had  found  the  best  solvent  for  the  oil 
to  be  petroleum  spirit.  Mr.  Chapman  preferred  acetone, 
and  another  member  confirmed  in  a  striking  manner  the 
conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  authors  of  the  paper.  Mr. 
Davis  briefly  replied,  and  Mr.  Klein  said  that  the  phy- 
sical condition  of  the  white-lead  in  a  pigment  is  a  more 
important  factor  than  the  chemical  condition.  He  con- 
sidered a  white-lead  showing  between  11  and  13  per  cent,  of 
carbon  dioxide  to  be  best,  but  much  depends  on  the  method  ■ 
and  condition  of  manufacture. 

The  authors  being  thanked,  Mr.  W.  H.  Eawles  showed 
the  working  of  a  new  calorimeter  for  petrol.  He  has  found 
that  petrol  gives  20,100  British  thermal  units,  equal  to 
11,150  calories. 

Other  papers  were  by  Messrs.  W.  P.  Dreaper  and  A. 
Wilson  on  "  Influence  of  Temperature  of  Dyeing  on  Resolu- 
tion," and  by  Mr.  J.  K.  H.  Inglis  on  "  The  Loss  of  Nitre 
in  the  Chamber  Process."

Gerpene  Hlcobols. 


TWO  papers  of  great  interest  on  two  important  constituents 
of  essential  oils  have  just  been  published  by  Pro- 
fessor Semmler  and  his  pupils  ("Berichte,"  1907,  1124  and 
1363).  The  first  of  these  deals  with  the  alcohol  santalol. 
By  oxidation  with  chromic  acid  in  acetic  acid  santalol  has 
been  converted  into  santalic  aldehyde,  C15H220,  which, 
when  purified,  has  a  specific  gravity  0.995  at  20°,  refractive 
index  1.51066,  and  boils  at  152°-155°  at  10  mm.  It  is 
dextrorotatory.  Its  oxime  melts  at  104°.  By  hydrolysis  of 
its  nitrile,  santalic  acid,  C]r,H22  0  2,  is  formed,  which  yields 
well-defined  copper  and  silver  salts  and  a  methyl  ester. 
Santalyl  chloride,  C15H23C1,  results  from  the  action  of 
phosphorus  pentachloride  on  santalol  in  petroleum  ether. 
When  treated  with  sodium,  this  yields  a  sesquiterpene, 
-y-santalene,  boiling  at  118°-120°  at  10  mm.,  and  having 
a  specific  gravity  0.935  and  refractive  index  1.504. 

By  the  oxidation  of  santalol  various  products  are  formed, 
among  which  the  chief  is  tricyclo-eksantalic  acid,  Cj1HI602. 
Santalol  is  a  tricyclic  compound  of  the  probable  constitu- 
tion

When  heated  with  acetic  acid  and  a  little  sulphuric  acid 
it  appears  that  one  of  the  rings  is  broken,  and  an  isomeric 
santalol  is  formed  which  has  the  following  constitution  :

Numerous  other  compounds  are  described  in  the  paper. 
The  other  alcohol  described  is  myrtenol,  the  high-boiling 


alcohol  in  oil  of  myrtle.  This  is  shown  to  be  a  primary 
dicyclic  alcohol  of  the  formula  C10H16O.  It  has  a  specific 
gravity  0.976  at  20°,  refractive  index  1.49668,  rotation 
+  45°  45',  and  boils  at  222°-224°.  It  is  easily  oxidised  to 
its  aldehyde,  myrtenal,  Cl0HMO,  a  liquid  of  specific  gravity 
0.9876  and  refractive  index  1.5042.  Its  constitution  appears 
to  be  that  of  a  six-carbon  ring  joined  to  a  four-carbon  ring, 
with  two  side-chains,  one  of  which  is  (CHJ,  and  the  other 
CH,OH.  Cineol,  pinene,  camphor,  and  dipentene  were  also 
isolated  from  this  oil.

Winter-remedies  Display. 


The  photographs  from  which  these  engravings  are  repro- 
duced were  taken  by  Mr.  James  Murray,  assistant  to  Mr. 
Albert  Hagon,  5  Bute  Street,  Cardiff.  In  the  first  of  the 
displays  one-half  of  the  window  was  devoted  to  toilet- 
requisites,  and  the  other  to  remedies  for  coughs  and  colds. 
The  centre  stand  was  filled  with  various  articles  commonly 
required.  The  second  display  was  solely  devoted  to  winter- 
remedies,  such  as  cod-liver  oil  emulsion,  malt  and  oil, 
Hagon's  syrup,  and  "No.  5"  pastilles.  Sticks  of  liquorice 
were  placed  on  the  top  shelves.  In  the  centre  of  the  dis- 
play there  was  nothing  but  loose  pills,  different  kinds  being 
placed  on  each  shelf.  The  pills  were  kept  on  the  glass  by 
means  of  a  piece  of  ribbon  wound  round  the  shelves,  the 
name  of  each  pill  being  in  block  letters.  For  example,  Mr. 
Murray  formed  the  name  "blood  pills"  with  these  pills 
(which  are  red),  and  "liver  pills"  similarly,  these  being 
coated  white,  with  the  result  that  a  very  attractive  con- 
trast was  obtained.  The  advertisement  of  "No.  5"  pas- 
tilles at  the  top  of  the  window  was  made  in  white  letters 
on  a  green  background.

The  Exposure  of  the  Inaccuracy

Mr.  Breeze,  of  Birkenhead,  promised  on  May  25,  will  be 
read  with  eagerness.  The  C.  <£•  D.  says  its  figures  are  un- 
answerable ;  an  arithmetical  reply  to  them,  not  a  merely 
rhetorical  one,  will  be  welcome. 
These  Vermin  " 

is  the  "  Grand  Magazine's  "  pleasant  form 
of  reference  to  those  chemists  and  grocers  who  occasionally 
recommend  something  to  customers  in  preference  to  the 
sacred  article  advertised.  The  expression  occurs  in  an  edi- 
torial introduction  to  the  article  entitled  "  The  Fraud  of 
the  Substitute,"  which  was  wisely  treated  with  contempt  in 
last  week's  C.  &  D.  "  The  advertiser,"  says  the  editorial 
commentator,  "has  a  host  of  enemies  and  parasites  who 
prey  upon  him,  and  these  vermin,"  it  is  intimated,  are  to  be 
exposed  in  the  article  which  follows.  This  polite  style  of 
alluding  to  our  efforts  to  save  the  public  from  paying 
exorbitant  prices  for  their  medicines,  when  we  think  them 
called  for,  is  calculated  to  assist  rather  than  hinder  the 
promotion  of  the  Anti-Quackery  League  suggested  last 
week. 

The  Reduced  Limit 

of  best  terms  quantities  of  proprietary 
articles  which  has  been  advocated  in  very  reasonable  lan- 
guage by  Messrs.  Jay  Mack  and  Harold  Miller  is,  I  believe, 
gradually  accomplishing  itself.  Several  leading  lines  are 
now  supplied  at  lowest  wholesale  prices  in  much  smaller 
lots  than  was  the  case  a  very  few  years  ago.  The  owners 
of  these  presumably  recognise  the  advantage  of  direct 
friendly  relations  with  the  intermediaries  between  them- 
selves and  the  public.  There  are  certain  other  goods  which 
the  average  chemist  can  buy  cheaper  at  some  of  the  cutting 
stores  than  he  has  to  pay  for  them  in  ordinary  quantities 
from  the  wholesale  dealers.  It  is  certain  that  he  does 
not  handle  these  with  superfluous  enthusiasm.  Proprietors 
who  know  that  this  condition  exists— and,  indeed,  en- 
courage it — say  in  reply  to  remonstrances  that  they  know 
their  own  business  best;  which  clearly  they  do  not.  But 
the  makers  of  proprietaries  who  hesitate  to  offer  the  desired 
conditions  have  at  least  one  sound  excuse;  that  is,  if  they 
give  credit.  One  who  has  had  experience  tells  me  that  it  may 
be  taken  as  a  rule  that  the  difficulty  of  collecting  accounts 
is  in  inverse  ratio  to  their  amount.  The  estimate  may  not 
be  mathematically  accurate.  I  do  not  suppose  that  if  51. 
is  paid  promptly,  10s.  will  always  require  ten  applications. 
But  there  is  probably  some  truth  in  the  statement,  and  if 
there  is,  it  is  easy  to  see  how  it  may  discourage  firms  who 
would  otherwise  be  glad  to  co-operate. 
The  Juice  of  Cursed  Hebenon, 

which,  according  to  the  Ghost, 
was  the  poison  chosen  by  Hamlet's  wicked  uncle  to  kill  his 
worthy  father  by  dropping  it  into  his  ears  during  his  after- 
noon nap,  was  the  topic  of  discussion  in  a  little  pharma- 
ceutical circle  lately,  and  it  happened  that  no  member  of 


the  party  was  able  to  state  with  any  confidence  the  expert 
opinion  of  Shakespearian  commentators  as  to  the  identity 
of  the  formidable  drug  alluded  to  in  the  passage  indicated. 
All  had  a  vague  idea  that  it  was  supposed  to  be  henbane, 
but  were  not  sure  whether  that  conclusion  had  been  super- 
seded. On  looking  up  the  matter  in  a  number  of  notes  and 
glossaries,  I  find  that  authorities  are  fairly  evenly  divided 
between  henbane  and  ebony  [hebenus),  and  that  other 
more  or  less  plausible  guesses  have  been  put  forward  by  what 
may  be  called  irregular  critics.  To  deal  with  the  latter 
first,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  Paris,  in  "  Pharmacologia," 
suggests  the  essential  oil  of  tobacco  as  better  fulfilling  the 
description  of  the  poison  than  henbane,  and  in  support  of 
this  view  he  mentions  that  Gerarde  says,  "  Tabaco  was 
commonly  called  henbane  of  Peru  " ;  and,  apparently  under 
the  impression  that  "  Hamlet"  was  written  in  the  reign  of 
James  I.,  Paris  assumes  that  Shakespeare  adopted  the 
Court  opinion  of  the  "  leperous  distilment."  Dr.  J.  C. 
Bucknill,  who  wrote  a  book  on  Shakespeare's  medical  know- 
ledge, remarks  that  Shakespeare  could  not  have  meant 
henbane,  because  it  is  not  a  virulent  poison,  and  would  not 
have  had  the  effect  he  attributes  to  it — overlooking  the  ob- 
vious reply  that  the  poet  had  as  much  right  to  take  liberties 
with  pharmacology  as  he  had  to  bring  the  poor  ghost  out 
of  his  grave  for  the  purpose  of  his  play.  Dr.  Bucknill'. 
decides  that,  as  no  poison  will  fit  the  description,  the  term 
must  have  been  used  as  a  generic  one  for  a  drug  producing 
"  hebetudo  animi."  In  Beisly's  "  Saakespeare's  Garden  " 
it  is  suggested  that  "  hebenon  "  may  have  been  a  misprint 
for  "  eneron,"  nightshade,  which  Dyce,  an  eminent 
authority,  politely  stigmatises  as  "  a  villainous  conjecture." 
A  plausible  German  interpretation  of  hebenon  is  that  it  is  a 
derivative  from  eibenbaum,  the  yew-tree.  "  Eibe  "  is  an  old 
Saxon  word  for  the  yew,  and  a  modification  of  it  was  pro- 
bably used  occasionally  in  Elizabethan  English — as,  for 
example,  in  Spenser's  line  "Lay  now  thy  deadly  Heben 
bo  we  apart."  From  very  ancient  times  the  poisonous  pro- 
perties of  the  yew  were  recognised.  But,  as  already  inti- 
mated, 

Ebony  or  Henbane 

is  the  usually  accepted  original  of 
hebenon.  The  ebonians  rely  principally  on  three  other 
English  references  to  hebenon,  which  they  perhaps  rather 
too  readily  associate  with  ebony.  The  one  from 
Spenser  already  quoted  gives,  to  say  the  least,  only  slender 
support  to  the  ebony  theory.  The  others  are  from  Gower, 
1390,  "  Of  hebanus,  that  slepy  tre,"  and  from  Marlowe's 
"Jew  of  Malta,"  1592  (and  this  must  have  been  familiar 
to  Shakespeare,  perhaps  had  been  declaimed  by  him),  in^ 
which  a  few  deadly  things  are  grouped  thus  : 
The  blood  of  Hydra,  Lerna's  bane, 
The  juice  of  hebon,  and  Cocytus'  breath. 

The  henbanians,  however,  argue  that  there  is  no  tradition' 
of  poison  associated  with  ebony,  as  there  is  with  both  hen- 
bane and  yew;  and  in  the  Clarendon  Press  edition  of  the. 
plays  a  striking  coincidence  is  mentioned  which  seems  suffi- 
cient to  dispose  of  any  remaining  doubt.  The  play  of 
"  Hamlet"  as  we  know  it  was  first  published  in  London  in 
1603.  In  1601,  when  its  author  was  probably  planning  or 
writing  or  revising  it,  an  English  translation  of  Pliny  was 
published  in  London,  and  in  it  appears  the  following  remark 
about  henbane  :  "  An  oile  is  made  of  the  seed  thereof  which 
if  it  be  but  dropped  into  the  eares  is  ynough  to  trouble  the 
braine."  It  was  only  necessary  for  the  poet  to  come  across 
that  passage  and  the  Ghost's  narrative  is  accounted  for.  The 
probability  is  that  Shakespeare  could  not  have  defined 
exactly  what  poison  he  referred  to.  He  found  the  word 
"hebona"  in  literature  with  the  required  associations;  it 
sounded  well  and  fitted  his  verse,  and  he  adopted  it.  It 
may  be  added  that  in  the  earlier  editions  of  "  Hamlet"  (the 
quartos)  the  poison  appears  as  "  hebona."  In  the  later  folios 
this  has  been  altered  to  "  hebenon."  Experiment  will  prove 
that  the  latter  word  is  more  easily  pronounced  aloud  than  its 
predecessor.

EMtonal  Comments* 


Fred  Reynolds. 

The  sudden  death  of  Richard  Freshfield  Reynolds,  which 
we  are  called  upon  to  record  this  week,  deprives  British 
pharmacy  of  one  of  its  most  striking  personalities.  The 
sons  of  gifted  and  honoured  fathers  generally  find  it  difficult 
to  maintain  the  reputations  attached  to  their  names.  Fred 
Reynolds  came  into  the  craft  while  his  father,  the  late 
Richard  Reynolds,  was  still  the  adviser  and  counsellor  of 
our  leaders.  He  had  helped  to  consolidate  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  and  to  establish  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  and  men  of  his  generation,  as  well  as  a  younger 
race,  were  glad  to  draw  from  his  experience  and  wisdom. 
There  was  no  attempt  on  the  son's  part  to  follow  in  his 
father's  footsteps.  Nature  had  gifted  him  differently,  and 
there  was  multiplied  in  him  the  paternal  characteristic  of 
wit  which  only  the  most  intimate  of  Richard  Reynolds's 
friends  were  privileged  to  enjoy.  In  the  son  this  was 
associated  with  the  peculiar  gift  of  caricature  and  deep 
fellow-feeling  for  his  confreres  in  pharmacy,  which  made 
him  a  craft-artist  such  as  we  have  never  had  before  in  the 
drug-trade,  and  may  never  have  again.  He  made  a  name 
for  himself — which  is  one  of  the  best  things  that  can  be  said 
of  any  man.  We  do  not  hesitate  to  class  him  among  the 
most  notable  British  pharmacists,  because  his  art  expressed 
phases  of  pharmacy  in  a  way  which  made  for  betterment. 
His  pencil  frequently  hit  an  idea  better  than  an  hour's  talk 
->r  a  page  of  type  would  have  done,  and  he  was  never  either 
:u'uel  or  vulgar  in  caricaturing  men.  He  entered  into  this 
work  out  of  pure  love  for  it.  His  drawings  were  not  pro- 
luced  without  infinite  labour,  and  he  was  as  painstaking  as 
?hil  May  in  sacrificing  useless  lines  and  finishing  off  his 
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sketches  for  the  engraver.  He  was  fertile  in  ideas,  and 
quick  to  appreciate  a  point  that  was  given  him  to  work 
upon.  An  event  or  a  phrase  equally  served  to  give  him  the 
starting-point  for  a  cartoon  which  would  appeal  strongly  to 
the  pharmaceutical  mind,  and  scores  of  letters  of  apprecia- 
tion which  we  have  received  at  times  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  have  indicated  the  wideness  of  his  popularity.  Com- 
paratively few  were  aware  that  Mr.  Reynolds  was  a  phar- 
macist, a  common  idea  being  that  he  was  a  member  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  staff,  whereas  he  had  rarely,  if 
ever,  visited  42  Cannon  Street ;  and  his  daily  work  was  in 
sharing  the  management  of  an  historic  provincial  pharmacy 
which  has  developed  along  medical  and  scientific  lines.  It 
is  in  such  conditions  as  these  that  a  hobby  is  beneficial  to  a 
man,  but  rarely  has  a  pharmacist  a  hobby  which  gives  his 
confreres  so  much  delight  as  Mr.  Reynolds's  has  given.  In 
expressing  the  loss  which  all  who  know  his  work  must  feel, 
we  are  mindful  of  many  personal  characteristics  which 
endeared  him  to  those  who  had  the  pleasure  of  his  friend- 
ship and  made  him  as  respected  in  his  own  walk  in  life  as 
he  was  valued  in  his  sphere  of  art.  It  is  not  at  the  moment 
of  the  loss  of  such  a  man  that  one  can  linger  over  his  wit, 
which,  after  all,  was  but  one  of  many  virtues  that  made 
Fred  Reynolds  a  good  man  and  true  to  his  Quaker  origin ; 
but  one  who  collaborated  with  him  in  many  of  his  happiest 
productions  thus  voices  the  common  feeling  : 

"Fred  gone!"    A  look  incredulous,  dismayed, 
When  it  was  whispered  almost  as  in  doubt ; 
A  startled  look,  half-smile,  as  though  to  rout 
The  brutal  Truth,  for  we  were  sore  afraid. 
"  No,  no,  Dame  Rumour,  heartless,  lying  jade, 
Is  at  her  tricks  again ;  we'll  find  her  out. 
It  can't  be  true!  "    Thus  hopefully  we  flout; 
But  Truth  invincible  would  not  be  stayed. 
He,  of  us  all,  it  seemed,  we  least  could  spare, 
For  Pharmacy  with  wholesome  jest  he  cheered; 
Our  lives  he  sweetened  even  to  the  last, 
And  in  the  confines  of  that  Otherwhere 
Perchance  he  knows  how  much  his  Art  endeared 
Craftsman  to  fellow-craftsman.    Fred  has  passed  I 

The  Alkali  Trade. 

The  forty-third  annual  report  of  the  Chief  Inspector  under 
the  Alkali,  &c,  Works  Act  has  been  issued  this  week.  It 
shows  that  at  the  end  of  1906  1,221  "  alkali  "-works  were 
registered  in  the  United  Kingdom,  of  which  57  were  in 
Ireland,  143  in  Scotland,  and  the  remainder  in  England  and 
Wales,  but  of  the  total  number  only  72  were  works  for 
decomposing  salt,  and  of  these  only  48  in  England  and 
Ireland  and  8  in  Scotland  actually  produced  alkali.  We 
call  attention  incidentally  to  the  fact,  most  unusual  in 
official  publications,  that  for  the  purpose  of  these  Acts 
Ireland  is  included  with  England,  and  Scotland  has  Home 
Rule,  the  result  being  that  the  figures  for  Scotland  are  kept 
quite  distinct  from  the  others.  Would  it  not  be  possible  for 
the  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Secre- 
tary for  Scotland  to  put  their  heads  together,  and  by  a  secre- 
tarial delegation  from  their  respective  departments  get  a 
combined  statement  of  the  essential  particulars  in  the  two 
reports?  The  Scotch  report  is  substantially  similar  in 
nature  to  the  reports  sent  in  to  the  Chief  Inspector  by  the 
inspectors  of  districts,  and  so  long  as  it  is  isolated  from  the 
general  report  on  the  administration  of  the  Acts  it  will  hold 
a  secondary  position.  Mr.  Forbes  Carpenter,  the  Chief 
Inspector,  in  his  sixty-three-page  report  deals  more  fully 
this  year  with  certain  subjects.  After  the  usual  preliminary 
statement  about  the  1,500  separate  processes  of  manufacture 
inspected  in  1906  he  deals  concisely  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Alkali,  &c,  Works  Act  of  1906  and  the  regulations  made 
under  it,  showing  how  these  apply  to  all  the  kinds  of  pro- 
cesses liable  to  inspection.    In  the  course  of  his  observations 


on  sulphuric-acid  works  the  Chief  Inspector  notes  that  the 
use  of  brimstone  in  sulphuric-acid  manufacture  is 
decreasing  year  by  year,  and  remarks  that  3,613  tons  of 
pyrites  from  the  Wicklow  mines  were  used  in  1906.  This,  of 
course,  is  a  small  amount  compared  with  a  total  of  698,746 
tons  of  pyrites  used  in  1905.  Another  source  of  sulphur  is 
sulphuretted  hydrogen  derived  from  the  waste  gases  of  sul- 
phate of  ammonia  manufacture,  and  the  process  of  acid- 
making  from  this  product  retains  its  pre-eminence  in  spite 
of  the  catalytic  or  contact  process,  of  which  much  has  been 
said  but  comparatively  little  has  been  accomplished.  Mr. 
Carpenter  makes  some  interesting  observations  in  regard  to 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  pyrites  low  in  arsenic  content.  It 
appears  from  the  report  of  Dr.  Affleck,  inspector  of  the 
Widnes  and  Runcorn  district,  that  four  arsenic-works  were 
established  there  last  year  in  order  to  work  a  patented 
process  by  which  arsenious  acid  is  recovered  in  a  very  pure 
form  from  arsenical  vitriol  produced  from  highly  arsenical 
pyrites  (instead  of  a  mud  of  arsenious  sulphide  highly  con- 
taminated), so  that  a  former  impurity  has  become  a  profit- 
able by-product.  This  will  go  on  as  long  as  the  supply  of 
objectionable  pyrites  is  kept  up.  Among  other  interesting 
observations  several  points  connected  with  ammonia  sulphate 
production  deserve  mention.  A  total  of  289,391  [tons]  was 
produced  in  the  United  Kingdom  last  year,  or  20,000  tons 
more  than  in  1905,  producer-gas  plants  accounting  for 
18,736  tons,  compared  with  12,880  tons  in  1904.  A  valuable 
memorandum  on  the  constitution  of  ammonia  liquors  shows 
that  in  normal  conditions  cyanogen,  combined  as  ammonium 
thiocyanate,  is  the  product  of  secondary  reactions  in  the 
liquors.  With  access  of  air  oxidation  of  ammonium  sulphide 
results  in  the  formation  of  some  ammonium  polysulphide, 
which  immediately  parts  with  its  sulphur  to  the  ammonium 
cyanide,  which  latter,  as  shown  by  the  examination  of  virgin 
liquors,  is  one  of  the  simple  products  of  condensation.  In 
view  of  the  value  of  the  usable  cyanogen  compounds,  this  part 
of  the  report  deserves  the  special  attention  of  manufacturers. 
It  is  one  of  those  painstaking  researches  which  deserve  wider 
publicity  than  is  given  to  it  in  a  Blue-book.  We  miss  from 
the  report  the  usual  statistics  regarding  the  amount  of  salt 
used  by  soda-manufacturers,  who,  presumably,  are  reserving 
themselves  in  that  regard  for  the  census  of  production. 


Methylated  Spirit. 

Since  our  last  note  on  this  subject  chemists  have  received 
the  white  form  to  fill  up  with  its  thirty-four  different  head- 
ings stating  the  quantity  of  "  ordinary  "  and  "  industrial  " 
methylated  spirit  used  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1907. 
Many  authorised  users  of  methylated  spirits  have,  we  learn, 
been  unprepared  with  the  particulars  required,  not  having 
kept  a  proper  account  of  their  receipts  from  April  1906.  The 
consequence  has  been  that  estimates  have  had  to  be  entered, 
while  in  other  instances  the  friendly  help  of  the  surveying 
official  has  been  invoked,  and  counterparts  of  permits  con- 
sulted. Seeing  that  this  return  will  be  required  every  year, 
it  behoves  all  users  to  keep  proper  accounts  in  future  and 
avoid  any  possible  trouble  that  may  arise  from  an  incorrect 
entry.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  some  trouble  may  yet  arise 
from  the  entries  made,  inasmuch  as  chemists  and  others 
may  have  entered  certain  quantities  of  methylated  spirit 
used  for  purposes  not  approved  by  the  Inland  Revenue 
Commissioners.  For  example,  a  user  has  permission  .to 
make  liniments  only,  but  also  uses  the  spirit  for  photo- 
graphic purposes,  one  being  sanctioned,  the  other  not.  In 
his  annual  return  the  user  unthinkingly  states  the  number 
of  gallons  used  for  the  latter  purpose,  and,  although  nothing 
more  serious  than  a  warning  is  likely  to  happen,  it  will 
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serve  to  bring  home  the  fact  once  more  that  industrial 
methylated  spirit  may  only  be  used  for  permitted  purposes. 
Last  week  we  gave  a  copy  of  the  recent  general  order,  which 
is  significant  on  this  point  of  misuse.  The  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  will  not  tie  the  hands  of  "public  analysts  and 
other  analytical  and  consulting  chemists  of  recognised 
standing  "  to  any  use  of  the  spirit  in  the  ordinary  operations 
of  chemical  analysis,  although  such  use  may,  strictly  speak- 
ing, involve  a  breach  of  certain  of  the  general  conditions 
under  which  permission  is  granted  for  the  receipt  of  the 
spirit.  This  appears  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  terms  upon 
which  manufacturing  chemists  receive  the  spirit,  but  we 
presume  that  "ordinary  operations  of  chemical  analysis" 
are  officially  regarded  as  something  in  which  the  methylated 
spirit  does  not  survive,  whereas  in  the  manufacture  of  medi- 
cinal preparations  the  result  is  something  which  may  or  may 
not  be  potable.  The  latter  is  the  sphere  in  which  the 
Revenue  authorities  insist  on  absolute  knowledge  of  what 
the  user  intends  to  do  with  the  spirit,  and  their  permission 
is  accompanied  by  certain  safeguards.  The  "Revenue 
Review,"  in  the  course  of  an  article  on  "Manufacturing 
Chemists,"  gives  the  following  instances  of  this  : 

In  practice  an  indulgence  is  given  in  many  instances,  in 
the  oase  of  users  under  former  regulations,  to  recover  in- 
dustrial methylated  spirits  in  still-rooms  where  the  stills  are 
also  used  for  manufacturing-operations  with  pure  spirit ; 
but  the  stills  set  aside  for  methylated-spirit  recovery  or  for 
joint  use  must  be  clearly  indicated  and  the  recovered  spirit 
used  again  immediately  or  separately  stored.  The  facts, 
however,  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  an  indulgence. 
As  regards  the  use  of  the  spirit  in  making  medicinal  ex- 
tracts, a  portion  of  a  room  or  warehouse,  or  distinct  portions 
of  the  premises,  must  be  definitely  set  aside  for  the  pur- 
pose ;  and  in  the  event  of  pure  spirit  being  used  in  the 
same  manufacturing-room  with  methylated  spirit,  the  latter 
must  be  kept  in  a  distinct  compartment,  if  practicable,  and 
operations  must  be  conducted  therein.  Any  deviation  from 
conformity  with  the  general  condition  is  to  be  submitted 
for  consideration.  The  locked  store  is  furnished  for  the 
reception  of  supplies  of  spirit,  of  spirit  not  actually  in  use, 
and  of  recovered  spirit.  Thus  the  surveying  officer  will  find 
industrial  methylated  spirit  in  the  manufacturing-room  or 
portion  of  the  premises  specially  indicated  or  authorised, 
and  in  the  still-room,  in  process  of  use  or  recovery,  the  stock 
not  in  use  being  in  the  locked  store. 

These  precautions  work  out  smoothly  in  practice,  we 
believe,  but  there  is  a  growing  feeling  of  stringency  in 
regard  to  the  new  industrial  methylated  spirit,  and  it  would 
be  interesting  to  know  if  this  is  due  to  serious  attempts  at 
evading  revenue  or  to  some  official  microscope. 


The  Alcohol  Problem. 

Since  his  elevation  to  the  peerage  Lord  Montagu  of 
Beaulieu  (who  as  Mr.  Scott  Montagu  was  a  member  of 
the  Departmental  Committee  on  Industrial  Alcohol)  has 
retained  his  editorship  of  "The  Car"  and  his  interest  in 
the  alcohol  problem.  In  "The  Car"  of  Juno  5  the  first 
of  a  series  of  articles,  by  Mr.  Roger  Wallace,  K.C.,  on  the 
problem  is  published,  the  chief  consideration  discussed 
being  the  use  of  alcohol  as  a  fuel.  The  article  is,  however, 
preliminary  in  nature,  but  there  is  sufficient  in  it  to  indi- 
cate that  the  series  which  Mr.  Wallace  has  commenced 
promises  to  be  of  exceptional  interest  to  those  who  have 
given  attention  to  this  subject.  In  his  concluding  para- 
graph Mr.  Wallace  leaves  his  readers  with  as  much  expec- 
tancy as  one  feels  in  reading  a  serial  tale.    He  says  : 

Up  to  the  present  the  only  sources  from  which  we  have 
obtained  industrial  alcohol  are  potatoes,  beetroot,  maize, 
and  sawdust.  I  omit  grain,  as  its  value  as  a  food  is  too 
great  to  allow  its  consumption  for  the  production  of  alcohol 
except  for  drinking-purposes.  In  the  United  Kingdom, 
especially  in  Ireland,  the  people  prefer  to  eat  their  potatoes, 
and  even  if  beetroot  could  be  profitably  grown  for  producing 
alcohol  there  is  not  much  land  to  spare  for  the  purpose. 
The  supply  of  sawdust  in  the  world  is  very  limited,  and  to 


prepare  timber  specially  is  too  costly.  Fortunately,  we 
possess  plenty  of  peat  already  stored,  and  plenty  of  land 
where  it  can  easily  be  allowed  to  grow.  It  is  indeed  a  re- 
markable provision  of  Nature  that  in  cold  northern  climates, 
such  as  Great  Britain,  Norway,  Sweden,  Finland,  Russia, 
and  Canada,  there  exists  so  bountiful  a  supply  of  a  vegeta- 
tion suitable  for  yielding  heat,  light,  and  motive  power,  and 
also,  in  the  production  of  these,  to  yield  by-products  neces- 
sary for  the  production  of  foods  and  for  other  purposes. 

Examiners'  Fees. 

There  is  a  little  grumbling,  we  hear,  among  pharmaceu- 
tical examiners  in  Great  Britain  about  the  poor  remunera- 
tion now  given  for  the  work.  Formerly  the  examiners  were 
paid  three  guineas  a  day,  besides  travelling-expenses,  and 
half  a  guinea  if  they  had  to  stay  in  town  over  night. 
The  three-guinea  fee  was  long  since  discontinued  in  favour 
of  a  pro  rata  payment  per  candidate  examined.  That  has 
led  to  a  few  examiners  trying  to  cram  as  many  candidates 
as  possible  into  the  day ;  but  the  present  complaint  is  that 
the  remuneration  is  on  the  decrease,  and  the  impression  is 
that  this  is  not  due  alone  to  the  decrease  in  numbers  of 
candidates.  Out  of  curiosity  we  have  looked  into  the 
matter,  and  give  the  figures  for  the  past  six  years  (i.e.,  total 
Minor  and  Major  candidates  and  the  amounts  of  fees  and 
travelling-expenses  paid  to  examiners  in  London  and  Edin- 
burgh).  They  are  as  follows  :

The  diminution  last  year  is  too  small  to  be  regarded  as 
evidence  that  the  fees  are  being  squeezed  down,  and  thus 
we  must  dismiss  the  complaint  as  unfounded.  Except  in  so 
far  as  candidates  being  fewer,  there  is  less  work  to  do.  Of 
course  the  examiners  receive  much  less  than  in  the  three- 
guineas-per-day  period.  Then  the  fees  and  fares  worked 
out  at  1?.  19s.  per  candidate  (1886  figures).  The  Minor  fees 
per  candidate  then  were  Zl.  3s.  and  21.  2s.  for  re-examina- 
tion. Now  candidates  pay  101.  10s.  and  Zl.  3s.,  and  it  costs 
less  to  examine  them. 


Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Vesepgrin.— This  body  is  the  acetic  ester  of  salol,  having 
the  formula  C6H5COa.CoH4.O.COCH3.  It  forms  white 
crystals  melting  at  97°,  and  is  used  as  an  antirheumatic  and 
urinary  disinfectant. 

Cltral  Determination.— Chace  has  proposed  the  following 
method  for  determining  citral  in  lemon  oil.  Two  grams  of 
oil  of  lemon  is  dissolved  in  alcohol  (95-per-cent.)  free  from 
aldehydes  to  form  100  c.c.  A  number  of  tubes  are 
taken  and  4  c.c.  of  this  solution  placed  in  each,  with  20  c.c. 
of  pure  alcohol  and  20  c.c.  of  solution  of  fuchsine  prepared  as 
indicated  below,  and  finally  made  up  to  50  c.c.  Side  by  side 
a  number  of  standards  are  made  up  containing  a  known 
quantity  of  pure  citral,  using  a  0.1-per-cent.  solution  of  citral 
for  the  purpose.  All  the  tubes  are  well  shaken  and  treated  in 
the  same  manner,  and  placed  in  water  at  15°  for  ten  minutes. 
The  author  claims  that  a  calorimetric  comparison  gives  fairly 
accurate  results.  The  solution  of  fuchsine  is  prepared  by 
dissolving  0.5  gram  of  fuchsine  in  100  c.c.  of  water,  and 
adding  enough  sulphurous  acid  to  give  16  grams  of  SOa,  then 
diluting  to  1  litre.

IN  a  recent  article  on  the  official  soaps,  Mr.  R.  A.  Cnpps 
drew  attention  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  pure  olive- 
oil  soap,  an  experience  which  I  can  fully  corroborate,  for  of 
samples  submitted  to  me  recently  as  Castile  soap,  from  eight 
London  firms,  only  two  were  found  on  analysis  to  be  genuine. 
Mr.  T.  G.  Joyce  in  a  subsequent  letter  on  the  subject 
suggested  that  in  the  next  edition  of  the  B.P.  tests  should  be 
supplied  to  insure  the  use  of  olive  oil  only  in  this  soap. 

The  object  of  this  note  is  to  draw  attention  to  the  useful 
information  to  be  derived  from  the  determination  of  the 
refractive  index  of  the  fatty  acids  of  the  soap.  Most  well- 
equipped  laboratories  now  contain  a  refractometer,  and  the 
test  readily  commends  itself  on  the  ground  of  the  ease  and 
rapidity  with  which  it  can  be  carried  out. 

The  following  figures  yielded  by  the  fatty  acids  of  some  of 
the  so-called  Castile  soaps  I  have  examined  are  interesting, 
and  strikingly  illustrate  the  value  of  this  test  in  conjunc- 
tion with  other  data  in  discriminating  between  the  genuine 
and  adulterated  article.  Nos.  1  to  9  represent  genuine  olive- 
oil  soaps  ;Nos.  1U  to  16  all  contain  coconut  oil,  while  No.  11 
consists  also  very  largely  of  tallow.  No.  15  is  a  particularly 
poor  soap,  made  entirely  from  coconut  oil,  and  heavily 
"  liquored,"  containing  only  36.5  per  cent,  fatty  acids  :

Ind.,"  1895,  43)  gives  the 
refractive  index  for  olive  oil  fatty  acids  at  60°  C.  as  1.441, 
but  I  have  found  the  figure  for  pure  olive  oil  fatty  acids  to 
be  invariably  over  1.444,  and  as  the  refractive  indices  of 
coconut  oil  and  tallow  fatty  acids  are  considerably  lower 
than  this,  the  presence  of  these  adulterants  is  readily 
detected.

France  has  the  bulk  of  the  business  in  drugs  and  medicines 
with  Beirut,  small  quantities  coming  from  the  United  King- 
dom, Germany,  and  Italy.

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IRetaU  Cbemists  ano  tbc  Workmen's  Compensation  Het.

WHEN  this  article  appears  in  print  it  will  be  high  time 
for  those  chemists  who  have  not  yet  realised  their 
responsibility  as  employers  under  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act,  ia06,  to  wake  up  and  protect  themselves  by  in- 
surance. The  Act  comes  into  force  on  July  1  next,  and  it  is 
no  exaggeration  to  say  that  it  revolutionises  the  law  hitherto 
regulating  the  relations  between  employer  and  employe. 
Under  former  Workmen's  Compensation  Acts  there  was 
practically  no  responsibility  cast  upon  the  average  retail 
chemist  with  regard  to  his  assistants ;  but  under  the  new 
Act  not  only  are  shop-assistants  entitled  to  look  to  their 
employers  for  compensation,  but  even  errand-boys,  clerks, 
apprentices,  and  possibly  agents  canvassing  for  orders,  may 
be  included  under  the  generic  title  of  "  workmen."  Besides 
these  and  similar  persons,  the  chemist  will  be  responsible  for 
domestic  servants  employed  in  his  household,  and  for  persons 
such  as  window-cleaners,  jobbing  carpenters,  and  the  like,  to 
a  limited  degree,  according  to  the  contract  under  which  such 
persons  render  him  service.  There  is,  of  course,  a  consider- 
able element  of  doubt  at  present  at  to  what  is  the  full  scope 
of  the  Act ;  such  doubt  does  not,  however,  affect  chemists  to 
any  great  extent,  so  far  as  their  own  business  is  concerned, 
because  the  wording  of  the  Act,  though  far  from  clear  in 
some  respects,  is  sufficiently  explicit  where  it  touches  the 
particular  forms  of  employment  which  centre  in  the  retail 
drug-trade.  The  principal  difficulty,  of  course,  will  be  that 
of  determining  what  does,  and  what  does  not,  amount  to 
"  casual  "  employment.  We  shall  have  to  wait  for  authorita- 
tive decisions  on  this  and  other  points. 

Scope  of  the  Act. 
In  order  to  appreciate  the  provisions  of  the  Act  satisfac- 
torily, it  will  be  best  to  take  it  clause  by  clause.  The  pre- 
amble describes  it  as  :  "  An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend 
the  law  with  respect  to  compensation  to  workmen  for  injuries 
suffered  in  the  course  of  their  employment."  There  is,  of 
course,  a  great  deal  of  difference  between  "consolidation" 
and  "  amendment."  If  the  Act  were  merely  intended  to 
consolidate  the  existing  law,  doubtless  all  the  old  decisions 
would  still  be  binding,  but  as  there  is  amendment  as  well, 
many  of  these  old  decisions  will  no  longer  avail.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  of  past  decisions  is  that  which  was  given  in 
the  recent  case  of  Bagnall  v.  Levinstein,  Ltd.  (December 
1906) ,  in  which  the  Court  of  Appeal  held  that  a  person  hold- 
ing the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  who  was  employed  at  a 
chemical-works  as  a  scientific  expert  at  a  yearly  salary  of  200?. 
was  not  a  "workman"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act  of  1897.  "  In  dealing  with  this 
Act  of  Parliament,"  said  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  "  they 
were  bound  to  construe  the  language  of  the  Act  in  the 
popular  sense,  and  no  one  using  language  in  its  ordinary 
sense  would  call  a  man  employed  in  the  way  which  he  had 
described  a  '  workman.'  "  In  that  description  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  had  previously  said  that  if  a  man  was  employed 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  his  scientific  knowledge  and 
skill  to  bear  upon  the  business  of  his  employers,  or  for  the 
benefit  of  his  attainments  with  a  view  to  discovering  im- 
proved scientific  processes,  the  mere  fact  that  his  work 
involved  some  manual  labour  did  not  make  his  employment 
that  of  a  workman.  It  remains  to  be  seen  how  far  the 
Courts  will  interpret  the  language  of  this  new  Act  in  the 
"  popular  "  sense,  and  how  far  the  amendment  indicated  in 
the  preamble  will  extend  to  the  definition  of  a  "  workman." 

Definition  of  "  Workman." 
Clause  I.  says  that  "  if  in  any  employment  personal  injury 
by  accident  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employ- 
ment is  caused  to  a  workman  his  employer  shall,  subject, 
etc.  ...  be  liable  to  pay  compensation."  (The  italics  are 
the  writer's.)  The  definition  of  "workman"  given  in 
Clause  XIII.  is  : 

Workman  does  not  include  any  person  employed  other- 
wise than  by  way  of  manual  labour  whose  remuneration 
exceeds  2501.  a  year,  or  a  person  whose  employment  is  of  a 
casual  nature  and  who  is  employed  otherwise  than  for  the 


purposes  of  the  employer's  trade  or  business,  or  a  member 
of  a  police-force  or  an  out-worker,  or  a  member  of  the 
employer's  family  dwelling  in  his  house,  but,  save  as  afore- 
said, means  any  person  who  has  entered  into  or  works  under 
a  contract  of  service  or  apprenticeship  with  an  employer, 
whether  by  way  of  manual  labour,  clerical  work,  or  other- 
wise, and  whether  the  contract  is  expressed  or  implied,  is 
oral  or  in  writing. 

From  this  it  would  appear  that  the  plaintiff  in  the  case  of 
Bagnall  v.  Levinstein  might  have  been  very  differently 
placed  under  the  Act  about  to  come  into  force ;  indeed,  if 
the  clause  be  construed  literally,  there  are  no  limits  to  the 
number  of  persons  who  would  turn  up  their  noses  in  scorn 
at  the  idea  of  being  classified  with  the  ordinary  working- 
man,  but  who  nevertheless  are  entitled  to  claim  under  this 
Act.  One  curious  feature  of  this  definition  is  to  be  seen 
in  the  words  "whose  remuneration."  Apparently  the 
amount  of  the  income  of  a  claimant  employed  otherwise 
than  by  manual  labour  has  no  bearing  upon  the  matter  ;  and 
it  would  be  easy  to  imagine  a  person  whose  income  runs  into 
perhaps  1,000Z.  a  year,  obtaining  compensation  in  respect  of 
some  contract  of  service  into  which  he  has  entered  with  an 
employer  whose  own  income  may  not  exceed  5007.  a  year ! 

Excepted  Cases. 

Trivial  accidents — that  is  to  say,  accidents  which  do  not 
disable  the  workman  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  week  from 
earning  full  wages — and  injuries  due  to  the  serious  and 
wilful  misconduct  of  the  workman,  are  not  to  form  subjects 
for  compensation,  except,  in  the  latter  case,  when  the 
injury  results  in  death  or  in  serious  and  permanent  dis- 
ablement. (This  is  obviously  framed  in  the  special  interests 
of  dependants.)  It  is  also  provided  that  in  cases  of  injury 
arising  out  of  the  personal  negligence  or  wilful  act  of  the 
employer  or  of  some  person  for  whose  negligences  and  acts 
the  employer  is  responsible,  the  workman  may  choose  be- 
tween claiming  under  this  Act  and  suing  the  employer  under 
the  Employers'  Liability  Act  of  1880  or  at  common  law  ;  but 
the  employer  cannot  be  made  liable  twice  over,  and  it  would 
be  quite  safe  to  predict  that  there  are  likely  to  be  very  few 
cases  in  which  the  claimant  will  find  it  pay  him  to  seek  a 
remedy  otherwise  than  by  way  of  this  new  Act. 

The  ether  exceptions  are  those  already  quoted  as  appear- 
ing in  Clause  XIII.  With  regard  to  "casual"  employ- 
ment it  is  impossible  to  predict  what  interpretation  will 
be  put  upon  this,  and  the  only  safe  line  to  take  will  be  to 
insure  all  occasional  employes  in  the  manner  which  will  be 
indicated  presently.  As  to  "out-workers,"  the  Act  says 
that  that  expression  means 

the  person  to  whom  articles  or  materials  are  given  out  to 
be  made  up,  cleaned,  washed,  altered,  ornamented,  finished, 
repaired,  or  adapted  for  sale  in  his  own  home  or  on  other 
premises  not  under  the  control  or  management  of  the  person 
who  gave  out  the  articles  or  materials. 

This  is  sufficiently  explicit  and  requires  no  comment. 
Members  of  the  employe's  family  are  as  follows  :  Wife  or 
husband,  father,  mother,  grandfather,  grandmother,  step- 
father, stepmother,  son,  daughter,  grandson,  grand- 
daughter, stepson,  stepdaughter,  brother,  sister,  half- 
brother,  half-sister ;  upon  which  it  may  be  observed  that 
a  good  many  near  relatives,  often  to  be  found  in  a  household, 
are  not  included  in  the  family — for  instance,  a  nephew, 
who  would  be  able  to  claim  compensation  as  an  ordinary 
employe. 

Technical  Points. 

Clause  II.  of  the  Act  deals  with  the  technicalities  of 
procedure,  and  provides  for  notices  of  accident  to  be 
given 

as  soon  as  is  practicable  after  the  happening  thereof,  and 
before  the  workman  has  voluntarily  left  the  employment  in 
which  he  was  injured. 

The  claim  is  to  be  made  within  six  months  of  the  occurrence 
of  the  accident,  or,  in  case  of  death,  within  six  months  of 
the  time  of  death.  But  there  are  provisions  to  the  effect 
that  these  technicalities  may  be  dispensed  with  upon 
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various  grounds,  including  what  the  Act  calls  "reasonable 
cause,"  whatever  that  may  be.  And  with  regard  to  the 
service  of  notices,  the  several  sub-sections  dealing  with 
them  simply  amount  to  this,  that  the  technical  objections 
will  only  avail  an  employer  to  the  extent  of  enabling  him 
to  obtain  a  postponement  of  the  trial  of  an  action  brought 
against  him.  Clause  III.  deals  with  "contracting  out," 
but  this  is  of  no  importance  to  the  ordinary  retail  chemist, 
although  it  may  be  of  considerable  importance  to  the  pro- 
prietors of  large  drug-store  companies  who  have  retail 
shops  scattered  over  a  wide  area.  It  merely  involves  the 
provision  of  a  scheme  for  compensation  or  insurance  out- 
side the  Act  which  must  be  not  less  favourable  to  the  work- 
men and  their  dependants  than  the  corresponding  scale 
contained  in  the  Act.  Such  a  scheme  would  have  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Chief  Eegistrar  of  Friendly 
Societies. 

Sub-contracting:  "  Third  Party"  Liability. 
Section  IV.  provides  that  where  any  person  (termed  the 
"  principal ")  contracts  with  any  other  person  (termed  the 
"contractor")  for  the  execution  of  work  undertaken  by 
the  principal,  the  principal  is  to  be  liable  to  pay  to  any 
workman  employed  in  the  execution  of  the  work  any  com- 
pensation which  he  would  have  been  liable  to  pay  if  that 
workman  had  been  immediately  employed  by  him,  but  the 
principal  is  to  be  entitled  to  be  indemnified  by  the  con- 
tractor or  by  any  other  person  who  would  otherwise  have 
been  liable ;  and  all  questions  arising  upon  this  point  are  to 
be  settled  by  arbitration.  At  the  same  time,  the  workman 
is  to  be  entitled,  if  he  thinks  fit,  to  sue  the  contractor 
instead  of  the  principal,  and,  in  any  event,  he  cannot  sue 
the  principal  if  the  accident  occurred  elsewhere  than  on,  or 
in,  or  about  the  premises  controlled  by  the  principal.  By 
Section  VI.  it  is  provided  that  where  an  injury  is  caused 
under  circumstances  creating  a  legal  liability  in  some 
person  other  tnan  the  employer  to  pay  damages  in  respect 
thereof  (that  is  to  say,  for  instance,  in  a  case  in  which  a 
chemist's  assistant  is  knocked  down  and  injured  by  a  motor- 
car when  he  is  standing  out  in  the  roadway  taking  stock  of 
his  employer's  window),  the  workman  may  take  proceedings 
both  against  the  person  responsible  for  the  injury  to  recover 
damages,  and  against  his  employer  to  recover  compensation 
under  this  Act,  but  he  is  not  to  be  entitled  to  recover  both 
damages  and  compensation.  If  he  has  recovered  compensa- 
tion under  this  Act,  his  employer  is  to  be  entitled  to  be 
indemnified  by  the  person  liable  to  pay  damages  for  the 
accident,  and  he  may  bring  an  action  against  that  person ; 
or,  if  they  so  agree,  it  may  be  dealt  with  by  arbitration 
under  the  Act. 

Bankruptcy  of  the  Employer. 

Section  V.  deals  with  cases  in  which  the  employer  has 
become  bankrupt.  It  says  that  where  the  employer  has 
entered  into  a  contract  with  any  insurance  company  to  cover 
his  liability  under  the  Act,  then,  in  the  event  of  his  becom- 
ing bankrupt  or  making  a  composition  or  arrangement  for 
the  benefit  of  the  creditors,  his  rights  against  the  insurers 
shall  be  transferred  to,  and  vest  in,  the  workman  in  respect 
of  whom  he  has  insured  himself ;  and  the  insurance  company, 
on  tneir  part,  are  to  have  the  same  rights  and  remedies, 
and  are  to  be  subject  to  the  same  liability,  as  if  they  were 
the  employer;  provided  that  they  are  not  to  be  under  any 
greater  liability  to  the  workman  than  they  would  have  been 
under  to  the  employer.  If  the  liability  of  the  insurers  to 
the  workman  is  less  than  the  liability  to  the  employer,  the 
workman  may  prove  for  the  balance  in  his  employer's  bank- 
ruptcy. A  company  being  in  liquidation  is  to  stand  in  the 
same  position  as  an  individual  employer  who  has  become 
bankrupt,  unless,  of  course,  the  company  is  merely  being 
wound  up  voluntarily  for  purposes  of  reconstruction  or 
amalgamation.  This  clause  also  provides  that  the  amount, 
not  exceeding  in  any  one  case  100Z.,  due  in  respect  of  com- 
pensation, the  liability  for  which  accrued  before  the  date 
of  the  receiving-order  or  the  date  of  the  commencement  to 
wind  up,  is  to  be  included  among  the  items  for  preferential 
payment  under  the  Bankruptcy  Acts. 

Extension  of  the  Act  to  Certain  Diseases. 
Section  VII.  deals  with  the  application  of  the  Act  to  seamen, 
and  therefore  need  not  be  noticed  here.  But  Section  VIII.  is 


of  some  interest  to  manufacturing  chemists,  although  it  can 
hardly  be  said  to  touch  the  ordinary  retailer.  There  is  a 
third  schedule  to  the  Act  which  describes  certain  diseases 
known  as  industrial  diseases,  such  as  lead-poisoning  or 
poisoning  by  mercury,  phosphorus,  and  arsenic,  and  what 
the  schedule  terms  as  their  sequela.  To  this  schedule  other 
forms  of  poisoning  have  been  recommended  to  be  added  (see 
C.  <Sc  D.,  May  25,  p.  782).  Some  of  these  are  equally 
applicable  to  manufacturing  chemists.  These,  of  course, 
are  diseases  liable  to  be  contracted  in  chemical-works ;  and 
where  the  workman  is  certified  to  have  died  from  or  to 
have  been  disabled  by  reason  of  such  employment,  the  em- 
ployer will  be  liable  to  be  called  upon  to  pay  compensation. 
There  are  numerous  provisions  in  the  sub-section  of  this  Sec- 
tion VIII.  which  need  not  be  detailed  here,  but  it  is  perhaps 
worthy  of  mention  that  the  Secretary  of  State  is  authorised 
to  make  rules  regulating  the  fees  of  medical  men  and  dentists 
for  performance  of  duties;  as  a  good  many  chemists  are 
dentists  also,  there  may  be  some  satisfaction  even  for  phar- 
macists to  be  derived  from  this  Act. 

The  remaining  provisions  of  the  Act  are  mainly  ad- 
ministrative, and  what  remains  now  is  to  explain  the  scales 
of  compensation  provided.  The  local  county  court  is  the 
court  of  first  instance  for  deciding  claims,  unless  the 
employer  and  workman  (or  the  latter's  rep;  esentatives)  agree 
to  arbitrate  in  some  other  way.  From  the  county  court 
appeal  goes  to  the  higher  courts  of  the  land  in  the  usual  way, 
as  at  present. 

Scale  and  Conditions  of  Compensation. 

In  case  of  death,  if  the  workman  leaves  dependants 
wholly  dependent  on  him,  they  will  be  entitled  to  a  sum 
equal  to  his  earnings  with  the  same  employer  during  the 
three  years  next  preceding  the  injury,  or  the  sum  of  150/., 
whichever  is  the  larger,  but  in  no  case  is  the  amount  to 
exceed  300Z.  If  the  workman  does  not  leave  anyone  wholly 
dependent  upon  him,  then  his  representatives  may  claim  the 
reasonable  expenses  of  his  medical  attendance  and  burial,  up 
to  101.  If  he  leaves  anyone  partly  dependent  upon  his  earn- 
ings, then  in  default  of  agreement  there  is  to  be  an  arbitra- 
tion to  determine  the  amount  reasonable  and  proportionate 
to  the  injury  done  to  these  dependants. 

"Dependants"  are  defined  in  Section  Xill.  as  meaning 
such  of  the  members  of  the  workman's  family  as  were  wholly 
or  in  part  dependent  upon  the  earnings  of  the  workman  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  or  would,  but  for  the  incapacity  due  to 
the  accident,  have  been  so  dependent ;  and  where  the  work- 
man, being  the  grandparent  of  an  illegitimate  child,  leaves 
such  a  child  so  dependent  upon  his  earnings,  or,  being  an 
illegitimate  child,  leaves  a  parent  or  grandparent  so 
dependent  upon  his  earnings,  "dependant"  shall  include 
an  illegitimate  child  and  parent  or  grandparent  respec- 
tively. 

Where  the  injury  does  not  result  in  death,  but  merely  in 
total  or  partial  incapacity,  then  the  weekly  payment  is  to  be 
made  so  long  as  the  incapacity  lasts  (which,  of  course,  may 
be  lifelong  in  some  cases)  ;  this  weekly  payment  is  not  to 
exceed  50  per  cent,  of  the  workman's  average  weekly  earn- 
ings during  the  previous  twelve  months,  if  he  has  been  so 
long  employed,  but  if  not  then  for  any  less  period  during 
which  he  has  been  in  the  employment  of  the  same  employer ; 
but  in  any  case  it  is  not  to  exceed  11.  a  week.  In  the  case 
of  the  workman  who  is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the 
time  of  the  injury,  and  whose  average  weekly  earnings  ar» 
less  than  20s.,  100  per  cent,  is  to  be  substituted  for 
50  per  cent,  of  his  average  weekly  earnings,  but  the 
weekly  payment  is  in  no  case  to  exceed  10.?.  In  fixing  the 
amount  of  any  weekly  payment,  regard  is  to  be  had  to  any 
payment,  allowance,  or  benefit  which  the  workman  may 
receive  from  his  employer  during  the  period  of  incapacity ; 
and  where  the  incapacity  is  only  partial  the  weekly  payment 
is  not  in  any  case  to  exceed  the  difference  between  the  amount 
of  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  the  workman  before  the 
accident  and  the  average  weekly  amount  which  he  is  earning, 
or  is  able  to  earn,  in  some  suitable  employment  or  business 
after  the  accident.  There  are  numerous  other  provisions  as 
to  medical  examination,  review  of  awards,  redemption  of 
payments,  etc.,  all  of  which  are  important,  but  they  are  too 
voluminous  to  be  set  forth  here. 

What  is  the  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter?  Simplv 
this.  V  * 
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The  Chemist  Must  Insure. 
No  doubt,  like  everybody  else,  he  has  already  been  flooded 
with  circulars  from  insurance  companies,  all  more  or  less 
confusing.  The  best  course  to  take  apparently  is  this.  Let 
the  chemist  make  out  a  statement  of  the  total  amount  he 
pays  annually  in  salaries  and  wages ;  suppose,  for  example, 
that  amounts  to  30CM.  a  year.  Then  let  him  ask  the  insurance 
company  of  his  choice  for  a  "  cover-all"  policy  at  so  much 
per  cent,  to  insure  him  against  all  claims  that  may  be  made 
upon  him  under  this  or  any  other  Act  and  at  common  law, 
adding  25  per  cent,  to  the  premium  in  order  to  cover  all 
"  casual  "  labour  in  accordance  with  the  terms  now  generally 
adopted  by  all  the  insurance  offices.  The  only  thing  he 
need  trouble  about  then  (besides  seeing  that  he  gets  a 
properly  worded  policy)  is  to  take  care  that  he  does  not 
•increase  the  amount  of  his  wages  expenditure  without  notify- 
ing the  insurance  company  and  arranging  with  them  to 
increase  his  premium  accordingly.  He  must,  of  course, 
insure  everybody  in  his  employ,  not  forgetting  the  female 
clerks,  for  instance,  if  he  happens  to  keep  a  branch  Post- 
office,  and  his  traveller  (if  he  keeps  one),  provided  the 
earnings  of  the  latter  do  not  exceed  2501.  a  year.

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COUNCIL 

ALTHOUGH  it  was  Derby  Day,  there  was  a  full  attend- 
ance of  members  of  Council  at  Wednesday's  meeting. 
It  was  the  first  public  sitting  of  the  new  Council,  and  Mr. 
Eowsell  and  Mr.  White  were  welcomed  by  the  President. 
Reference  was  made  to  the  death  of  Sir  Dietrich  Brandis, 
an  honorary  member,  and  of  Mr.  Fred  Reynolds,  the 
C.  &  D.  cartoonist ;  condolences  are  to  be  sent  to  the  widows. 
The  result  of  the  election  of  President,  Vice-President,  and 
Treasurer  was  a  foregone  conclusion,  there  being  no  change 
on  the  choice  made  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  year.  It 
was  announced  that  the  profit  from  the  Benevolent  Fund 
dinner  amounted  to  57?.  8s.,  which,  with  the  dona- 
tions, makes  a  total  of  1,376/.  7s.  6  c?.  added  to 
the  investments  as  a  result  of  the  festival.  The 
Treasurer  regretted  that  the  research  laboratories 
are  not  more  taken  advantage  of ;  and  Dr.  Symes 
was  ready  with  an  answer  in  regard  to  the  pharma- 
ceutical laboratory — that  the  benefits  should  be  extended 
to  those  who  had  not  passed  the  qualifying  examination. 
The  new  by-laws,  which  have  been  in  preparation  for  some 
months,  were  read  a  first  time,  Mr.  Wootton  pointing  out  a 
curious  provision  in  regard  to  the  Scotch  examinations, 
which  acording  to  by-law  are  confined  to  persons  "  in  Scot- 
land." This  appears  to  exclude  candidates  living  in  Eng- 
land. Dr.  Symes  said  that  steps  might  be  taken  to 
provide  for  dividing  the  Minor,  but  Mr.  Carteighe  con- 
tends that  there  is  no  power  to  do  this  under  the  Act.  The 
School  of  Pharmacy  prizes  were  awarded,  Miss  Wren  and 
Mr.  Morrell  each  obtaining  three  medals.  The  trouble  in 
regard  to  the  Scottish  University  education  scheme  for 
pharmaceutical  students  has  apparently  been  overcome,  a 
resolution  being  passed  that  the  existing  committee  shall 
do  their  utmost  to  induce  the  remaining  Scotch  Universities 
to  give  degrees  in  science  instead  of  in  pure  pharmacy. 


MEETING. 

I  it  was  Derby  Day ;  and  Mr.  Young  announced  his  own 
re-election  to  the  office  of  President.  He  said  he  entered 
upon  the  office  with  less  distrust  than  he  did  when  elected 
in  January,  as  he  had  learned  from  experience  that  his- 
colleagues  were  ever  ready  to  lighten  his  task.

Death  of  Sir  D.  Brandis. 
The  chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  at  11.20,  and 
after  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  had  been  taken 
as  read  and  passed  reference  was  made  to  the  recent  death 
of  Sir  Dietrich  Brandis,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Society, 
at  the  age  of  eighty-three.  Sir  Dietrich  was  educated  at 
Copenhagen  and  Bonn,  becoming  eventually  lecturer  on 
botany  to  the  latter  University.  In  1864  he  was  appointed 
Inspector-General  of  Forests  to  the  Government  of 
India.  He  was  created  CLE.  in  1878  and  knighted  in 
1887.  A  letter  of  condolence  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  Lady 
Brandis. 

New  Councillors.

Election  of  Officers. 
The  next  business  was  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensu- 
ing year.  The  Assistant-Secretary  (Mr.  Chater),  looking 
better  after  his  recent  illness,  distributed  the  voting-papers, 
which  were  collected  in  the  historic  ballot-box  by  the  Secre- 
tary.

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  acting  Benevolent  Fund  Committee 
was  next  considered  in  committee,  after  which 

The  Vice-President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 
Seven  grants,  amounting  to  113?.,  were  made.  A  reference 
was  made  to  the  loss  the  committee  had  sustained  in  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Atkins,  who  took  such  a  great  interest  in 
the  fund.  It  was  further  reported  that  186  tickets  were 
sold  for  the  Festival  dinner,  and  that  a  profit  of  57?.  8s.  6c?. 
was  realised.  With  the  contributions  made  at  the  dinner  a 
sum  of  1,376?.  7s.  6c?.  was  realised.  The  amount  is  smaller 
than  in  1897,  but  there  are  several  reasons  which  have  con- 
tributed to  this  result. 

The  President  said  it  was  regrettable  that  the  amount 
realised  was  smaller,  but  the  committee  is  very  grateful1 
for  the  money  received.  It  is  the  wish  of  the  committee 
to  accumulate  sufficient  funds  to  pay  the  annuitants  out  of 
the  interest,  and  he  hoped  this  would  be  realised. 

Library  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  Councillors  sitting  as  a  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee  was  presented  by 
the  Treasurer.  The  report  approved  of  Messrs.  Parkinson's 
account  for  3?.  19s.  6c?.,  and  fixed  June  26  as  the  date  of 
the  School  prizes  distribution.  Mr.  Hills  has  presented  a 
second  series  of  the  Chemical  Society's  publications  to  the 
Research  Laboratory.    The  Salter  scholar  has  returned,  and 
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is  working  satisfactorily.     A  Major  man  has  been  ad-  j 
mitted  to  work  in  the  Research  Laboratory.    Mr.  R.  E. 
Griffiths  has  been  nominated  for  the  Burroughs  scholar-  | 
ship. 

A  little  discussion  ensued  in  regard  to  the  lack  of  students 
in  the  research  laboratories.  Dr.  Symes,  referring  to  the 
pharmaceutical  laboratory,  said  demonstrations  could  be 
given  to  the  students  once  a  week,  but  he  expressed  the 
fear  that  the  laboratory  would  never  be  crowded  till  the 
regulations  were  altered  to  allow  of  unqualified  students 
attending. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  that  demonstrations  take  place  at 
present,  but  it  is  the  lack  of  systematic  continuous  workers 
that  is  regretted.  The  time  of  students  is  already  so 
much  taken  up  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  arrange  more 
laboratory  demonstrations. 

Dr.  Symes  retorted  that  time  spent  in  the  laboratory 
would  be  well  spent. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

New  By-laws. 
The  Treasurer  next  moved  that  the  new  by-laws  be  taken 
as  read  a  first  time,  this  being  in  accordance  with  Section  4 
of  the  present  by-laws.  The  chief  alterations  are  in  regard 
to  the  by-law  dealing  with  certificates  of  preliminary  know- 
ledge, the  object  being  to  make  the  conditions  more  elastic, 
the  Council  being  empowered  to  make  regulations  as  to  the 
certificates  that  will  be  accepted.  It  was  a  year  ago  that 
the  committee  on  education  and  examination  recommended 
alterations  in  the  by-laws  with  a  view  to  greater  elasticity. 
The  matter  was  taken  in  hand  by  a  committee,  which  reported 
to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  in  February.  The  by- 
laws were  next  scrutinised  by  a  sub-committee  and  presented 
to  the  Council  in  May.  Some  verbal  alterations  have  been 
made  in  addition  to  others  tending  to  facilitate  the  ad- 
ministration and  procedure  of  the  committees  and  Council. 
It  is  important  that  greater  elasticity  should  be  given  to 
the  Council  in  dealing  with  certificates  of  preliminary  educa- 
tion, especially  in  view  of  the  number  of  new  universities 
that  are  springing  up.  By  means  of  regulations  it  will  be 
easier  for  trie  Council  to  accept  certificates  which  show  that 
a  person  has  had  a  good,  thorough,  and  liberal  education, 
but  do  not  conform  to  the  letter  of  the  present  by-laws. 
More  elasticity  is  also  sought  in  regard  to  the  Major 
examination,  the  object  being  to  encourage  Major  candidates 
to  specialise  in  one  or  two  subjects  in  which  they  have  passed 
for  the  Minor. 

Dr.  Symes  regretted  that  no  steps  had  been  taken  to  give 
power  to  make  regulations  for  dividing  the  Minor.  He 
noticed  that  the  Council-meeting  could,  according  to  the 
proposed  by-laws,  be  held  in  the  provinces.  He  also  re- 
minded members  of  the  Society  that  the  by-laws  must  be 
passed  en  bloc  or  rejected ;  they  could  not  be  amended  at 
the  general  meeting. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  he  should  like  to  see  this  question 
settled.  In  his  opinion  it  was  quite  wrong  to  say  that  the 
by-laws  must  be  taken  en  bloc.  Some  twenty-five  years  ago 
a  letter  was  received  from  the  Privy  Council  in  which  it  was 
stated  that  the  general  meeting  could  not  be  required  to 
accept  by-laws  en  bloc.  It  is  true  that  various  presidents 
have  since  ruled  otherwise.  Mr.  Hills  did  when  he  was 
president.  He  should  like  to  have  the  Privy  Council's  letter 
referred  to.  Mr.  Wootton  also  noticed  a  curious  wording 
in  the  by-law  dealing  with  the  Scotch  examinations,  which 
states  that  examiners  shall  be  appointed  "  for  the  examina- 
tion of  such  persons  in  Scotland  as  may  desire  to  be 
examined  there."  This  would  appear  that  the  Society  have 
no  power  to  examine  in  Scotland  a  person  from  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne. 

The  Treasurer  said  the  by-law  followed  the  wording  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1852. 

Mr.  Wootton  :  Well,  does  it  mean  that  a  person  living  in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne  cannot  be  examined  in  Scotland  ? 

Several  Councillors  ventured  opinions  on  this  point ;  and 
the  _  President  said  that,  whatever  it  meant  legally,  the 
Society  had  for  years  examined  in  Scotland  all  those  who 
expressed  the  desire  to  be  examined  there. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  he  would  look  the  matter  up,  and  then 
proceeded  to  point  out  that  the  by-law  in  regard  to  pre- 
liminary certificates  did  not  give  the  elasticity  that  was 
claimed,  as  the  certificates  had  to  be  previously  approved 


by  the  Council,  and  the  term  "  preliminary  knowledge 
was  vague.  The  Council  had  had  difficulties  before  about 
the  list  of  universities  whose  certificates  were  accepted. 
Those  not  on  the  list  had  had  to  be  rejected,  however  good 
they  might  be.  He  did  not  wish  to  reduce  the  standard, 
but  thought  the  Council  ought  to  accept  a  certificate  which 
showed  that  the  applicant  was  a  well-educated  person.  If  a 
Master  of  Arts  submitted  his  diploma,  it  could  hardly  be 
called  preliminary  knowledge. 

The  President  stated  that  the  list  would  be  extended 
from  time  to  time  by  regulation  as  particular  cases  came 
before  the  Council. 

Mr.  Wootton,  continuing,  instanced  a  case  which  occurred 
some  time  ago  where  a  certificate  obtained  in  Asia  Minor  was 
refused  because  it  was  not  in  the  list,  and  yet  it  was  accepted 
by  the  General  Medical  Council. 

The  President  said  he  thought  it  was  because  the  appli- 
cant had  not  taken  all  the  subjects  which  are  required  by 
the  by-law.  The  General  Medical  Council  were  lax  in  the 
matter. 

Mr.  White  said  the  regulations  would  give  latitude  for 
local  conditions. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  Council  would  be  able  to  make 
regulations  once  a  month  if  necessary,  and  when  made  the 
Registrar  would  be  able  to  accept  any  certificates  of  the 
same  kind.  Regulations  can  be  altered  much  more  readily 
than  by-laws. 

The  President  said  that  provision  is  made  in  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  for  dividing  the  Minor.  He  hoped  the  Council 
would  not  alter  the  proposed  by-laws,  as  it  would  be  time 
wasted. 

Dr.  Symes  said  the  object  of  reading  the  by-laws  three 
times  was  surely  that  they  could  be  modified  if  found 
necessary.  Any  alterations  would  only  delay  the  by-laws 
for  a  month. 

The  Treasurer  said  Mr.  Wootton  had  referred  to  a  ruling 
he  (the  speaker)  made  when  in  the  chair.  He  considered 
still  that  although  by-laws  could  be  verbally  altered  by  the 
Council  during  the  three  readings,  it  is  different  with  the 
general  meeting,  who  must  accept  without  alteration  or 
reject  by-laws  placed  before  them. 

Mr.  Carteighe  and  Dr.  Symes  had  something  to  say  on 
dividing  the  Minor,  the  contention  of  the  former  being  that 
the  Council  have  no  power  under  the  present  Acts ;  while 
Dr.  Symes  holds  that  as  the  Council  already  divide  the 
qualifying  examination  into  Preliminary  and  Minor,  it 
could  carry  the  division  a  little  further. 

The  by-laws  were  then  taken  as  read  a  first  time. 

A  formal  report  of  the  acting  "  Journal"  Committee  was 
also  passed,  and  it  was  stated  that  the  Organisation  Com- 
mittee had  no  report  to  make. 

An  Act  of  Dissociation. 

Mr.  Gifford  asked  if  the  President  could  see  any  objec- 
tion to  publishing  the  memoranda  which  were  placed  before 
the  Organisation  Committee  re  the  organising  secretary 
scheme.  In  reference  to  the  proceedings  at  the  last  Council- 
meeting,  he  wished  to  dissociate  himself  from  the  findings  of 
the  committee. 

The  President  said  there  were  distinct  objections  to  pub- 
lishing what  were  sent  in  as  confidential  memoranda,  but 
he  placed  himself  in  the  hands  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  the  matter  could  be  left  to  the  Organi- 
sation Committee  to  discuss  and  report  to  the  Council. 

The  President  thought  that  as  Mr.  Gifford  had  attained 
his  object  in  dissociating  himself  from  the  findings  of  the 
committee  he  might  withdraw  his  request. 

To  this  Mr.  Gifford  agreed. 

Committees. 

The  constitution  of  the  various  committees  was  then 
arranged.  There  were  a  number  of  alterations,  the  chief 
being  that  the  Parliamentary  Committee  is  now  merged  in 
the  General  Purposes  Committee.  Mr.  Rowsell  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  Organisation  Com- 
mittees, while  Mr.  White  was  put  on  the  Examination  and 
Education,  Finance,  Library,  and  Organisation  Committees. 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  considered  the  question 
of  the  Scottish  University  Ordinance  in  regard  to  degrees 
in  pharmacy,  upon  which  Messrs.  Currie  and  Storrar  had 
drafted  a  memorandum.  [This  was  submitted  later  in  the 
form  of  a  resolution.]

Mr.  Allen  moved  the  appointment  of  the  following  Divi- 
sional Secretaries  :  Mr.  T.  M.  Elford,  Truro  ;  Mr.  Geo. 
Williams,  St.  Ives.  Mr.  Allen  mentioned  that  the  previous 
secretary  for  the  St.  Ives  division  lived  at  Penzance,  and  in 
retiring  suggested  a  suitable  successor. 

The  choice  of  a  person  to  deliver  the  inaugural  sessional 
address  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  was  left  with  the 
President. 

Scotch  Degrees  in  Pharmacy. 
Mr.  Storrar  then  brought  up  the  subject  of  university 
education  in  Scotland  for  pharmacy  students.  He  said 
that  however  much  the  Councillors  might  differ  as  to  the 
title  of  the  graduate,  there  was  satisfaction  to  all  that  the 
university  training  is  at  last  in  sight.  He  moved  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

That  the  existing  committee  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed university  training  of  pharmaceutical  students  in  Scot- 
land be  continued  for  the  following  purposes,  namely  :  (1)  to 
give  such  advice  and  help  as  may  be  called  for  by  the  Uni- 
versities in  the  carrying  out  of  their  Ordinances ;  and  (2)  in 
doing  their  utmost  to  induce  the  remaining  Scotch  Uni- 
versities to  give  these  degrees  in  science  instead  of  in  pure 
pharmacy. 

This  was  passed  without  comment. 

Miscellaneous. 

A  resolution  was  passed  permitting  the  sealing  of  diplomas 
recently  granted  to  pharmaceutical  chemists. 

The  widow  of  a  member  was  granted  permission  to  retain 
the  membership-certificate  (cancelled)  of  her  late  husband. 

The  East  Sussex  Pharmaceutical  Association  suggested  an 
abridged  edition  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex. 

The  Colonial  Office  forwarded  a  copy  of  the  Orange  Kiver 
Colony  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance  of  1907. 

Letters  of  thanks  from  honorary  members  appointed  in 
May  were  received. 

A  certificate  of  the  examination  of  the  University  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  was  approved. 

Mr.  E.  White  resigned  his  position  on  the  Board  of 
Examiners. 

Death  of  Mr.  Fred  Eeynolds. 

The  President  said  he  regretted  to  announce  the  death 
of  Mr.  Fred  Reynolds.  They  were  all  more  or  less, familiar 
with  Mr.  Reynolds  from  his  wonderfully  good  character- 
sketches.  The  Council  deeply  regretted  Mr.  Reynolds's 
sudden  death  ;  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  a 
letter  of  condolence  to  the  widow. 

This  concluded  the  public  business.

The  Pharmacy  Bills. 

The  Government's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  stili 
being  postponed  from  day  to  day,  and  no  date  has  yet 
been  definitely  fixed  for  its  second  reading.  The  Phar- 
macy Bill  shares  much  the  same  fate.  It  has  now  been 
put  down  for  Monday  next. 

The  Standardisation  of  Disinfectants. 

Mr.  Rees  duly  put  his  question  on  Tuesday  with  re- 
ference to  the  standardisation  of  disinfectants.  He  asked 
Mr.  John  Burns  whether  he  was  aware  that  the  Privy 
Council  Order  of  July  27,  1900,  which  permits  the  sale 
without  trial  of  fluids  containing  less  than  3  per  cent, 
carbolic  acid  or  its  homologues,  on  the  ground  that  such 
fluids  are  not  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  of  1868,  has  resulted  in  flooding  the  market  with 
disinfectants  containing  less  than  3  per  cent,  carbolic 
acid  ;  and  whether  he  proposed  to  take  such  action  as  may 
be  necessary  to  prevent  this  and  to  ensure  the  standardisa- 
tion of  disinfectants.  Mr.  John  Burns,  in  reply,  said  : 
Liquids  containing  less  than  3  per  cent,  of  carbolic  acid1 
are,  I  understand,  generally  used  as  deodorants.  They 
would  not  be  likely  to  be  used  where,  in  a  case  of  infectious 
disease,  disinfectants  were  supplied  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority  on  the  advice  of  the  medical  officer  of  health. 
My  attention  has  not  been  drawn  to  the  increased  use  of 
deodorants  of  the  kind  referred  to  since  the  Order  of  the 
Privy  Council  was  made,  and  it  does  not  appear  to  me  that 
I  could  take  any  action  in  the  matter. 

Medical  and  Dental  Practice  by  Companies. 
The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  which  has- 
been  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Prohibition  of  Medical 
Practice  by  Companies  Bill  and  the  Dental  Companies  (Re- 
striction of  Practice)  Bill  opened  the  hearing  of  evidence  od 
June  3.  Lord  Hylton  presided.  In  support  of  the  first 
Bill  Dr.  Donald  MacAlister,  President  of  the  General  Medi- 
cal Council,  and  Mr.  C.  S.  Tomes,  F.R.C.S.  and  L.D.S.,  a 
Crown  member  of  the  Council,  were  heard.  Their  case  was 
that  joint-stock  companies  should  be  prohibited  from  medi- 
cal practice,  because  it  is  an  abuse  of  the  Medical  Act 
of  1858.  The  whole  idea  of  corporate  qualification  is  ab- 
surd. It  had  been  held  by  the  House  of  Lords  that  the  word' 
"person"  did  not  include  a  company  where  the  context 
showed  that  personal  qualifications  were  necessary,  and 
therefore  a  joint-stock  company  could  not  be  proceeded 
against,  although  it  used  a  false  and  misleading  title  which 
led  ignorant  people  to  imagine  that  they  were  consulting 
duly  qualified  medical  practitioners.  Lord  Knutsford  asked 
Mr.  Tomes  whether  the  Medical  Council  would  not  be  satis- 
fied if  a  short  Act  were  passed  saying  that  the  word 
"person"  in  the  Act  of  1858  should  include  companies. 
The  witness  replied  that  they  would  much  prefer  the  pro- 
visions in  the  Bill,  which  had  been  carefully  considered. 
Dr.  MacAlister  said  that  on  several  occasions  threats  had 
been  made  by  persons  who  had  been  struck  off  the  roll  for 
infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  sense  that  they  would  at 
once  take  advantage  of  the  Companies  Acts  and  so  continue- 
their  practice  and  use  their  titles  in  defiance  of  the  General 
Medical  Council.  Lord  Knutsford  asked  Mr.  Tomes  why, 
in  introducing  the  Bill,  ths  Council  did  not  follow  the 
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example  of  the  Colonies  and  prohibit  unqualified  individuals 
from  practising.  Mr.  Tomes  said  they  believed  it  would  be 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  carry  such  a  measure.  Subse- 
quently evidence  on  behalf  of  the  British  Dental  Association 
was  given  By  the  Chairman  of  its  Representative  Board, 
Mr.  W.  B.  Paterson  ;  by  its  late  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Dolamore ;  and  by  its  solicitor,  Mr.  A.  C.  C.  Hayward. 
Their  case  was  that  the  carrying  on  of  dental  practice  by 
a  company  could  fulfil  no  other  useful  purpose  than  the 
commercial  profit  to  the  company,  and  would  be  detri- 
mental to  public  interests.  Lord  Knutsford  informed  Mr. 
Dolamore  that  he  did  not  see  how  his  evidence  affected  the 
Bill,  because  it  was  provided  that  in  future  company  business 
could  only  be  carried  on  by  registered  dentists.  The 
witness  said  they  would  merely  be  the  servants  of  un- 
qualified persons.  He  had  never  heard  of  a  duly  quali- 
fied reputable  person  wishing  to  form  a  company. 

Notes. 

On  Monday,  June  3,  a  copy  of  University  Court  Ordinance 
No.  XX.  (Edinburgh  No.  8),  containing  the  regulations  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pharmacy,  was  laid  on  the  table, 
and  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Haddock  as  to  the  amount 
per  proof  gallon  that  imported  plain  spirit  contains  of  amylic 
alcohol  (fusel  oil),  and  as  to  allegations  that  this  spirit, 
which  never  matures,  is  sold,  coloured,  and  flavoured  to 
represent  brandy,  rum,  and  British  distillations,  Mr. 
Runciman  said  imported  plain  spirits  are  not  examined  with 
reference  to  the  amount  of  fusel  oil  that  may  be  present,  and 
that  the  Customs  have  no  information  on  the  subject. 

A  series  of  questions  were  asked  during  the  week  regarding 
the  rejection  of  a  large  amount  of  cordite  contracted  for 
with  Kynoch,  Ltd.  Mr.  Bellairs  asked  the  War  Secretary 
whether  the  addition  of  mercuric  chloride  enables  the  ex- 
plosive to  defeat  the  official  test — the  Abel  heat-test.  Mr. 
George  Hardy  asked  the  Home  Secretary  as  to  a  letter  from 
the  chairman  of  Kynoch,  Ltd.,  alleging  hostility  to  the 
company,  and  Mr.  Lambton  questioned  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  concerning  a  prohibition  against  the  importa- 
tion of  nitro-cotton  containing  mercury,  and  whether  a  firm 
would  be  bound  to  terminate  its  contract  on  the  ground  of 
fraud  if  chloride  of  mercury  had  been  added  so  as  to  affect 
the  recognised  heat-test  by  which  the  purity  of  the  materials 
is  ascertained.  Both  Mr.  Haldane  and  Mr.  Gladstone  said 
the  presence  of  mercuric  chloride  did  defeat  the  Abel  test, 
Mr.  Gladstone  stating  that  the  addition  of  a  very  minute 
quantity  was  sufficient.  Mr.  Mooney  and  Mr.  John  Red- 
mond took  up  the  cudgels  on  behalf  of  Kynoch  Ltd.,  whose 
Arklow  works  it  was  suggested  had  been  closed  down  by  the 
Government,  although  manufactured  explosives  imported 
from  South  Africa  and  from  Germany  contained  the  same 
ingredient.  Mr.  Gladstone  disclaimed  any  prejudice' against 
Kynoch  Ltd.,  but  he  was  heckled  on  the  subject  by  Mr. 
Mooney  and  by  Mr.  Redmond  on  two  evenings  following. 
On  Wednesday  night  the  Home  Secretary  told  Mr.  Mooney 
that  the  part  of  mercuric  chloride  in  100,000  parts  of  the 
finished  article  is  quite  sufficient  to  vitiate  the  test.

WHEN  one  has  tired  of  the  simpers  of  the  Lady  Guggle- 
heimers  and  the  complacence  of  prosperous-looking 
male  persons  depicted  for  us,  at  considerable  expense,  by- 
eminent  artists,  it  is  a  relief  to  encounter  on  the  walls  of  the 
Royal  Academy  of  Arts  the  lineaments  of  someone  who  has 
actually  done  something  besides  make  money.  Thus 
pharmacists  who  "do  the  pictures"  at  Burlington  House 
will  turn  with  something  of  relief  from  a  contemplation 
of  even  the  red-fingered  Sargent  masterpieces  to  Arthur  S. 
Cope's  portrait  in  oils  of  "Sir  William  Perkin,  F.R.S." 
(103).  The  veteran  scientist  is  holding  a  skein  of  mauve- 
coloured  silk,  and  the  suggestion  of  a  chemical  laboratory 
in  the  background  (one  bottle  labelled  "Aniline  Sulphate") 
gives  the  keynote  to  the  situation.  Another  familiar  face  is 
discovered  in  Gallery  VIII.,  "  The  late  Sir  Michael  Foster, 
K.C.B.,  F.R.S."  (545),  by  the  Hon.  John  Collier.  Sir 
Michael  is  represented  in  the  act  of  lecturing  to  his  students. 
He  wears  a  red  tie,  as  was  his  wont,  and  in  his  fingers  he 
holds  a  piece  of  chalk.    On  the  blackboard  which  forms  the 


background  he  has  written  "  Proteids,"  "  Fats,"  "  Carbo- 
hydrates," "Salts,"  "Water."  The  likeness,  as  well  as 
that  of  Sir  William  Perkin,  is  admirable,  and  the  same  may 
be  said  of  "Sir  Andrew  Noble,  Bart.,  K.C.B."  (764),  by 
Harris-Brown.  In  the  case  of  the  last-named  the  accessories 
are  even  more  pronouncedly  scientific.  Sir  Andrew  is  sur- 
rounded by  beakers,  retorts,  evaporating-dishes,  and  all  the 
paraphernalia  of  the  chemical  laboratory.  In  his  left  hand 
he  holds  a  burette,  into  which  he  has  poured  a  yellow  liquid 
from  the  beaker  in  his  right.  The  subject  of  another  oil 
painting  (494)  has  an  affinity  for  chemistry,  inasmuch  as  it 
represents  "Joan,  daughter  of  Bernard  Dyer,  Esq.,"  by 
Mary  F.  Field.  In  the  Sculpture  we  find  an  excellent  bust 
in  marble  of  "  Sir  William  H.  Perkin  "  (1737),  by  Frederick 
W.  Pomeroy,  and  a  larger  and  even  more  lifelike  bust  of 
"Sir  William  Crookes,  D.Sc,  F.R.S."  (1678),  by  Walter 
Merrett.  Medicine,  properly  so  called,  is  represented  by 
only  one  oil,  "Sir  John  Wiiliams,  Bart.,  M.D."  (401),  by 
Christopher  Williams,  for  Sir  Michael  Foster  was  more 
than  a  medical  man.  "  The  late  Sir  J.  S.  Burdon  Sanderson, 
F.R.S."  (1730),  in  marble,  by  H.  R.  Hope-Pinker,  a  bronze 
bust  of  "Dr.  Robert  H.Johnston"  (1818),  by  Henry  Pegram, 
and  a  bronze  statuette  of  "Sir  Thomas  Browne,  M.D."  (of 
"  Religio  Medici  '  fame),  are  to  be  seen  in  the  Sculpture 
Section,  where  there  are  also  a  silver  medal  of  "Professor E. 
Hallaran-Bennett,  M.D.,"  by  Oliver  Sheppard,  and  an  im- 
pressive bronze  bust,  "Canada,"  by  Frank  M.  Taubman, 
erstwhile  pharmacist,  now  sculptor.  Mr.  J.  Coutts  Michie 
(whose  brother  is  a  well-known  metropolitan  pharmacist) 
has  three  oils  hung,  two  within  a  short  distance  of  each  other 
in  Gallery  IX.  and  the  other  in  Gallery  VIII.  They  are 
entitled  "  The  Wane  of  Haytime  "  (544),  "  A  Rose  Princess  " 
(6oo),  and  "At  Eventide"  (705).  In  the  Architectural 
Room  Sir  Aston  Webb  and  E.  Ingress  Bell  have  two  designs 
for  Birmingham  University,  while  Sir  Aston  alone  exhibits 
detail  of  an  entrance  to  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum. 
Some  of  the  pictures  shown,  regarded  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  commercial  Philistine,  would  be  undoubted  successes 
if  adapted  to  the  base  uses  of  advertisement.  "A  Greek 
Lady  and  her  Bath"  (92),  for  instance,  should  prove  an 
excellent  draw  for  a  toilet-soap  or  a  bath-powder  ;  "  Harlina  " 
(1290)  conjures  up  possibilities  for  a  well-known  hair- 
restorer;  "Bedtime"  (983)  suggests  various  infantile  neces- 
saries; "Sweet  Lavender"  (818)  and  the  numerous  flower- 
studies  present  indicate  perfumery.  Moreover,  it  is  easy  to 
see  how  the  bold  innovation  of  the  year  "  Cinq  Heures  chez 
Paquin  "  (579)  is  capable  of  illimitable  development  even 
within  the  sacred  precincts  of  the  Academy  itself. 


IReview. 


Commercial  Organic  Analysis.  Vol.  II.  Part  III.  By 
Alfred  H.  Allen,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  revised  by  the 
author  and  Arnold  R.  Tankard.  Pp.  xii  +  547. 
20s.  (London  :  J.  &  A.  Churchill.) 
In  this  posthumous  volume  we  see  the  last  of  Alfred 
Allen's  great  work.  It  is  possible  that  other  volumes  will 
be  revised  from  time  to  time,  but  they  will  not  be  Allen 
as  he  was  known  to  his  intimates.  In  the  present  volume, 
although  there  is  much  which  is  new  since  Allen's  death, 
throughout  the  whole  the  careful,  systematic  work  for  which 
Allen  was  so  well  known  is  to  be  traced,  and  this,  no  doubt, 
because  throughout  the  last  years  of  his  life,  especially 
during  his  illness,  he  was  in  close  and  constant  relations 
with  the  younger  men  whom  he  chose  to  do  much  that 
physical  infirmity  prevented  him  from  doing  himself. 
Recognising  this  impossibility,  Allen  early  took  into  his 
complete  confidence  several  younger  and  energetic  chemists 
whom  he  could  trust  to  assist  him  in  his  own  way.  To  his 
assistant  and  secretary,  Arnold  Tankard,  he  entrusted  the 
editing  of  the  volume;  Mr.  Leonard  Archbutt  and  Mr.  John 
Evans  rendered  much  assistance,  and  are  thanked  for  the 
same  in  the  preface,  and  much  of  the  matter  covered  in 
pp.  1  to  385  is  acknowledged  to  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry.  In  the 
finish  the  work  has  been  issued  remarkably  well  up  to  date, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  volume  is  well  fitted  to 
take  its  place  alongside  the  former  volumes.  The  first 
140  pages  are  devoted  to  the  aromatic  acids  and  their  deriva- 
tives.  Here,  in  addition  to  the  acids  themselves,  it  has  been 
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thought  well  to  include  saccharin  and  the  balsams,  such  as 
tolu  and  storax.  Oil  of  bitter  almonds  is  included  here,  too, 
as  being  chiefly  composed  of  benzoic  aldehyde.  We  should 
have  preferred  to  see  this  dealt  with  as  an  essential  oil. 
Such  substances  as  vanillin  and  coumarin  also  occur  in  this 
chapter.  We  might  point  out  that  under  Balsam  of  Peru 
no  mention  is  made,  when  speaking  of  its  adulterations,  ot 
the  most  common  of  all  the  adulterants,  synthetic  balsam  of 
Peru.  Up  to  p.  222  is  occupied  by  the  resins,  oleo-resins,  and 
gum-resins.  Much  of  Tschirch's  recent  work  has  been 
utilised.  Copaiba  is  very  well  treated,  and  much  of  the  detail 
is  acknowledged  to  Mr.  John  C.  Umney.  The  remainder 
of  the  book  is  devoted  to  a  select  number  of  essential  oils, 
together  with  a  table  based  on  Parry's  book  arid  on 
Schimmel's  reports.  To  the  classification  of  the  essential  oils 
on  p.  223,  although  not  ot  much  importance,  we  take  excep- 
tion. They  are  grouped  according  to  their  constituents,  a 
plan  followed  by  French  writers,  but,  so  far  as  we  are  aware, 
by  no  modern  English  or  German  authors.  After  this 
classification  indiarubber  is  dealt  with  at  some  length,  as  well 
as  the  individual  constituents  of  the  oils,  leaving  a  moderate 
space  for  the  essential  oils  themselves.  These  are  in  the 
main  well  up  to  date  and  carefully  done.  There  is  a  slip 
under  Lemongrass  Oil.  Ceylon  and  Cochin  oils  are  de- 
scribed as  soluble  in  2-3  volumes  of  70-per-cent.  alcohol, 
but  becoming  less  soluble  after  three  months.  No  mention 
is  made  of  the  solubility  of  West  Indian  oil,  whereas  it  is 
to  this  oil,  and  not  to  the  Eastern  varieties,  that  the  above 
remark  should  apply.  A  well-rectified  West  Indian  oil  is 
soluble  when  it  leaves  the  West  Indies,  but  by  the  oxidation 
of  some  constituent  is  insoluble  when  it  arrives  here. 


Zbe  Week's  poisonings. 


THREE  of  the  thirteen  fatalities  with  poisons  sold  by 
chemists  that  have  occurred  during  the  past  week  were 
definitely  found  to  be  misadventures.  One  of  these  was  an 
accidental  overdose  of  laudanum  taken  by  Harriett  Rhodes 
(64),  of  Chesterfield. — Ernest  Maitland  Duncan  purchased 
threepennyworth  of  laudanum  about  a  month  ago  from  Mr. 
J.  G.  Sharp,  manager  for  Messrs.  Walker  &  Harris,  chemists, 
Hastings,  and  was  found  dead  in  bed  from  laudanum- 
poisoning  on  May  31.  Mr.  Sharp  had  cautioned  deceased 
as  to  the  use  of  laudanum. — Two  deaths  from  laudanum- 
poisoning  are  reported  from  Scotland,  one  victim  being 
William  John  McGill,  a  tube  worker,  of  Rutherglen,  and 
the  other  John  Skaley  (36),  of  Govan. — A  three-year-old 
child,  Emma  Morley,  was  playing  in  a  yard  by  the  pre- 
mises of  Mr.  John  Graham,  chemist,  Barnard  Castle.  In 
the  yard  was  a  cask  of  weed-killer  (arsenic  and  caustic  soda 
in  solution),  and  the  child,  it  is  surmised,  sucked  the  tap 
of  the  cask,  on.  which  was  a  crystalline  deposit  .  She  died 
subsequently  from  irritant  poisoning.  Mr.  Graham  was 
much  distressed,  and  at  the  inquest  offered  the  parents  21., 
saying  he  had  almost  determined  to  sell  no  more  weed- 
killer.— Two  persons  poisoned  themselves  with  liniment  of 
belladonna.  At  Greenwich  the  liniment  was  taken  by  John 
Clowes  (67),  an  out-of-work  engineer,  and  at  Plymouth  it 
was  taken  by  Frances  Kate  Chappell  (41). — Carbolic  acid 
was  taken  with  suicidal  intention  by  David  Nicholson  (50), 
a  Nottingham  greengrocer,  and  by  Elizabeth  Ablett  (30), 
of  Hull.  In  the  Hull  case  the  carbolic  acid  had  been  sup- 
plied by  the  Corporation  in  a  bottle  labelled  "poison." — 
Richard  Edwards,  of  Oldham,  poisoned  himself  with  potas- 
sium cyanide.— Charles  Henry  Hart  (44)  was  found  dead 
in  Battersea  Park  with  two  bottles  by  his  side,  one  of  which 
contained  stout  and  the  other  prussic  acid. — Mrs.  Elsie 
Tinley,  wife  of  an  officer  in  the  Indian  Army,  was  found 
dead  in  her  flat  in  Red  Lion  Square,  Holborn.  Captain 
John  Matthews,  of  the  R.A.M.C.,  who  knew  her,  said  she 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  draughts  of  bromide  and 
chloral,  but  latterly  she  had  been  giving  up  those.  Three 
years  ago,  returning  from  India,  witness  gave  the  deceased 
enough  cocaine  to  last  for  a  year.  The  coroner's  officer 
found  a  packet  labelled  "Cocaine,  grains  60,"  and  death 
was  said  to  be  due  to  cocaine-poisoning. — Theodore  W. 
Harding,  a  solicitor  at  Rhayader,  died  after  drinking  about 
2  oz.  of  Scrubb's  ammonia  in  mistake  for  whisky.

Dr.  Laville's  Gout-pills. 

Dr.  J.  Kochs  has  examined  Dr.  Laville's  gout-pills 
("  Apot.  Zeit."),  and  finds  them  to  be  prepared  with  extract 
of  physalis  alkekengi  (winter-cherry),  guaiacum  resin,  pow- 
dered root,  and  leaves  of  marshmallow  and  silicate  of  soda. 
The  presence  of  the  powder  of  the  leaves  and  roots  of 
marshmallow  was  established  by  the  microscope,  the 
guaiacum  resin  by  the  characteristic  blue  colour  it  gives 
with  oxidising  agents.  The  presence  of  alkekengi  was  de- 
tected by  finding  traces  of  physaline,  a  bitter  principle  of 
alkekengi  berries,  and  the  small  quantity  of  solanine,  an 
alkaloid  which  also  exists  in  the  berries.  The  pills  do  not 
contain  either  quinine  or  colchicine,  which  are  constituents 
of  Laville's  gout  liquor. 

Corks. 

At  a  scientific  meeting  at  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Pharmacy  a  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  Edward  Post  on  "  The 
Manufacture  and  Commerce  of  Corks."  Ho  said  that 
Gibraltar  is  the  centre  of  the  cork-industry,  and  that  the 
cork  oak  (Quercus  Suber)  grows  in  a  district  covered  by 
about  three  hundred  miles  in  each  direction,  including  both 
Europe  and  Africa.  It  takes  sixteen  years  to  produce 
"virgin"  cork,  which  is  not  of  much  value.  After  its 
removal  the  cork  will  be  renewed  every  eight  or  nine  years. 
Few  corks  are  now  hand-cut ;  they  are  mostly  punched  out 
by  punches  revolving  some  3,000  times  per  minute,  and 
afterwards  tapered.  Corks  are  cut  from  tangentiaS 
sections  :  those  cut  in  a  different  way  are  more  porous.  He 
described  the  histological  structure  of  cork  :  it  consists  of  a 
large  number  of  minute  cells  which  are  filled  with  air,  and 
it  is  the  only  solid  substance  capable  of  compression  and 
yet  of  remaining  elastic.  Asked  whether  the  cork  oak  is 
getting  scarce,  Mr.  Post  replied  that  the  demand  is  increas- 
ing ;  rubber  corks  have,  however,  given  some  relief,  and 
also  the  employment  of  the  "  crown  "  stopper  used  in  stop- 
pering many  of  the  mineral-water  and  ginger-ale  bottles. 
He  said  that  granulated  cork  cemented  together  has  been 
used  to  some  extent  in  the  manufacture  of  corks. 

Espic  Cigarettes 

have  been  examined  by  Mai  and  Schcaffer  ("Pharm. 
Centralh."),  who  report  that  the  cigarettes  contain  a  mix- 
ture of  coarsely-powdered  stems,  leaves,  and  seeds.  Each 
cigarette  weighs  about  15  grains,  the  greater  part  being, 
vegetable-matter.  Microscopic  examination  showed  the 
presence  of  the  leaves  of  datura  stramonium,  leaves  and 
seeds  of  hyoscyamus,  and  the  leaves  of  belladonna.  The 
presence  of  tobacco  could  not  be  detected.  The  only  alka- 
loid disclosed  was  atropine,  neither  nicotine  nor  opium, 
alkaloids  being  detected.  The  paper  in  which  the 
cigarettes  are  wrapped  contains  no  alkaloids,  metals,  or 
nitrates. 

Sulphur  Fumigation. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  method  of  fumigating, 
rooms  as  given  in  the  "  Army  Medical  Service  Regulations." 
A  cylinder  of  sulphur  dioxide  containing  20  oz.  is  required 
for  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space.  The  room  is  sealed  up- 
except  the  doorway,  which,  however,  must  be  prepaied  for 
sealing  up  as  soon  as  the  operator  has  opened  the  cylinder. 
The  cylinder  of  the  compressed  gas  is  taken  in  the  left  hand 
and  the  soft-lead  vent-pipe  cut  off  by  one  stroke  of  a  strong 
knife.  The  cylinder  is  next  placed  outlet  downwards  in 
a  wash-basin  so  that  the  liquid  can  flow  out ;  the  liquid  gas 
evaporates  in  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  The  operator, 
having  placed  the  cylinder  in  the  wash-bowl,  should  at  once 
leave  the  room  and  seal  up  the  door.  At  the  end  of  three 
hours  the  room  should  be  re-opened,  and  the  sulphurous; 
gas  allowed  to  escape.  Where  cylinders  of  gas  are  not 
obtainable  it  is  recommended  to  use  sulphur  mixed  with 
methylated  spirit,  placed  in  an  earthenware  vessel  on 
bricks  standing  in  water.  [Sulphur  candles  are  more  con- 
venient.—Ed.]  For  every  1,000  c.f.  of  air-space  3  lb.  of 
sulphur  will  be  needed.  The  room  may  be  opened  after 
twenty-four  hours.

A MEETING  of  the  members  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  was  held  on  June  3  to  hear  a  short  address 
by  Mr.  E.  T.  Crowe  (British  Commercial  Attache  at  Tokio) 
on  "Trade  with  Japan."    Mr.  Crowe,  who  has  recently 
made  a  tour  of  the  industrial  centres  in  England,  briefly 
alluded  to  his  new  appointment  by  the  Foreign  Office,  and 
remarked  that  he  would  be  glad  at  all  times  to  supply 
members  of  the  Chamber  with  such  information  as  they 
require,  so  that  no  available  chance  of  increasing  the  trade 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Japan  might  be  missed. 
The  total  of  Japanese  trade  for  1906,  he  said,  was  again  a 
record,    imports    and    exports    together    amounting  to 
86,000,0oJ?. ,  or  3,000,000?.  more  than  in  1905.    Last  year 
was  particularly  remarkable  owing  to  the  fact  that  for  the 
first  time  since  1895  there  was  an  excess  of  exports  over 
imports  amounting  to  about  500,000?.,  as  compared  with  an 
excess  of  imports  in  1905  of  17,000,000?.    These  figures  did 
not    include    Government    purchases.     This  favourable 
balance  was  caused  by  a  large  increase  of  10,250,000?.  in 
exports,  from  33,250,000?.  to  43,500,000?.,  and  a  falling-off 
in  imports  of  7,250,000?.,  from  50,000,0u0?.  to  42,750,000?. 
The  unprecedented  amount  of  imports  in  1905  had  been 
mainly  caused  by  the  war.   As  regards  the  British  share  of 
the  trade,  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  Japan 
declined  from  twelve  to  eleven  millions,  and  from  other 
parts  of  the  Empire  there  was  a  falling-off  from  eleven  and 
a  half  to  seven  millions.    American  goods  dropped  from 
over  10,000,000?.  to  7,000,000?.    Germany  is  stationary  at 
4,500,000?.,  but  her  exports  of  synthetic  indigo  have  con- 
siderably increased.     Put  in  another  way,  the  United 
Kingdom  still  holds  first  place  in  imports  with  24  per  cent., 
the  rest  of  the  British  Empire  second  with  18  per  cent., 
United  States  third  with  17  per  cent.,  China  fourth  with 
13  per  cent.,  and  Germany  fifth  with  10  per  cent.  In 
exports,  of  course,  we  take  a  much  lower  position,  the 
United  States,  China,  France,  and  Corea,  in  the  order 
named,  being  Japan's  chief  customers.    At  the  moment 
things  are  not  very  bright  in  Japan.    Towards  the  close  of 
last  year  a  speculative  wave  swept  over  the  country,  carry- 
ing all  before  it.    Large  fortunes  were  made — mostly  on 
paper — and  everyone  appeared  to  have  been  seized  with  a 
desire  to  get  rich  quickly.    Mr.  Crowe  feared  that  legiti 
mate  trade  would  be  a  considerable  sufferer,  for  the  big 
boom  had  been  followed  by  a  heavy  slump.    On  the  other 
hand,  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  had  been  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  new  and  bond-fide  enterprises.  Japan 
intends  to  become  one  of   the  important  manufactur- 
ing countries,  and  she  has  already  taken  extensive  strides 
in  that  direction,  so  that  she  is  in  a  position,  as  regards 
many  articles,  not  only  to  supply  her  own  demands,  but  also 
to  export  to  those  Asiatic  markets  where  she  has  geographi- 
cal and  other  advantages.    British  houses  in  Japan  have 
played  a  most  important  role  in  financing  and  developin^ 
the  foreign  trade  of  the  country.   For  some  time  past,  how- 
ever, the  Japanese  have  wished  to  do  without  the  foreigner, 
and  lie  was  told  the  matter  has  now  become  more  acute. 
One  i  ould  not  blame  the  Japanese  for  this  desire ;  the  ques- 
tion is,  however,  whether  it  would  not  pay  them  better  to 
devote  such  capital  as  they  have  to  the  development  of  their 
internal  trade  and  means  of  communication,  and  to  leave  the 
financing  of  external  trade  to  the  foreign  merchants.  Still, 
the  cry  that  the  days  of  the  foreigner  are  numbered  is 
an  old  one — he  remembered  it  ten  years  ago — and  yet  what 
was  the  result  ?    There  are  more  foreigners  now  making 
their  living  there  out  of  trade  than  there  were  then.  He 
for  one,  is  with  the  optimists  who  believe  that  there  is 
still  plenty  of  scope  for  the  British  merchant,  but  he  must 
be  content  with  smaller  profits,  must  be  full  of  energy,  and 
prepared  to  look  after  trifles  which  in  the  past  he  had 
■despised.    Finally,  Mr.  Crowe  dealt  with  the  importance 
of  studying  the  Japanese  language,  and  suggested  that  firms 
give  a  bonus  to  their  clerks  when  they  pass  an  examina 
tion  proving  that  they  had  studied  to  some  purpose, 
short  discussion  followed,  during  which  it  was  elicited  that 
there  is  a  good  market  for  paints,  varnishes,  etc.,  in  Japan.

Drugs  and  chemical  products  valued  at  1,789?.  were _  im- 
ported into  Corunna  last  year,  compared  with  6,476?.  in  1905. 

Califoenian  Honey.— The  production  of  Californian  honey 
in  1906  was  estimated  at  about  4,500,000  lb.,  or  less  than  one- 
half  the  output  of  1905,  when  about  10,000,000  lb.  was  pro- 
duced. 

Chemicals,  drugs,  and  medicines  valued  at  11,371,000 
milreis  were  imported  into  Brazil  during  1906,  against 
10,155,000  milreis  in  1905.  The  average  value  of  the  milreis  in 
1906  was  15§JcZ. 

The  exports  of  chemicals  and  drugs  from  Puget  Sound 
(including  Tacoma,  Seattle,  and  Port  Townsend)  during  1906 
amounted  to  22,146?.,  against  16,200?.  during  1905.  The  bulk 
of  the  shipments  was  absorbed  by  the  Far  Last,  British 
Columbia,  the  Philippines,  and  Australia. 

The  United  States  Geological  Survey  continued  during  1906 
experiments  with  the  black  sands  found  in  great  profusion  on 
the  Pacific  coast,  and  claims  to  have  demonstrated  that 
platinum  in  paying  quantities,  besides  other  valuable 
minerals,  can  be  extracted  readily  from  these  sands.

THE  fact  that  a  large  auction  of  first-  and  second-hand 
drugs  has  been  held  this  week  has  helped  to  increase 
the  volume  of  business  done  in  most  of  the  leading  staples, 
but  it  cannot  be  said  that  business  has  improved  privately, 
judging  by  the  pessimistic  opinions  held  by  dealers.  No 
alterations  of  first-class  importance  have  occurred,  but 
prominence  may  be  given  to  a  fresh  advance  in  opium  in 
Smyrna,  due  to  American  buying  and  unfavourable  crop 
reports.    Quinine  is  steady  but  extremely  quiet.    A  large 
auction  of  bark  takes  place  at  Amsterdam  next  week,  when 
a  further  decline  in  the  unit  is  looked  for.    Caffeine  is  very 
firm,  and  there  is  further  talk  of  an  advance.    Cream  of 
tartar  is  a  shade  easier.    Calabar  beans  are  scarce  and 
wanted.    Cocoa  butter  and  linseed  oil  have  advanced  con 
siderably,  but  Ceylon  coconut  oil  is  cheaper.    Turmeric  is 
easier  with  arrivals  in  quantity,  as  is  also  Japan  wax 
Petroleum  and  turpentine  are  lower.    Shellac  sold  at  easier 
rates  at  auction  without  reserve.     The  following  table 
shows  the  principal  alterations  of  the  week  :

Smyrna,  June  5  : — The  sales  of  opium  for  the  week  end- 
ing Wednesday  amount  to  100  cases  for  the  United  States 
and  local  speculators  at  from  lis.  6d.  to  12s.  per  lb.  for 
manufacturing  qualities.    Market  is  advancing,  as  the  crop 
news  is  unfavourable. 

New  York,  June  6  : — Business  in  drugs  is  dull.  Opium 
is  easier  at  $3.80  per  lb.  for  druggists'.  Ipecacuanha  is 
unchanged  at  $1.65  for  Rio,  but  Cartagena  is  lower  at 
$1.40.  Balsam  copaiba  is  easier  at  60c.  per  lb.  for  pure 
South  American.  Menthol  is  firmer  at  $2.55,  and  pepper- 
mint oil  in  tins  is  slow  at  $1.65  for  American.  Balsam 
peru  is  scarce  at  $2.40  per  lb. 

Bergen,  June  5  :— The  total  catch  of  cod  for  the  whole 
of  Norway  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  now  amounts 
to  44,887,000,  against  41,633,000  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1906.  The  yield  of  steam-refined  oil  is  now 
37,706  barrels,  against  33,246  barrels  for  .the  corresponding 
week  of  last  year.  The  weather  in  the  Finmarken  dis- 
trict continues  stormy,  and  the  market  for  best  ndn-con- 
gealing  cod-liver  oil  is  firmer  at  65s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b. 
Bergen. 

Norwegian  Cod-liver  Oil. 

As  our  quotation  of  62s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b.  Bergen,  for  best 
non:freezing  cod-liver  oil  has  been  considered  too  low  in  com- 
parison with  what  others  are  quoting  on  the  London  market 
we  asked  our  correspondent  at  Bergen  to  corroborate  this 
price  by  giving  fuller  particulars  as  to  how  it  is  arrived  at. 


In  reply  he  wrote  on  June  1  as  follows  :  In  answer  to  your 
favour  of  May  28  regarding  our  quotation  of  62s.  f.o.b.  Bergen, 
we  cannot  admit  that  this  price  was  too  low.  It  was  based  on 
the  actual  figures  at  which  sundry  parcels  to  our  knowledge 
were  sold.  On  the  other  hand,  plenty  of  refiners  were  holding 
back,  and  would  not  part  with 'their  goods  at  such  a  low 
quotation,  which  we  ourselves  find  is  almost  below  cost,  even 
taking  into  consideration  this  year's  large  production.  How- 
ever, the  truth  is  that  several  lots  were  sold  at  the  price 
quoted,  and  the  mere  fact  that  most  of  the  refiners  kept  their 
goods  back  and  ask  higher  figures  does  not  entitle  us  to  quote 
at  prices  which  have  not  been  paid ;  and  when  you  state  that 
the  agents  for  a  good  brand  are  asking  70s.,  c.i.f.,  we  can  verj 
well  understand  that  this  was  their  idea  of  value.  But  tho 
question  is,  Did  they  actually  get  this  price  ?  and,  with  our 
experience  of  the  market,  we  very  much  doubt  it.  It  is  only 
during  the  past  day  or  two  that  a  better  demand  has  sprung 
up  for  oil,  and  this  is  probably  due  to  the  closing  of  the  fishing 
in  West  Finmarken,  and  perhaps  also  to  the  fact  that  buyers 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  at  the  present  moderate 
prices  no  risk  is  incurred  by  purchasing  now.  The  improved 
demand  has  made  shippers  more  careful,  and  64s.,  f.o.b.,  has 
been  paid,  and  also  frequently  refused  by  several  holders. 
As  already  reported,  the  fishing  in  West  Finmarken  is 
closing,  and  even  on  the  greater  part  of  the  Eastern  Fin- 
marken coast  tho  catch  has  been  poor  during  the  past  few 
days.  The  fishing  is  now  mostly  concentrated  in  the  Varanger- 
fjord  district,  and  is  generally  behoved  to  be  of  short  dura- 
tion ;  there  is  also  a  lack  of  bait.  The  statistics  up  to  June  1

The  Bulgarian  Rose-crop  of  1907. 

Kazanlik,  May  30. 
The  harvesting  of  the  new  rose-crop  has  just  began  in  the 
most  southern  localities  of  the  rose  district,  and  in  the  course 
of  next  week  it  will  probably  extend  over  the  whole  district. 
This  unusual  backwardness  of  the  harvest  is  due  entirely  to 
the  severity  and  the  protraction  of  the  winter,  which,  besides 
killing  hundreds  of  acres  of  rose-plantations,  retarded  the 
crop  by  nearly  three  weeks.    It  was  the  severest  and  the 
longest  winter  on  record — far  exceeding  the  winters  of  1871 
and  1877.    It  lasted  nearly  six  months,  and  during  its  long 
course  the  temperature  often  fell  as  low  as  20°  C.  below  zero — a 
very  unusual  and  rare  occurrence  in  the  Balkans.    Such  in- 
tense cold  might  have  killed  most  of  the  rose-plantations  but 
for  the  heavy  blanket  of  snow  that  covered  the  ground  most 
of  the  winter.    Only  those  rose-plantations  suffered  by  the 
winter  cold  which  were  exposed  to  the  northern  wind  and  only 
partially  covered  by  snow.    When  at  last  spring  did  come  in 
April  the  surprise  was  general  that  so  few  hundreds  of  acres 
of  rose-plantations  had  perished  from  the  winter  frost,  and 
everybody  looked  forward  for  another  fairly  good-sized  crop. 
This  would  have  been  the  case  had  the  spring  been  like  any 
other  spring — soft  and  mild  in  temperature,  fresh  and  rich 
in  rainfalls.    But,  like  the  record-breaking  winter  for  intense 
cold,  the  spring  also  takes  the  palm  for  intense  heat.  From 
April  20  to  May  28  no  spring  showers  fell  to  sufficiently  water 
the  earth.    The  rose-crop,  as  well  as  all  other  agricultural 
crops  throughout  the  whole  country,  would  have  suffered  con- 
siderably by  this  protracted  drought  had  not  the  ground  been 
everywhere  deeply  saturated  by  the  moisture  of  the  winter 
snow.    The  first  real  spring  rain  fell  all  over  the  rose-district 
only  two  days  ago,  just  in  the  right  time,  when  most  needed, 
and,  thanks  to  it  and  to  the  ideally  cool  weather  that  has  now 
set  in,  the  prospects  not  only  of  the  rose-crop  but  also  of  all 
other_  agricultural  crops  is  not  only  satisfactory,  but  very 
promising.    Only  three  days  ago  the  rose-crop,  in  unison 
with  all  the  other  crops,  was  on  the  verge  of  proving  a  famine- 
crop_  and  the  smallest  on  record  had  the  dry  and  hot  weather 
continued  ten  days  longer.    It  is  chiefly  the  weather  during 
the  harvest  that  makes  and  unmakes  a  crop.    After  the  abun- 
dant rainfalls  of  the  last  three  days  and  the  present  cool 
weather,  there  can  be  no  more  idle  talk  about  famine-crop. 
An  average  crop  is  assured. 

Aniseed. — The  market  is  steady  at  29s.  for  1905  crop 
and  24s.  for  1906  crop  in  ^-  to  1-ton  lots,  c.i.f.  terms  for 
prompt  shipment  from  Hamburg. 

Antimony.— There  has  been  a  further  notable  fall  in  this 
metal  to  under  101.,  buyers  having  no  confidence  in  the 
market — which  is  utterly  neglected.  The  weakness  is  largely 
attributed  to  cheap  offers  of  crude  antimony.  France  has 
lately  offered  the  latter  at  42/.  per  ton,  and  while  it  is  held 
that  in  the  absence  of  demand  the  intrinsic  value  of  such 
material  is  about  26/.  per  ton,  it  is  feared  that  Hamburg 
has  been  holding  back  appreciable  quantities  of  Japanese 
and  Australian  crude  antimony  for  about  45Z.   Should  sales 
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be  eventually  forced  by  Hamburg  a  further  break  is  quite 
likely.  It  is  reported  that  there  are  large  stocks  in  the 
United  States  which  make  business  impossible.  Heavy  lines 
of  antimonial  lead  were  imported  into  that  country,  probably 
from  Hamburg,  apparently  with  a  view  of  escaping  the  duty. 

Balsam  Copaiba. — The  "  New  York  Commercial,"  under 
date  of  May  25,  reports  that  the  shipments  of  South  Ameri- 
can pure,  recently  accumulated  in  first  hands,  have  been 
taken  up  by  dealers,  and  consequently  a  steadier  feeling  has 
developed.  There  are  many  complaints  of  adulterated 
balsam  on  the  market.  Several  samples  have  been  chemi- 
cally examined  and  found  to  contain  25  per  cent,  mineral 
oil,  and  the  sophistication  is  said  to  be  of  a  dangerous 
character,  as  the  appearance  of  the  balsam  is  such  as  to 
deceive  any  but  an  expert."  In  the  drug-auction  3  cases 
of  bright  filtered  B.P.  (Parry's  analysis)  were  held  at  3s. 
per  lb. 

Calabar  Beans  are  very  scarce,  holders  asking  up  to  Is. 
on  the  spot. 

Cinchona. — At  auction  on  Tuesday  the  small  supply  of 
444  packages  was  offered,  of  which  the  bulk  sold  at  the  un- 
changed unit  of  Id.  per  lb.,  being  on  a  parity  with  the 
previous  Amsterdam  sale.

An  American  buyer 
came  forward  this  week  for  usual  run  Karahissar  t.q.  at 
10s.  10(7.,  but  hitherto  no  seller  has  accepted  this  figure.  We 
have  had  a  series  of  hot  dry  days,  which  is  very  detrimental  to 
the  ripening  poppy.  Many  districts  complain  of  the  want  of 
rain,  particularly  in  Salonica,  where  they  estimate  their  crop 
to  be  now  only  600  cases,  or  a  difference  of  400  cases  lower 
than  what  was  reckoned  two  weeks  ago.

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General  ADeMcal  Council* 


THE  Council  concluded  its  summer  session  on  Friday, 
May  31,  at  half-past  one,  having  met  at  noon,  so  that 
members  from  the  North  could  catch  the  two  o'clock  train. 
The  session  was  thus  extended  but  an  hour  and  a  half  over 
three  days.  The  programme  was  got  through  at  the  last 
meeting  in  December  in  four  days — an  unparalleled  proceed- 
ing up  to  that  time — but  on  this  occasion  the  Council  would 
have  risen  on  Thursday  but  for  Dr.  McVail's  protest  that 
the  gravity  of  the  Ordinance  proposed  by  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  needed  careful  consideration. 

The  B.M.A.  and  the  G.M.C. 
•  The  British  Medical  Association  having  decided  (as  re- 
ported last  week)  that  they  should  act  as  complainant  in 
cases  which  may  be  thought  to  require  the  consideration  of 
this  Council,  the  Executive  Committee,  guided  by  the  legal 
adviser,  have  resolved — 

That  the  Executive  Committee,  being  advised  that  no 
member  of  the  British  Medical  Association  should  act  as  a 
member  of  the  Penal  Cases  Committee  or  take  part  in 
adjudicating  as  a  member  of  the  Council  in  cases  in  which 
the  British  Medical  Association  or  any  branch  of  it  acts  as 
complainants,  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  it  is  under 
the  circumstances  undesirable  that  a  member  of  the  Council 
should  during  his  tenure  of  office  be  a  member  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  or  any  other  body  which  may  submit 
complaints  to  the  Council  for  inquiry. 

Medical  Education. 

Thursday,  May  30,  was  devoted  to  strictly  professional 
subjects.  A  long  debate  ensued  on  a  motion  brought  for- 
ward by  Sir  John  Williams  embodying  a  series  of  recom- 
mendations designed  to  secure  more  complete  instruction 
in  midwifery.  It  was  eventually  agreed  "  That  the  attention 
of  the  qualifying  bodies  be  called  to  the  necessity,  in  the 
public  interest,  of  instituting  clinical  and  practical  examina- 
tions in  midwifery  and  gynaecology." 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  was  considered 
as  of  more  than  usual  interest.  An  elaborate  and  exhaustive 
table  of  statistics  as  to  the  ages  of  students  when  they  enter 
upon  and  when  they  complete  their  preparation  for  the 
medical  profession,  had  been  prepared,  and  drew  from  the 
President  commendation  and  anticipation  of  fruitful  results. 
The  report  was  introduced  by  Dr.  Mackay,  who  went  into 
the  history  of  the  educational  progress  made  by  the  Council. 
In  1891  steps  were  taken  and  special  efforts  made  to  raise 
the  standard  of  preliminary  examinations.  The  Council  has 
succeeded  in  cutting  off  a  large  number  of  examinations  once 
thought  sufficient,  and  the  process  is  still  going  on,  the  clear 
definite  purpose  being  that  the  Senior  examinations  shall 
be  the  sole  portals  of  entrance  to  the  medical  profession. 
The  speaker  claimed  for  the  Council  that  it  has  played 
a  most  important  part  in  moulding  the  education  of  the 
country.  Complaints  come  from  the  clinical  teachers  that 
the  time  allotted  for  the  Final  subjects  is  too  short,  and  to 
remedy  this  it  had  been  proposed  to  add  another  year,  to 
cut  off  the  scientific  subjects,  or  to  institute  the  block  system 
adopted  by  the  Conjoint  Board  which  guarantees  that  two 
years  be  given  to  the  subjects  of  the  Final.  A  short  dis- 
cussion arose  over  the  age  of  students,  the  tables  showing 
that  they  now  enter  six  months  later  than  was  formerly  the 
case ;  and  the  length  of  time  taken  over  the  curriculum  in 
England  is  seven  years  nine  months,  a  year  longer  than  in 
Ireland  or  Scotland.  This  was  attributed  to  the  block 
system  enforced  by  the  Conjoint  Board.  The  report  was 
adopted  and  the  recommendation  agreed  to — 

That  the  President  be  authorised  to  apply  to  the  licensing 
bodies  for  information  regarding  the  dates  at  which  the 
various  professional  examinations  were  entered  for  and  com- 
pleted in  the  cases  of  those  of  their  licentiates  the  statistics 
of  whose  educational  career  are  included  in  the  table  upon 
which  the  foregoing  report  is  founded. 

Finances. 

The  financial  report  was  considered  satisfactory,  there 
being  a  balance  on  the  right  side.  The  sales  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia are,  it  stated,  steady,  being  a  little  over  1.000  a 
year.  When  the  time  is  ripe  for  the  issue  of  a  new  Pharma- 
copoeia the  funds  in  hand  should  be  sufficient  to  meet  the 


cost,  and,  after  that,  the  Council  may  expect  to  receive  an 
income  of  about  200^.  a  year  from  this  source,  while  still 
maintaining  the  account  in  its  present  satisfactory  condition. 
Any  large  economy  can  be  effected  only  by  curtailing  the 
sittings  of  the  Council,  and  the  committee  urged  a  "busi- 
ness-like brevity "  in  the  deliberations.  The  report  was 
adopted  with  the  recommendation  that  a  grant  of  1001.  be 
made  if  required  to  the  Irish  Branch.  Other  reports  were 
quickly  run  through,  including  that  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  which  reported  that  it  has  had  nothing  to  do. 
The  Dental  Committee  recommended  "  that  the  application 
of  the  University  of  Sydney  for  the  recognition  of  its  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Dental  Surgery  be  acceded  to,"  and  "that 
it  be  represented  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies 
that  it  is  desirable  that  recognition  of  foreign  dental  diplomas 
shall  be  granted  only  in  the  case  of  tno=.e  countries  wiucu 
give  reciprocal  recognition  to  British  diplomas  in  dental 
surgery."  This  was  moved  by  Mr.  Tomes  and  agreed  to, 
and  the  report  adopted. 

The  Pharmacopoeia  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  committee  was  brought  up  as  the  first 
piece  of  business  on  Friday  by  Dr.  Norman  Moore,  and 
adopted  without  remark  of  any  kind.    It  was  as  follows  : 
From  November  17.  1906,  to  May  25,  1907,  the  number  of 
copies  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  (1898)  sold  bv  the  pub- 
lishers was  525.    The  total  number  of  copies  sold  in  the  year 
beginning  May  21,  1906,  was  1,090.    Up  to  the  present  iimn 
38,674  copies  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  4,441  copies  of  tbo 
Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum  have  been  sold.  The 
stock  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  remaining  on  hand  now  consists 
of  1,356  copies,  with  1,923  copies  of  the  Addendum. 

The  committee  append  to  this  report  a  print  of  the  official 
copy,  supplied  to  them  by  the  Foreign  Office,  of  the  inter- 
national agreement  respecting  the  unification  of  the  phar- 
macopoeial  formulas  for  potent  drugs,  signed  at  Brussels  on 
November  29,  1906,  by  the  representatives  of_  eighteen 
Governments,  including  that  of  his  Britannic  Majesty. 

The  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  have  been  re- 
quested to  consider  what  changes  in  the  Pharmacopoeia 
must  be  made  in  order  to  make  it  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  the  agreement ;  and  they  have  presented  to  the  com- 
mittee a  valuable  report  on  the  subject,  which  has  been 
published  in  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical  journals  for 
general  information. 

The  committee  think  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when 
a  communication  should  be  addressed  to  the  Royal  Colleges 
of  Physicians  of  London,  of  Edinburgh,  and  of  Ireland,  and 
to  the  other  medical  authorities,  inviting  their  suggestions 
for  the  revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  in  preparation  for 
the  next  issue.  A  circular  letter  has  accordingly  been 
drafted,  and  will  shortly  be  issued  by  the  President  on 
behalf  of  the  Council. 

The  Edinburgh  Ordinance. 

A  somewhat  warm  discussion  arose  over  the  reports  of  the 
Education  and  Examination  Committees  on  the  proposed 
new  Ordinance  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  Dr. 
Mackay,  representing  the  former,  held  that  the  proposed 
changes  are  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Council.  Dr.  McVail,  speaking  for  the  latter,  insisted  that 
it  would  enable  men  to  scrape  through  examinations  on  the 
piecemeal  system,  and  that  it  would  seriously  interfere  with 
the  Council's  system  of  inspections.  He  moved  that  when 
subjects  are  taken  singly  which  are  usually  taken  together 
the  pass  standard  should  be  60  per  cent.  Sir  T.  R.  Fraser 
strongly  repudiated  Dr.  McVail's  remarks,  and  the  Presi- 
dent represented  thaT  it  would  be  highly  inexpedient,  and 
the  Council  would  be  going  beyond  its  proper  functions,  in 
laying  such  a  resolution  before  the  Privy  Council,  who  had 
written  to  this  Council  in  regard  to  the  matter.  The  motion 
was  lost,  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee  being 
adopted,  and  it  was  decided  to  inform  the  Privy  Council 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  Ordinance  contrary  to  the 
Council's  resolutions. 

Mutual  congratulations  and  amenities  concluded  the  pro- 
ceedings, a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President  being  followed 
bv  the  thanks  of  the  President  to  the  members  on  the  expedi- 
tion with  which  they  had  got  through  the  business  and  the 
work  they  had  done  in  what  had  been  humorously  called  his 
"  sweating  house."

Cholera  or  Black  Head  in  Fowls. 

Sir, — With  reference  to  your  reply  to  "Digitalis"  in 
the  C.  &  D.,  May  25,  I  may  say  I  am  often  consulted  about 
this  matter,  and  on  inquiry  I  invariably  find  that  the  fowls 
have  been  fed,  for  one  if  not  two  meals  daily,  on  Indian 
corn,  and  this  seems  to  cause  all  the  trouble.  I  therefore 
generally  prescribe  mixed  grain  without  or  with  very  little 
of  the  maize,  and  also  a  tonic  powder.  The  disease  seems  to 
be  most  fatal  in  the  late  autumn  to  fowls  just  commencing 
to  lay  and  in  the  spring  from  April  onwards.

A  Question  of  Weight. 
Sir, — A  correspondent  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
May  25,  1907,  p.  816,  directed  attention  to  deficiency  in 
weight  of  cotton-wool  supplied  in  packages  labelled  lb  oz. 
by  some  wholesale  houses.  Supplies  obtained  by  your  corre- 
spondent from  different  sources  showed  a  shortage  varying 
from  1^  oz.  to  3  oz.,  and  represented  the  weight  of  paper 
used  in  interleaving.  He  referred  the  matter  to  a  manu- 
facturer, who  defended  the  practice  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
recognised  in  the  trade.  For  the  information  of  retailers 
we  desire  to  state  that  all  packages  of  "Tabloid"  Com- 
pressed Dressings,  as  well  as  the  surgical  dressings  issued 
under  the  "  Wellcome  "  Brand  sold  by  weight,  contain,  and 
always  have  contained,  the  full  weight  of  dressing  indicated 
on  the  label,  independently  of  the  weight  of  packing- 
materials.

Mr.  Poid's  Propcs'tions. 
Sir, — A  few  words  in  explanation  concerning  the  general 
meeting  of  the  London  Chemists'  Association,  held  last 
Wednesday,  may  be  welcome  to  those  who  were  not  present. 
The  object  of  my  suggestions  or  propositions  was  to  place 
the  Association  on  a  good  and  sound  working  basis,  capable 
of  receiving  and  managing  any  number  of  members  and 
bearing  the  weight  and  responsibility  of  any  number  of 
affiliated  branches,  so  that  it  might  gradually  grow  into  a 
big  united  National  Society.  The  clauses  relating  to 
branches  and  their  management  were  passed  without  altera- 
tion. Indeed,  the  whole  thirty-seven  propositions  passed, 
except  two,  and  one  concerning  the  title  and  one  in  refer- 
ence to  the  amount  of  the  annual  subscription.  Bule  3  now 
admits  to  membership  all  registered  chemists.  Thanks  to 
Mr.  Truman,  the  Chairman,  for  his  assistance  in  passing 
them.  There  is,  therefore,  now  but  little  wanting  except 
for  chemists  to  join  in  their  thousands  and  unite  in  one 


body,  and,  in  matters  of  importance  to  trade,  to  speak  with 
one  voice.  To  speak  with  one  voice  on  matters  of  vital  trade 
interests  means  obedience  of  all  members  and  branches  to 
the  Central  Council's  Executive,  as  per  "Suggestions" 
marked  22-23.  See  what  the  artisan  has  done  by  unity  :  he 
has  got  to  the  top  of  the  ladder.  Our  trade  interests  should 
no  longer  be  ignored  by  Parliament  and  by  the  public.  If 
chemists  will  but  unite  they  will  obtain  what  they  want.  It 
may  be  a  mistake  that  the  smaller  annual  subscription  was 
not  accepted  ;  but,  even  as  it  is,  if  members  will  only  take 
on  the  scheme  of  insurances  proposed  at  the  same  meeting, 
more  than  their  subscriptions  to  the  Association  will  De 
returned  to  them,  and  they  will  be  money  in  pocket.  One 
central  authority  only  is  needed,  and  that,  to  be  of  the 
greatest  good,  must  be  in  London,  to  which  all  local  associa- 
tions must  be  affiliated.  The  London  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion has  the  nucleus  for  such  a  Society.  Mr.  Idris,  M.P., 
President  of  the  Association  and  Chairman  of  that  meeting, 
bore  testimony  to  the  good  work  the  Association  has  done. 
Perhaps,  when  the  G.P.C.  meets,  it  may  have  some  pro- 
position to  make  in  reference  to  the  combination  of  units 
into  unity.  For  it  is  quite  impossible  for  any  number  oi 
branches  to  do  any  good  for  the  general  welfare  of  the 
trade  so  long  as  they  remain  separate  units  unattached  to 
a  central  authority.  There  is  much  good  and  useful  work 
to  do  and  earnestly  needed  to  be  done,  but  which  can  only 
be  accomplished  by  a  society  well  directed  and  unanimously 
supported  by  the  whole  of  the  trade.  If  a  census  of  the 
opinions  of  the  trade  could  be  taken,  first  as  to  a  National 
Society  for  all  registered  chemists  for  trade  purposes  only, 
with  all  local  branches  affiliated  to  it ;  second,  as  to  the 
amount  of  the  annual  subscription  sufficient  to  carry  on 
the  work,  it  would  be  a  great  help  in  deciding  the  course  of 
action  in  the  matter.

What  is  "  hydrarg.  bisulph."  ?  Is  it  the  persulphate  or  the 
red  sulphide  ?  Yours  truly, 

Creosote.  (135/46.) 
[Strictly  speaking,  hydrarg.  bisulph.  means  mercuric  sul- 
phate or  persulphate  of  mercury,  but  this  is  not  used  medicin- 
ally, while  the  subsulphate  (yellow  sulphate  or  turpeth 
mineral)  is  used  as  a  remedy  for  ringworm  and  in  the  treat- 
ment of  scurf  in  the  head.  We  think  that  the  subsulphate  is 
the  ingredient  indicated  in  the  prescription.] 

Mucilage  and  Bismuth. 
Sir, — Should  mucilage  be  used  in  a  prescription  when 
ordered  by  a  physician  with  bism.  carb.  and  sodii  bicarb  ?  A 
friend  of  mine  was  here  when  such  a  prescription  came  in,  and 
he  said  the  only  thing  to  do  was  to  leave  the  mucilage  out 
entirely.

[Opinion  has  of  recent  years  considerably  changed  in  regard 
to  the  policy  of  adding  mucilage  to  bismuth-salt  mixtures 
because  (1)  bismuth  salts  are  now  obtainable  in  less  heavy 
condition  than  formerly,  so  that  with  a  "  shake-the-bottle  " 
label  a  patient  has  little  difficulty  in  getting  an  approximately 
correct  dose,  and  (2)  the  mixture  with  mucilage  frequently 
becomes  glairy,  the  bismuth  salt  uniting  with  the  mucilage  to 
form  a  non-diffusible  magma.]

/.  P.  (101/59). — You  do  not  say  what  part  of  Canada  you 
desire  to  go  to,  but  the  conditions  are  much  the  same  in  all 
provinces — i.e.,  the  Minor  certificate  is  accepted  pro  tanto, 
and  an  examination  must  be  passed  before  registration  to  start 
in  business  on  your  own  account. 

P.  B.  C.  (135/64). — A  single  packet  of  a  medicine  manufac- 
tured in  Ireland,  and  which  would  be  dutiable  in  Great 
Britain,  may  be  sent  unstamped  to  any  -  person  in  Great 
Britain.  The  duty  becomes  chargeable  only  when  the  medi- 
cine is  uttered,  vended,  or  exposed  for  sale  in  Great  Britain  ; 
hence  it  follows  that  a  user  of  a  medicine  may  receive  from 
the  maker  abroad  not  only  one  but  as  many  packages  of  it  as 
lie  pleases  without  payment  of  stamp-duty. 

Subscriber  (133/58).— For  a  1-gal.  still  required  to  be  used 
in  making  aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia  a  still-licence  is  neces- 
sary. (See  C.  &  B.  Diary,  p.  233.)  The  cost  of  the  licence  is 
10*.  per  annum,  and  application  for  it  should  be  made  to  the 
nearest  Inland  Revenue  office.  Our  correspondent  also  asks, 
"  Are  there  any  regulations  covering  the  sale  of  tinctures  after 
duty  has  been  paid  on  the  spirit  used  in  their  manufacture  ?  " 
Yes ;  the  tinctures  must  be  for  use  as  medicines  for  sick,  lame, 
or  distempered  persons.  Chemists  have  been  fined  for  selling 
"Morning  Tonic"  and  "Pick-me-up"  without  a  spirit- 
licence,  evidence  in  the  cases  having  conclusively  demon- 
strated that  the  preparations  were  in  reality  used  as  alcoholic 


R.  T.  L.  (124/60).— Preventing  Tins  Rusting.— The  trouble 
that  is  often  caused  by  the  rusting  of  the  edges  of  tins  used  for 
cold  cream  or  glove-cleaning  paste  is  obviated  by  treating  the 
tins,  before  filling  them,  with  melted  paraffin.  It  is  the  edges 
of  the  tins  where  the  iron  is  exposed  that  are  the  cause  of 
the  trouble,  and  one  way  is  to  make  the  tins  hot  and  touch 
the  exposed  edges  on  a  block  of  paraffin  wax.  A  shellac 
varnish  would  answer  as  well,  but  you  will  find  the  paraffin 
process  preferable. 

Vinum  (120/57).  —  Perfuming  Water-softener.  —  Many 
essential  oils  are  so  altered  in  character  from  prolonged  con- 
tact with  sodium  carbonate — the  base  of  most  water-softeners 
— that  the  perfume  is  destroyed.  It  is  found  that  synthetic 
products,  such  as  ionone,  heliotropine,  and  coumarin,  stand 
well  in  the  circumstances,  and  hence  they  have  come  to  be  the 
recognised  perfumes  for  water-softeners. 

G.  A.  (121/21). — Liquid  Bleach. — The  pharmacopceial 
solution  of  chlorinated  soda  may  be  taken  as  a  type  of  this 
preparation,  but  in  some  popular  liquids  the  sodium  salt  is 
replaced  by  magnesium  or  aluminium.  In  making  the  last 
two  varieties  of  liquid  bleach,  solution  of  either  magnesium 
or  aluminium  sulphate  is  added  to  solution  of  chlorinated 
lime  in  sufficient  quantity  to  precipitate  the  calcium  salt. 

Sapol  (122/55). — Hard  Soap. — The  process  of  manufacturing 
hard  soap  on  a  small  scale  was  last  given  in  the  C.  <b  D., 
March  2,  1907,  p.  350 ;  the  method  appeared  originally  in  the 
C.  <£•  D.,  1880. 

A.  P.  (Jeppestown)  (123/43). — Cutting  up  Demy. — You  do 
not  explain  where  the  waste  occurs  in  cutting  up  white  demy. 
It  is  only  when  the  6-oz.  papers  are  being  cut  that  an  odd- 
shaped  strip  is  obtained,  and  this  is  not  wasted,  but  cut  up 
for  powders. 

E.  M.  W.  (123/55). — Arsenic  in  Malt.— The  presence  of 
arsenic  in  malt  has  been  traced  to  the  use  of  anthracite  con- 
taining volatilisable  arsenic  and  also  to  the  use  of  arsenical 
sulphur.  There  being  a  demand  for  light-coloured  malt, 
maltsters  have  met  it  by  bleaching  the  grain  with  sulphur. 
It  is  more  or  less  common  to  throw  sulphur  into  the  kiln  fire 
at  certain  stages  of  the  curing,  and  when  the  cheaper  kinds 
of  sulphur  are  used  a  considerable  amount  of  arsenic  is 
transferred  to  the  malt.  Sicilian  sulphur  is  practically  free 
from  arsenic  and  is  the  best  to  use  for  this  process,  although 
Mr.  Julian  Baker  has  shown  that  sulphur  exerts  a  reducing- 
action  on  the  non-volatile  arsenates  in  the  anthracite  and 
makes  them  volatile.  To  fix  the  arsenic  in  the  fuel  it  has 
been  suggested  to  add  about  5  per  cent,  of  lime  to  the 
anthracite  or  coke  before  using  it.  It  is  this  that  your  cus- 
tomer has  heard  about,  but  you  should  point  out  that  the 
good  effect  of  the  lime  will  be  undone  if  sulphur  is  employed 
for  bleaching. 

A.  L.  (126/28).— (1)  Worms  on  Lawns. — The  two  remedies 
for  worms  on  bowling-greens  and  lawns  are  mercuric  chloride 
and  lime-water.  A  solution  is  made  of  ^  lb.  of  mercuric 
chloride  with  10  oz.  of  hydrochloric  acid  in  a  gallon  of 
water,  and  of  this  a  cupful  is  mixed  with  a  canful  of  water  for 
use.  Lime-water  also  answers  fairly  well,  and  could  be  sold 
as  liquor  calcis  saccharatus,  to  be  diluted  for  use.  (2)  Sale 
of  Gold  Spectacles. — Licences  to  deal  in  gold  and  silver  plate 
are  required  to  be  taken  out  yearly  in  the  United  Kingdom  by 
every  person  trading  in  articles  composed  wholly  or  in  part  of 
gold  or  silver.  Where  the  quantity  of  gold  is  above  2  dwt. 
and  under  2  oz.  in  weight,  or  the  silver  above  5  dwt.  and  under 
30  oz.  in  weight,  the  licence  costs  21.  6s.  For  larger  quan- 
tities the  cost  of  the  licence  is  51.  15s.  It  has  been  decided  that 
the  term  "  gold  "  does  not  mean  pure  gold,  but  a  mixture  of 
pure  gold  and  alloy,  so  that  a  person  selling  an  article  as  gold 
weighing  more  than  the  minimum  weight  must  take  out  a 
licence. 

/.  E.  S.  (6/27).— Carburet  of  Iron  is  the  old  name  for 
plumbago,  graphite,  or  black-lead.  It  was  formerly  used  in 
medicine— internally  and  externally.  In  modern  chemistry 
the  carbides  of  iron  could  be  designated  carburets,  but  you 
give  us  no  clue  as  to  what  the  substance  is  required  for. 

R.  C.  N.  (Bombay)  (127/39).— Manufacture  of  Borneol.— 
Most  of  the  processes  for  the  synthesis  of  borneol  are  pro- 
tected by  patents,  and  there  are  also  several  secret  methods 
being  worked.  All  the  processes  are  not  successful,  and  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  say  by  what  method  the  synthetic  borneol 
on  the  market  is  made.  The  steps  in  the  manufacture  may  bo 
taken  to  be  as  follows.    Pinene  hydrochloride  is  made  by 
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passing  dry  hydrogen  chloride  through  well-cooled  dry 
oil  of  turpentine,  then  by  the  action  of  an  organo- 
magnesium  halide  on  an  ethereal  solution  of  pinene  hydro- 
chloride a  magnesium  compound  is  formed,  over  which  oxygen 
is  passed  until  it  is  no  longer  absorbed.  Upon  the  addition 
of  ice  and  dilute  acids  the  reaction  product  separates  into  two 
layers,  the  upper  ethereal  layer  being  separated,  dried,  and 
the  ether  removed  by  distillation.  The  solid  residue  is  crude 
borneol,  which  is  purified.  Another  method  consists  in  heat- 
ing pinene  hydrochloride  with  glacial  acetic  acid  solution  of 
lead  or  zinc  acetate  at  180° ;  the  reaction  product  consists  of 
bornyl  and  isobornyl  acetates  with  other  substances,  these 
being  hydrolysed  to  borneol  and  isoborneol.  The  literature 
of  the  manufacture  of  borneol  (from  which  artificial  camphor 
is  made  by  oxidation)  is  already  very  voluminous,  but  the 
above  maj  be  taken  to  indicate  the  direction  of  recent  patentB. 

F.  W.  S.  (119/20).— (1)  Ginger-beer  Powders— The  effer- 
vescing variety  of  ginger-beer  powders,  which  is  indicated  by 
the  label  you  send,  is  made  thus : 

A.  Sodii  bicarb   3ss. 

Ess.  zingib  mx. 

Mix  and  dry.    Wrap  in  blue  paper. 

B.  Acid,  tartaric  3ss. 

Sacchar.  alb.    3iss. 

Mix.    Wrap  in  white  paper. 

For  use  dissolve  the  contents  of  the  blue  and  white  papers 
in  separate  quantities  of  water ;  pour  the  one  solution  into 
the  other,  and  drink  during  effervescence. 

In  place  of  ess.  zingib.  the  equivalent  of  gingerin  can  be 
employed. 

(2)  Lemonade-powders.— These  are  made  on  the  same  lines, 
but  in  place  of  the  ess.  zingib.  use  half  to  one  minim  of  terpene- 
less  oil  of  lemon,  and  slightly  increase  the  amount  of  tartaric 
acid  in  the  acid  powder,  as  lemonade  is  expected  to  have  a 
more  pronounced  acidity  than  ginger-beer. 

G.  L.  (118/23).— (1)  Universal  Developer  to  suit  your  label : 

Metol    25  grains 

Quinol    40  grains 

Potassium  metasulphite   100  grains 

Potassium  bromide    8  grains 

Potassium  carbonate    1  oz.  20  grains 

Water  to    10  oz. 

Dissolve  the  metol  and  quinol  in  6  oz.  of  water,  add  the 
metasulphite  and  bromide,  dissolve,  and  strain.  Dissolve 
the  salt  of  tartar  in  the  rest  of  the  water,  and  mix  the  two 
solutions.

Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy.— The  students'  visit

-the  party  viewed  the  extensive  factories  and  works.  The

The  saponification  of  palm  oil  and  the  distilla- 
tion of  palmitic  acid  and  stearic  acid  were  next  described  and 
seen,  and  the  pressing-operations  to  remove  the  oleic  from  the 
stearic  acid  were  also  viewed  with  much  interest.  Autoclaves 
and  their  use  were  next  explained,  and  the  manufacture  of 
palmitin,  stearin,  wax,  and  paraffin  candles  was  watched  with 
interest.  After  seeing  the  printing  department  and.  the  pro- 
duction of  toilet-soaps,  the  party  inspected  the  week's  exhibi- 
tion of  samples  for  customers.

Italian  3tem0. 

(From  a  Florentine  Correspondent.) 


Italian  State  Quinine. — According  to  estimates  for 
1906-7  just  issued  by  the  Italian  Government,  a  revenue 
of  64,000/.  is  anticipated  from  the  sale  of  State-manufactured 
quinine.    The  revenue  in  1905-6  was  52,000/!. 

Mr.  Munstermann's  New  Pharmacy  in  the  Piazzetta 
Goldoni,  Florence,  which  was  to  have  been  ready  for  May, 
is  threatened  with  collapse,  having  been  built  in  too  great 
an  Italian  hurry.  It  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  entirely,  and 
may  now  be  ready  for  next  season,  September  or  October. 

The  First  Number  of  "  Rivista  Farmaceutica  "  was 
published  recently  at  Trieste.  It  is  to  appear  twice  a 
month,  and  is  to  serve  as  an  organ  for  ' '  the  public  exchange 
of  ideas  on  professional  questions  between  young  phar- 
macists and  assistants  of  the  Adriatic  and  of  South  Tyrol."' 

The  Miracle  of  Liquefying  the  blood  of  St.  Gennaro  is 
at  present  going  the  round  of  Italian  theatres.  There  is 
usually  a  price  for  admission,  the  takings  being  devoted  to 
charitable  purposes  other  than  clerical.  Meantime,  and 
perhaps  as  a  result  of  all  this,  the  "genuine  blood"  at 
Naples  refuses  to  perform  other  than  in  darkness,  much 
to  the  dismay  of  the  Neapolitans,  who  dread  another 
Vesuvian  eruption  at  least. 

Shy. — There  is  a  movement  on  foot,  started  by  a  dis- 
cussion in  Italy,  but  now  of  Continental  growth,  to  ask 
the  producers  of  new  medicaments  to  accompany  their 
products  with  a  ticket  on  which  is  clearly  stated  the 
chemical  synonyms  and  reactions,  boiling  and  fusing  points, 
solubility,  dose,  mode  of  sterilisation,  etc.  The  manufac- 
turers have  been  officially  approached,  but  so  far  have  nob 
replied. 

Nearly  a  Catastrophe. — An  Italian  officer's  widow  used 

a  bottle  of  's  hair-restorer,  and  applied  it  according  to 

directions  given.  Instead  of  renewing  her  youthful  ap- 
pearance, however,  she  was  laid  prostrate  for  a  fortnight 
with  a  severe  nervous  disorder,  her  scalp  being  discoloured 
and  greatly  inflamed.  On  recovery  she  sought  damages 
from  the  maker  at  Milan,  and  to  such  a  length  did  justice 
run  that  the  Prefect  wrote  to  Rome  for  permission  to  con- 
fiscate all  this  and  similar  preparations  for  the  hair  con- 
taining lead,  silver,  or  aniline  bases.  But  as  the  effect  of 
this  permission  being  granted  meant  the  confiscation  of  all 
hair-dyes  whatsoever,  primarily  in  Milan,  thereafter  all 
over  Italy,  the  journals  raised  an  outcry,  and  their  sallies 
settled  it.  Verdict  :  Heavy  damages  and  confiscation  of 
stock.
